Pulitzer Prize for “Craig’s Wife” an Intelli- 
gent Award — Dramatic Qualities of 
This Domestic Tragedy

view of the state of the current 
drama, few theatregoers will dis- 
pute the wisdom of bestowing 
, the Pulitzer Prize upon George 
Kelly’s discriminating character-study, 
“Craig’s Wife,’’ still, visible at, the 
Morosco seven months after its first 
performance. Without being either a 
brilliant or a broad-gauged play, 
'“Craig’s Wife’’ proves generally satis- 
fying by reason of its eclectic obser- 
‘vation of an Amerjcan individual and 
fts generally effective translation in 
-terms of the theatre. ‘With this, his 
third, drama Mr. Kelly has made 
notable progress in his career as an 
American playwright.. Four years 
ago, in “The Torchbearers,’’ Mr. Kelly 
slew the faddists of the Little Theatre 
movement, not with the rapier but 
with the bludgeon and the slapstick. 
In “The Show-Off’” two years ago 
both his sense of the theatre and his 
analysis of character had become con- 
spicuously more discriminating, and the 
play jury of the Pulitzer Prize Com- 
mittee recommended this merry com- 
edy for the award. For reasons best 
known. to themselves, the Advisory 
Board chose Hatcher Hughes’s “Hell- 
Bent Fer Heaven.’* The decision this 
year makes due amends, for, although 
“The Show-Off:’ was at once more en- 
tertaining and more comprehensively 
American, “Craig’s Wife’’ reveals Mr. 
Kelly as a sincere, understanding 

workman in the American field. 
Vigorous and honest though it may 
be, “Craig’s Wife’’ falls somewhat 
short of perfection. None too sure of 
his proportions, Mr. Kelly-has given 
it a'cosmic significance scarcely justi- 
fied by the nature of the material. 
Those who have sat before it will recall 
that in the last act Walter Craig, the 
humiliatingly henpecked husband, de- 
livers a little jeremiad about the new 
social terror represented by such self- 
ish’ wives as his. Mr. Kelly’s propor- 
tions almost imply that a subversive 
movement were ufider way. by the 
American Wives’ Protective and Sani-

tional value and. power of the stage in 
raising the standard of good morals, 
good taste and good manners.’’ Obvi- 
ously, those principles are not the ulti- 
mate ones for works of art, and might 
not describe any of. the qualities of 
some transcendant drama immeasur- 
ably greater than those that now exist. 
Of the artist, Emerson wrote: ‘‘He 
must not be in any manner pinched or 
hindered by his material, but through 
his necessity of imparting himself the 
adamant will be wax in his hands, and 
will allow an adequate communication 
of himself, in his full stature and’ pro- 
pertion.’’ Who is rash enough to pre- 
scribe a single quality of a work of 
heroic proportions? If one must award 
prizes for excellence in art, one must 
give the judges complete freedom. 
Even generalities will circumscribe 


them.

“‘Craig’s Wife’’ in certain capaci- 
ties. Mr..-O’Neill’s ‘‘The Great God 
Brown’’ may not honor any of the 
principles of the contest; but its vision, 
its understanding, its emotion and its 
poetry give it qualities of authentic 
greatness, even though its craftsman- 
ship may render it somewhat less 
satisfying. For distilled beauty, no 
other play of our time approaches it. 
Mr. Hurlbut’s ‘‘Bride of the Lamb,’’ 
which just comes within the _ time 
limit, may be unpleasant in its point 
of view, but it is more broadly Amer- 
ican and more intellectually vivid than 
‘‘Craig’s Wife.’’ Mr. Barry’s pellucid 
comedy, ‘‘In a Garden,’’ was.a finer- 
grained piece of workmanship and free 
imagination; and, Mr. Pollock’s ‘‘The 
Enemy’’ more:.ebviously moralistic.

As you know, in this country of 
ours we have a sort of gloomy pride in 
deriding our own institutions and be- 
littling our own achievements, and our 


share of these faithful attentions.

Remarkable Acting in Grim German 
Photodrama—Other Presentations 





3 By MORDAUNT HALL, _— 
N SPITE of the tremendous im- 
provement made in lighting and 
photography in the last three 
years, there are:some old produc- 
tions that stand the test of time. One: 
of these, a German picture called 
“Shattered,” was exhibited the other 
day at a subscriptiq performance of 
the International Film Arts Guild in 
the Cameo Theatre, and it proved to 
be infinitely more stirring, more real 
and more skillfully directed than the 
‘vast majority of films turned out in 
these days. Yet this film was made 
seven years ago by Lupu Pick from a 
scenario by Carl Mayer, who was re- 
sponsible for the scripts of “The Last 
‘Laugh” and ‘The Cabinet of Dr. Ca- 
ligari.” It is distinctly regrettable that 
this feature has: little commercial 
value, largely because it is a grim 
drama with seduction, death, murder 
_ and remorse. It is therefore a subject 
that would never be tackled by any 
distributing concern, as it is hardly 
probable that it would be booked by 
any niotion picture theatre. 


Lupu Pick is both an actor and di- 
rector. ‘He recently produced for Ufa 
the film version of Ibsen’s play, ‘“The 
Wild Duck.” He also made a ‘film 
called “The Last Cab Driver in Ber- 
lin,” a photopl4y which aroused the 
fre of the cab drivers of the Prussian 
metropolis. 

“Shattered,” in this country, is the 
property of Abraham Erlanger, who 
‘siow is in the silk business. To show 
it at the Cameo the International Film 
Arts Guild paid $75. 

The story concerns five days in the 
life of a railroad track-walker. 

A great asset to this picture is Wer-. 
ner Krauss’s inspired .performance in 
the part of the old railroad track- 
walker, whose domicile is adjacent to 
the stretch of the main/line which he. 
is employed to watch. He is a con- 
tented man in the initial scenes; as he 
has a wife atid grown-up daughter, a 
comfortable little shack and enough to 
eat. The track-walker is a faithful 
worker, going out every night with 
his lantern to examine the ties and 
the rails and making sure that every- 
thing is safe for the trains. - You see 
Mr. Krauss imitating shrewdly a man 
of the track-walker’s supposed age. 
He makes.the man old, but not too old. 
Suspense is started by a message that 
* gplutters from the little instrument in 
the track-walker’s cozy hoise. It 
gays that-an inspector is to visit the 
, track-walker the following day.

She 
sits up in bed, and then arises and 
goes to her daughter’s room. The girl 
is not there. She knocks on the In- 
spector’s door. ‘There-is no answer. 
Again and again she knocks, and after 
a while the callous-faced Inspector 
flings open the door. Cowering in a 
corner, the mother observes her 
daughter. The old woman is stunned. 
She covers herself with a shawl and 
goes forth to a wayside shrine, at 
which she prays and prays. Then in 
the evening the track-walker comes 
home. He misses his wife, and even= 
tually discovers her dead body in the 
snow by the shrine. He then knows 
no reason for her going there, but the 
daughter,. filled with gnawing remorse, 
confesses to her old father everything 
that has happened. 


His Revenge. 


Here it is that Mr. Krauss does his 
finest acting, if any situation is bet- 
ter than another. Perhaps it is the 
drama, attending this, episode that 
makes one think that the acting is 
better, or perhaps it is because of the 
gestures and expressions called for in 
this sequence. The track-walker had 
aged since the tragic death of his wife, 
but as he goes upstairs to the Inspec- | 
tor’s room he appears to become 
stronger and a little younger. . There 
is no forced expression of wide-open 
eyes When he confronts the Inspector, 
but merely that look of determination 
one might expect to see in the eyes of 
@ man who has decided to slay an- 
other who has wronged him—the look 
of a man who is in the right. 


Inspector, the latter is washing his 
hands. The affair of the night before 
was not worrying him and the death 
of the mother was no concern of his! 
The struggle is not long, but it is nat- 
ural, It strikes the spedtator as if the 
old man had mustered all his reserve 
force of strength to carry out his mis- 
sion, for after he has strangled thé 
Inspector he wikts, wandering away 
from his house without a word to his 
daughter; down onto the ‘tracks, where 
he flags the express train. There are 
scenes showing the contented faces of 
the passengers that are contrasted 
with the bowed old fellow who has 
killed a man. x

The Marplot. 


The picturization ‘of Hatcher Hughes’s 
prize play, ‘‘Hell-Bent fer Heaven,”’ 
is a satisfying piece of work until it 
reaches the latter chapters, when ex- 
aggerations and false situations rather 
spoil’ the’ effect of this story of the 
Blue Ridge Mountains. , The dominant 
note if this -photoplay is sounded by 
a-marplot, a canting hypocrite, who 
in an imbecilic fashion goes around 
with Bunyan’s “Pilgrim’s Progress,”’ 
and is wont to utter biblical quotations 
with an oily smil® A young actor 
named Gayne Williams gives an un- 
usually comprehensive performance in 
the role of this religious, fanatic. "His 
bright eyes burn from’a countenance 
that is youthful and at-times almost 
feminine. 


This weird creature is-in love with a 
girl. He is a slacker, and the young 
man who returns from the war is in 
the girl’s favor. ‘The hypocrite stirs 
up an old feud with the hope of get- 
ting rid not only of the soldier, Sid 
Hunt, but also of -e girl’s brother. 
There is in this production a flood, 
which J. Stuart Blackton, the direc- 
tor, has pictured so ably that it is 
very impressive, and even when the 
miniature ‘‘shots’’ are beheld they do 
not detract from the Pisode as a 
whole. 


**Hell-Bent fer Heaven’’ was a diffi- 
cult subject to put on the screen, and 
even with its shortcomings toward 
the ‘end it is. equipped with such 
strength and imagination during two- 
thirds of its length that it -merits! 
attention. 


Harvard’s Unsympathetic Son. 


A pictorial effort dealing with college 
life blazed its way into the Capitol last 
week. It is called ‘‘Brown of Har- 
vard,’’ and was adapted from-the play 
of the same name by Rida Johnson 
Young. This production is both inter- 
esting and irritating in spots. The se- 
quences concerned with the. football 
games and the ‘boat races are quite 
absorbing, but the idea of having a 
fever patient riding’ on the running 
board of a subway train to’bring back 
his chum to the‘ football team is;

N a setting of a winding old Sides

And as for the Russian, whose name 
is Ivan Lebedeff, fate has crowded 
enough thrills into his life to satisfy 
any adventurer. Lebedeff was actually 
born in Lithuanfa a member of the 
old nobility. He was educated by pri- 
vate tutors and entered the Imperial 
Alexander Lyceum at Petrograd, then 
St, Petersburg. He was to be trained 
for the diplomatic service,,the enrol- 
ment in this school being limited to. 
ten: candidates a year from all sections 
of Russia. During his course Lebedetf 
became interested in the. theatre, at- 
tracting the attention of Davidoff, the 
well-known Russian actor, who took 
the young student under his wing and 
developed his aptitude for acting. 
Lebedeff was on the point of leaving 
the school to take up acting in lieu 
of diplomacy wher the war burst forth 
and: young Lebedeff volunteered for 
military service; entering-an organiza- 
tion whose mem - were trained to 
become officers of the Imperial Guard. 
Because he wanted active war service 


into a cavalry regiment, with which 
stayed until 1915. Then he joined. 
& band of irregulars recruited from 
the most fearless soldiers of different 
regiments. They were’ known as Par- 


returned to the cavalry. He was 
wounded a second time and was sent 
to Odessa. Then came the revolution: 
Prior to accepting a post from the 
French he went to liquidate ‘his’ fam- 
ily estate, but had an unhappy ex- 
perience with the Bolshevist soldiers. 
He escaped on @ railroad locomotiye 
by holding up the crew at the point 
of. a pistol for most of the journey. 
He got back to Odessa, but’ was im- 
prisoned two months afterward for 
the locomotive exploit and alag because 
the Bolsheviki had no liking for a 
man who had been in the Imperial 
Guard. ‘ 
Fortune Rings the Changes. 

In the jail he found that the other 
inmates -were largely former officers 
and noblemen. The experience was 
frightful, and what added to the hor- 
rors was the fear of the Cheka, the 
secret spy system which took its daily 
{toll of lives in the prison cellar, After 
two days, Lebedeff and three other of- 
ficers made their escape by perpetrat- 
ing an audacious trick on the Boilshe- 
vist.patrol. They put to sea in a small 
boat and encountered /a bad storm. 
They were nearly drowned when they 
were picked up by the French de- 
stroyer Tuaregue. “ Nevertheless, fol- 
lowing his hard experiences, Lebedeff 
returned to Odessa to rescue his rela- 
tives from the Reds; He fled with his 
family to Sebastopol, where he formed 
an organization along the lines of the 
Partizan Troops. 

With 600 picked men he went. into 
Bolshevist Russia—in August, 1019— 
to attempt fo recapture Odessa from 
the revolutionists, His men in 'twen- 
ty-four hours are said to have: taken - 
over the town from a defending force 
of mors than 5,000. However, even- 
tually|mumbers counted and the Parti- 
zahs were driven out. 

Lebedeff then encountered a period 
of poverty and.actual want. It de- 
volved upon Lebedeff to provide. for 
most of his elders, who were. broken 
by misfortune and hardship.. He be-« 
came in turn ‘a clerk, a dealer in an- 
tiques and then a Stock Exchange 
worker. For more than a year he ate 
only one meal a day. He managed to 
get to Italy, and later. te: Vienna, - 
where he succeeded in arranging 8. ° 
financial deal for two Italian banks.”

T Rochester ‘a sensible and ex- 
niet cellent effort is’ being twade, 
K not to coddle the American 
~ composer, but to make an 
artist of him if that proves pos-: 
sible, give him a hearing, and take 
‘measures to secure him an opportunity 
of a market for his wares. It is high 
time that this was attempted. Artistic 
mand economic cOnditions descended 
from other days, when musicians of 
“genius: were subsidized by private in- 
dividuals or the State, and allowed to 
compose, should be changed as rapidly 
as possible. Changed: they. must and 
‘will be in course of time. In the 
» Meantime the position: of the composer 
who will stand on: his’ own feet, be 
obligated to no one and be properly 
Yewarded by the public for his-com- 
“positions should be furthered and 
: ngthened by every possible means, 
his is undertaken at Rochester, . so 
. far as orchestral works-are concerned, 
through the concerts given twice a 
< year under the auspices of the East- 
-man School of Music by the Rochester 
‘Philharmonic Orchestra, when manu- 
script works: by young Americans are 
played. The performances take. place 
in the Eastman Theatre in the pres- 
ence of an.inyited public and musicians 
and reviewers of standing, and they 
afford the composers not only tests of 
what they have written, but the per- 
spective attainable through the un- 
prejudiced comment: of . experienced 
listeners. 

Three of these concerts, inaugurated 
@ year ago, have been given. This sea- 
‘gon the music school, which fathers 
the project, has extended it impor- 
tantly. The plan now provides for the 
publication of the scores chosen by a 
general consensus from ‘those per- 
formed, and it proposes to call the 
published scores to the attention of 

* conductors of leading American or- 
chestras. It is good to realize that the 
public estimate of the American com- 
poser, and the general catholicity of 

- orchestral programs, which have un- 
‘dergone an impressive evolution dur- 
ing the last quarter of a century in 
this country, dispose the conductor 

_ who receives a printed score by. 3 
young American to give it a hearing, 
which was hardly the case twenty-five 
years ago. 

Procedure of this kind tends not 
only to put the young American com- 
poser on +is feet, but to make him 

* @ware that the measure of his accom- 
“plishment will be the measure: of: his 
Public success. If a composer shows 
*eonspicuous ‘talent and his music is 
5 readily accessible“in printed form, he 
has moré than an equal chance of a 
If his niusic is interesting, 
there are now in America a number of 
influential orchestras with progressive 
‘and modern-minded:..conductors who 
will be glad of a useful addition to 
their. repertory. If it is not worthy 
of attention it will soon disappear in 
the depths by force of its own gravity. 

Such facilities for composers of orig- 
fnal and serious aims mean more, 
than any. amount of financial assis- 
tance from interested parties or insti- 
tutions, 
try his mettle and find out, as can be|, 
found out in no other way, his short- 
comings and. needs as an artist. He is 
precipitated .into the arena where the 
individual stands or falls by his mer- 
its, and’ has no one to thank but him- 
self for failure or triumph. 

It may be objected to the foregoing 

+ that the greatest composers have sel- 
dom while they lived enjoyed the 
material rewards that the quality of 
their music deserved and that our; 
popular composers often receive; but 
it is questionable whether the time- 
honored legend, as Mr. Ernest New- 
man. has shown in his ‘*Critic’s Holi- 

. day,”® of starving genius has often 
been justified by fact, and there was 
never a time when the composer of 
worth-while music was apparently so 
much in demand and so much encour- 
aged as he is today. Here and there 

‘>is the lamentable exception which 

-~ , proves the rule, but in the great ma- 
jority of cases the publication and dis- 
tribution of new orchestral scores will 
do much toward securing the com- 

* poser his deserts. 

There is a fina] step to be taken 
in this country in the interests of the 
* native composér, which’ is not yet 
consistently in force. This is the 
payment to him of performance fees. 
In France and in: other “ Wurppean 
countries a fixed percentage of’ re- 
ceipts from performances of his mu- 

“sic goes automatically to the com- 
‘poser. _ All ‘classes of American com- 
posers are not bo well protected.

American operas, as well as instru- 
mental compositions, now insists upon 
@ performance fee for the works that 
demand the theatre. It is a beginning 
in the right direction and it is a 
course that could well be followed by 
orchestras or other musical organiza- 
tions whenever.a new composition by 
an American is given. The engage- 
ment .of two American composers, 
George Gershwin and Deems Taylor, 
last season, ,by the New York Sym- 
Phony Society, to provide scores for 
their concerts was a departure—not 
the first of its kind, but one that set 
a salutary.precedent. The days should 
.be past when the same orchestra 
which pays a handsome fee to a Euro- 
pean publisher for the privilege of the 
performance of a European ‘work, 
‘which as often. as not proves worth- 
less, will compel the American com- 
poser not only to waive. any fees, but 
also to go to the expense or the long 
and arduous personal labor of copying 
his score and parts. It was after such 
a@ labor and a journey that was long 
and comfortless, to hear the perform- 
ance of one of his most notable or- 
chestral efferts, that Charles Tomlin- 
son Griffes, one: of the most gifted 
and promising young Ameéricans of his 
generation, died. He died young, just 
as he was gaining a grip on himself 
as an artist and as a technician. He 
would probably have ‘lived and com- 
posed if he hdd had in a reasonable 
degree the #ewards that his talent 
justified. 


It is easy to say that all euts-ele- 
gested aids to the American composer 
are putting the cart before the horse— 
that what we must have before we 
have performances and the publication 
of. new music is new music worth 
publication and performance; but this 
does not answer the question. Other 
countries encourage creative musi- 
cians, as we in America do not, ‘and 
look after them in- ways’ we have not 
considered. A considerable part of this 
assistance comes from Government 
subsidies, that would not be desirable, 
if they were possible, under existing 
conditions in this country. But there 
are also in Europe copyright laws and 
laws concerning performance fees, and 
there is an attitude generally more ap- 
preciative of the importance of a cOm- 
poser than exists here. 

If Europe, which has produced, so 
many masters of composition and 
found means to give them what they. 
need to pursue their labors, can/'do 
this, is_it impossible for the United 


States, with material resources enor-| »<: 


mously outweighing those of any for- 
eign nation, to do a& much, or more, 
for the cultivation of native musical 
composition along lines that corre- 


‘spond with national thought and tem- 


perament? It is desirable that condi- 
tions which make it virtually impos- 
sible for the composer of serious aims 
to find a livelihood should be changed, 
in accordance with the nature of a 
highly resourceful ald energetic com- 
munity.

-| Concerning the Cost of Orchestras 





To the Editor of The New York Times: 
Although we attend the best sym- 
phony concerts, most of ts must ad» 
mit that we are qtite ignorant when 
it g@omes to cémmercial matters of or- 
chestral concerts, Some of us cannot 
help being puzzled, however, when 
told year after year that firiancial 
problems confront most of the orches- 
tral societies, notwithstanding sub- 
stantial backjngs. The so-called 
‘‘backers’’ of orchestras seem ever to 
consider most carefully all' ways and 
means to increase incomes, but do 
they as thoroughly study the enor- 
mous outlays and inquire into “ex- 
penses that could be curtailed without 
derogatory effect upon the artistic 
output? r 
For example: Orchestras are built 
up, as to size, to suit the halls in 
which they play, and usually in ac- 
cordance with the conductors’ ideas of 
tonal balance as well as to specified 
requirements for the works performed. 
Why, then, are. some such bodies of 
players augmented year after year, 
while others, concertizing In the same 
halls, give fair proof that ample so- 
norjty of tone and often greater fin- 
esse is achieved with less men play- 

ing certain instruments? 
Then, too, does the traveling about 
of such large bodies of men with their 





instruments (fares, baggage and hotel 
bills) bring about the needed net 
profits to warrant such orchestra 
tours? ~~ 

Is it still a real necessity—now that 
all musically interested cities could 
maintain their own more or less fine 
orchestras—to visit about, in order to 
show what is. being accomplished in 
the horhe town?: 

Nevertheless, it stands. to reason 
that public interest should centre most 
in “‘home products.” 

It would be but a small expense to 
then send “visiting conductors’ to the 
various cities to lead these home or- 
chestras,

Centenary of Franz Danzi 





ENTENARIES are all the rage in 
Germany. Not content with féting 
living composers and musicians, 

they insist on keeping green the mem- 
ory of many of the departed. In the 
Present case it is Franz Danzi, who 
died a hundred years ago in April. The 
Neue Musikzeitung takes occasion to 
re-establish his memory for the 
present generation. Franz Danzi came 
of a noted musical family; its ramifi- 
cations went far back into the eigh- 
teenth century. One of his ancestors 
was a member of Prince Carl The- 
odor’s Mannheim orchestra, of which 
Mozart. wrote in 1763 ‘‘that it was 
without contradiction the best in Ger- 
many. It is°composed of young peo- 
ple of good character, whose perform- 
ances are highly prized.’’ Burney in 
1772 said: ‘‘There are perhaps more 
good composers and solo players in 
this orchestra than in any other or- 
chestra in Europe. H originated the 
erescendo and diminuendo; its musical 
shadings are as clearly differentiated 
as blue and red.”’ 


Says the Musikzeitung: 


*“‘Mannheim and its orchestra was 
the preparatory school of the Vienna 
classicist, and the founder was Johann 
Stamitz, who was called -by Prince 
Carl Theodor in 1745 to lead the or- 
chestra. For it Stamitz wrote his or- 
chestral trios in a style that speedily 
spread to Paris, Munich and Vienna, 
and which found its fullest expression 
in Haydn, Mozart and Beethoven. 
When Prince Carl Theodor: succeeded 
Prince Max III of Bavaria he took his 
Mannheim orchestra with him to 
Munich and made that city the artistic 
cent?e of Bavaria. Numbers of su- 
perior musicians responded to the 
Prince’s invitation, and such was the 
good understanding between the Prince 
and his artists that whole families— 
father, son, uncle, grandparents, sis- 
ters, brothers, all of them musically 
gifted—followed in his train. To men- 
tion only a, few of them, there was the 
family of Cannabich, the Toeschi, the 
Hartigs, Damer-Ecks; the noted bass 
player Ludwig Fischer, the flutist 
Wendling, with their. wives, and. the 
Broschard -sisters. Among. these mu- 
sical retainers was numbered the Ital- 
lan ’cellist Innocenzg’'Danzi, who set-. 
tled“in Mannheim in 1754: His son 
Franz -was born in-1763. - He learned 
the piano, the ‘cello and ‘singing from 
his father, composition from Abt «Vo- 
gler; at 12 he wrote ‘cello pieces ana 
songs. AS a ‘cellist he was much 





patron to Munich, Franz Danzi re- 
mained behind at Mannheim, 

‘‘He was called to Munich in 1783 as 
a successor to his father. At Mann- 
heim he had already composed music 
for the theatre, incidental music for 
‘Cleopatra’ (1780), for . ‘Azakia’ 
(1780), for.‘Laura Rosetti’ (1781). 
He wrote his first large work in Mu- 
nich, an opera called ‘Die. Mitter- 
nachts-stunde’ (1788), quickly follow- 
ed by ‘Triumph der Treue$ (1789), 
‘Der Quasimann’ (1789), ‘Ipbigenie in 
Aulis’ (1801) and ‘El Bondorani’ 
(1802). He married the singer Mar- 
garete Marchand, daughter of the Mu- 
nich Theatre director, ii. 1790, and in 
1791, having received leave of ab- 
sence, they went on tour. Franz di- 
rected at Leipsic and Prague, and his 
wife sang Suzanne in Mozart’s ‘Fi- 
garo,’ Caroline in Cimarosa’s’ ‘Hgim- 
liche Ehe,’ and in Paesiello’s operas. 
They went to Italy in the season of 
1794-95, but the large theatres so af- 
fected Margarete’s stamina and health 
that they returned to Munich, where 
she died in 1800 of lung trouble. The 
blow prostrated Danzi. He went to 
Stuttgart. in. 1807 and to. Karls- 
ruhe in 1812, where he remained till 
his death. He wrote three more 
operas, ‘Camilla and Eugen’ (played 
at Stuttgart, 1807) ‘Rubezahl’ (in 
1913) and ‘Turandot’ (given at Karls- 
ruhe in 1815). They had a medi- 
ocre success, as the- stage was 
now occupiefi by the operas of Mo- 
zart, Weber and other composers. 
Danzi wrote besides a quantity of 
church works, masses, cantatas, 
psalms, &c., which have long been 
forgotten. The importance of Franz 
Danzi’s work in relation to the Ger- 
man opera of the end of the eigh- 
teenth and beginning of the nineteenth 
centuries was not very great, but he 
added his quota to the influences that 
culminated in Weber's ‘Euryanthe.’ 

“One. of Danzi’s sisters, Franziska, 
bor at Mannheim in 1756, v.as one of 
the noted singers of her time. - She 
made her début at Mannheim in 1771) 
and immediatelv, became the darling of 
the public. She married Ludv,'¢ Au- 
gust Lebrun, the oboe virtuoso of the; 
eighteenth century, in 1775. Franzis- 
ka sang in an opera by Selieri in Milan 
in 1778; she appeared in Venice, 
Naples, London and later in’ Munich,

Franz Ries 
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RANZ RIES celebrated 
eightieth birthday in April. 
many .German musicians, he 

comes of a musical family. - His 
grandfather, Franz Anton Ries, lived 
in Bonn from 1755 ‘till 1846 and 
was on of the teachers of Bee- 
thoven. His eldest son, Ferdinand 
(1784-1838), was a pupil of Beethoven 
and left a number of operas and or- 
chestral and chamber music composi- 
tions. The younger son of Franz An- 
ton I.:es of Bonn, Hubert (1802-1886), 
was a violin pupil of Spohr, a, compo- 
sition pupil of Moritz Hauptmann of 
Berlin and a member of the Royal 
Academy of Art. He made a name as 
a-violinist. His son, Franz Ries, the 
subject of the present monograph, was 
‘born in Berlin in 1846. The boy learned 
to play the violin from his father, but 
went to Paris in 1866 to study with 
Lambert Joseph Massart. Here Ries 
formed a_ lifelong ~ friendship with 
Henri Vieuxtemps nd played the bass- 
viol in the Vieuxtemps string quartet. 
When the nerves of his left hand be- 
came affected Ries turned his ener- 
gies into a new direction. . He went 
for a year to Breslau to learn the mu- 
sic. trade and bought an interest in the 
business of Hoffarth in Dresden, which 
became the firm of Franz Ries, pub- 
lishers, concert agents, &c. It was 
under this management that Clara 
Schumann, Me.cella. Sembrich and 
Sarasate made their débuts. Ries dedi- 
cated his third violin suite to the Span- 
ish virtuoso.. The firm amalgamated 
with that of Herman Erler of Berlin 
and became the rublishing house of 
Ries & Erler. It published the works 
of Pfitzner, Georg Schuman, Kienzl, 
Bruch, Humperdinck, Heinrich Hof- 
mann, Raff, Rei -cke, Hausegger, Ar- 
nold Mendelssohn, Braunfels, 
&c. Franz Ries retired from’ active 
-ded by his 
son, Dr. Robert Ries. The elder Ries 
now lives at Naumburg. He has to his 
credit’ compositions for orchestra, 
string orchestra, chamber music, vio- 
‘lin suites, piano pieces, songs, &c.

~ AID RURAL LIFE 





Professor Sargent of 


Colorado Tells How 


, Consolidation Movement: Helps Farm 
| Children and. Their Communities 


HE great ubfinished business of 
the public school-system ‘of ‘the 
United States\is rutal education, 
and the main ‘hope of ‘solving 

this problem lies in consolidating smeli 
tmadequate school# into large modern 
ones, according.'to Professor C, .G. 
| Sargent, who ‘is at present delivering 
& course of. lecturés on ‘rural school 
consolidation at Columbia University. 
usual career as an educator.’ Owing to 
untoward home . circumstances and 
poor school facilities in the rural -sec- 
tion. where he svew up he was we 
@avanced into his.teens before he had 
dearned to read and write. Thege ob- 
stacies of his youth, which he over- 
_ ame after the hardest effort, became 
the determining factor in his resolu- 
tion to devote his life to promoting 
rural school. education. 

Fifteen years ago Professor Sargent 
found himself the county school guper- 
intendent .of Mesa County, Colorado. 
Ai that time there was not a’ congoll- 
dated school in the State. Under the 
inspiration of Professor Sargent a 
campaign was begun to consolidate 
three schools in that county into. one. 
A protracted struggle ensued, owing 
to the stubborn.opposition of a con- 
servative element that would have no 
unholy hands laid on the immernorial 
one-room school system. At length the 
fight was won} a graded rural school 
with a four-year high-school course; 
was established, an achievement be- 
yond even the dreams of: the: advyo- 
gates of the old system. 

A Remarkable Success. 

As the champion of this -fdea in 
Colorado, Professor Sargent was taken 
‘over by the State Agricultural College, 
and since, as the head of the Hiduca- 
tion Department of that institution, he 
has “won remarkable success in con- 
solidating rural schools. There are 
mow. 186 ‘consolidated schools in Colo- 
rado. About 25 per cent of the one- 
room kind have been thrown on the 
educational scrapheap. With this 
record to his credit the country boy 
who was nearly 18 years old before he 
hed acquired even the rudiments of 
an education is. becoming a national 
figure in the field of rural school edu- 
cation. 

Consolidations have been making 
headway throughout the United States 
since 1910. They now number 15,500, | 
60 per cent. of them having been or- 
ganized since 19152 Correspondingly, | 
one-room rural schools are fast dis-| 
appearing. In the last eight years 
‘gione, 27,000 have been abandoned to: 
be replaced by the large new-tybe 
schools. 

Education has thus been revotution- 
ized for some two and three-quarter 
millions of rural children. Indiana 
leads today with 1,100 consolidations. 
Ohio has more than 1,000. Tennessee, 
Louisiana and Alabama have more 
than 500 each. In Iowa, Minnesota, 
North Dakota and Kansas the move- 
ment has succeeded, too. 


Idea Strong in the West. 


**If I were in Colorado, I.would ask 
you to, jump into my car and ride 
thirty miles with me to a country 
school,’’ said Professor Sargent; dis- 
cussing the movement. ‘‘I could then 
ghow you just what consolidation 
means. You would hardly believe 
your eyes to see, miles away from 
even a village, a building such as you 
would find in the New York school 
gystem. Several hundred ‘children 
misht be playing in the yard. Later, 
you would find them studying the 
game things, in much the same way, 
as city children do.

No. one who has attended a one-

-better could conscientiously squeeze 


out a tear over its demise ag an edu- 
cational factor, any more than: he 
could sigh for kerosene lamps or offer 
his automobile for a one-horse shay. 


‘But the. difficulty is that most coun- 


try people know only what they. have 
always had, Visits to consolidated 
schools, or ‘photographs, will arous 
them, Mr. Sargent said; then ug, 
up the bogy of. the cost. 

The. one-room. schoolhouse never. 
cost much. A few repairs now and’ 
then, perhaps an occasional coat .of 
paint and a pile of wood for the 
‘Winter, kept it going. The educa- 
tional ‘drudge who divided her time 
between eight grades and janitor duty 
served for meager pay; -The imposing 
appedrance of the consolidated school, 
on the other hand, is enough to 
frighten off the patron of the one- 
room variety; and inquiries reveal 
svaring current expenses. 

There must be coal for the furnace 
and a janitor to fire it; mo end of 
materials and supplies, and a city 
salary for every teacher. Fond par- 
ents visualize all sorts of other difti- 
culties in addition to expense: .They 
see their offspring waiting in the cold 
a possible hour and a half for the bus, 
leaving before dawn and returning 
after dark. Such things, said Mr. 
Sargent, do not occur, as a matter 
of fact, but seem terrible enough 
when imagined. 

In some instances leaders of dis- 
tricts that now have consolidated 
schools had to work upon the farmers 
for five, six, even ten years before 
they could get a sufficient number of 
districts to act. Now, it is said, none 
of them would go back to the old sys- 
tem, the increased expense notwith- 
standing. They realize that they get 
their money’s worth. 

“Consolidation ‘is the greatest move- 
ment ever made in rural education,’’ 
Mr. Sargent said. ‘‘In many places 
Yo change has been made in the rural 
“Bysterh ‘Yn a hundred years. The best 
‘the pedpte have is the primitive school 
‘ot pionéer times. But where the con- 
solidation movement has entered, the 
country child has been put on an 
equal footing with the child of the 
city. He wants for none of the ad- 
vantages the best school can give. 

**The automobile has already done 
much to remove certain of the handi- 
caps of rural people, and the radio is 
bringing city and country closer to- 
gether. Soon one will not be able to 
spot the typical ‘country person’ any 
longer. The differences are being 
wiped out, In this process the con- 
solidated school is of vital help.’’ 


More Education Now. 


The records of the displaced: schools 
show ‘that in isolated districts only a 
small proportion of the children ever 
even registered at school. Many who 
did register returned no more, or c ily 
irregularly. The school was open but 
a few months In the year, because the 
salary fund could not be stretched, 
because at times the weather was too 
severe, or because the children were 
needed on the farm, These reasons, 
somehow or other, lost their impor- 
tance when consolidation came in. 





‘together for one thing, the country 
‘people try joint action for others. The 
result fis manifest in politics and even 
in religion. When the people in many 
of the former schoo! districts are. thus 
bound together, they can make their 
voices heard and their wishes felt at 
the county seat. Then, having seen 
one good school in a central location 
grow out of ten or a dozen poor ones, 
they begin to wonder if the same prin- 
ciple might. not be applied to their 
churches:"’ 

it, is. not uneomon for districts 
that fight consolidation to benefit by 
its results.in spite of themselves. Not 
far away a splendid new school build- 
ing:is arising, They have no part in 
-it, but they hear enough about it; and 
they are moved to make more of the 
little schoolhouse to which they have 
clung. They summon a bit of school 
pride themselves, paint up the old 
building, open an assembly room in 
the basement and hold - evening 
meetings. 

The very agitation of consolidation, 
even when it arouses bitferness, élimi- 


nates sluggish indifference toward ed- |- 


ucational matters and other interests 
as well. Mr. Sargent has seen many 
a splendid road follow the building of 
@ consolidated school. He has_ ob- 
served; too, that epidemics of home 
remodeling sweep the consolidated 
school neighborhood. Premises are

cleaned up, telephones and labor-sav- 


ing devices. are installed. 
Checks Rush to the City. 

The consolidated school, according to 
Mr, Sargent, acts as a bulwark, dam- 
ming the flow of the rural population 
to town, for where it functions theé 
incentive to move away to find edu- 
cational and social advantages is re- 
moved. In one community new fam- 
ilies started moving in as soon as the 


‘| consolidated school was completed and |. 
nhew farm’ houses cropped up here and 


‘there. , 

The tendency ‘among country chil- 
dren, he explained, isto draw the con- 
clusion from the toji-filled, narrow 


‘ 
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lives of their parents that any exis- 
tence is preferable to that of the farm. 
But the training of the modern school 
reveals the inherent dignity of agri- 
cultural and household work and in- 
dicates how their burdens may be, 
alleviated. . - 


“Consolidation has already ioniieaa | 


wonders,” seid Mr. Sargent. ‘‘But the 
job is only begun. Thousands of one- 
Toom schools have been abandoned, 
but 168,000 are left, Iowa and Iili- 
no‘s have more than 10,000 each,. Two 
thousand are left in Colorado. Almost 
five millions of children still know 
nothing better than the one-room 
school, ; 

‘There are natural limits to con- 
solidation, of course, beyond which 
the people will not go: There must 
be a few small schools left where this 
group or that is too remote to enter 
into a larger scheme, But my esti- 
mate for the State of Colorado is that 


75 per cent. of the children may be}: 


brought into consolidated schools with- 
out hardship to any; and Colorado is 
not a closely settled State. The Bu- 
reau of Education estimates that fully 
one-half of, the remaining one-room 
schools in the country can be consoli-. 
dated. \ I believe the proportion is 
even greater. 

“There is no telling just how far- 
sweeping the effeects of the movement 
may be, what will happen when the 
country children who are now being 
educated in these first-rate schools go 
out to play their part in life. But_as- 
suredly, the life of the child who bene- 
fits by all the advantages’ of city 
sehools, without leaving his home: in 
the country, will be very different 


from that of the child equipped with 
only the smattering of learning that 
was the best the old, inefficient type 
of rural school could give him.’’ 
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HOW SEVENTEEN PATRIOTS 


CAPTURED AN ARMED SHIP} 





versary of the events of the Rev- 

olution brings to light many tales 
of daring and sacrifice on the part of 
almost-forgotten patriots. All of the 
Colonial towns had their local heroes, 
and staged at least a by-play in the 
momentous drama. 

One picturesque incident happened 
off Newburyport, Mass. This town was 
‘settled near the mouth of the Merri- 
mac River_in 1784, only eight years 
efter Salem. By reason of its loca- 
tion it became an important ship- 
“building and ship-owning port, and by 
the time of the Revolution had de- 
veloped merchants enrtched by mari- 
time pursuits. 

At the outbreak of hostilities with 
the Mother County the Colonies had 
no navy. Great Britain had seen to 
that by refusing to sanction the huild- 
ing of any war vessels in any of her 
colonies. The first warships of the 
American Nayy were authorized by 
an act of the Continental Congress in 
October, 1775, but were not launched 
-until months later. ‘ 

In the meantime the various prov- 
inces issued letters to privateers, and 
sent them forth to assail British 
shipping. ‘They were small fast-sail- 
ing vessels, armed with a few guns. 
They were not expected to attack men-

Without striking a blow The Friends, 
of 200 tons and a crew larger tn num- 
ber than the captors, became a prize 
of war. The ship had been almost

stormy, wintry voyage, and the anxi- 
ety of her master, Archibald Bowie, 
to effect a safe landing when he be- 
lieved himself in sight of his destina- 
‘tion apparently led him to relax cau- 
tion.

She sailed from ‘Newburyport 
in the Summer of 1775. ' Nearly one 
hungred privateers and letters of 
merque went out from that port dur- 
ing the Revolutionary War. ‘The. fri- 
gates Boston, Hancock and Protector 
were built there’ between 1776 and 
1779, for the State of *Massachusetts. 

Captain Offin Boardman, as captain 
of a privateer,“ held a commission 
sranted by thé Colonial Council in 
December, 1775. . Captain Boardman

Work of Pennell’s Pupils. 
PENNELL would not want a 
M ‘este of his pupils’ work to be- 
come solemn just because he 
did not live to see the exhibition hung, 
or to arrange it himself, as he prac- 
tically did the last two shows. He 
was the first to have a gallery for 
the year’s output. Now, with the ad- 
dition of Mr. Luks’s class, the stu- 
dents of two great teachers can profit 
by an interchange of esthetic ideas, 
even though they are not working in 

a common medium: 

Above all Joseph Pennell was sen- 
sitive to the importance of even the 
slightest effort—or, rather, no sincere 
effort he felt should be called slight.

American educators, among them. Dr. 
Nicholas Murray Butler, urged him to 
tour the colleges and speak to under- 
graduate groups, telling them along 
what lines contemporary Germany #& 
thinking. The Carnegie Foundation 
arranged the trip. 

Before he sailed for Germany Dr. 
Jackh in an interview recounted the 
impressions he had received from con- 
in the 
twenty-five American colleges he vis- 
ited. American youth, according to 
him, is politically inquisitive, eager 
for constructive peace, like the Ger- 
man youth, and is vastly more alive 
to the probiems of international life 
than is American society in general. 
Although in some places Dr. Jiéckh 
found the American undergraduate in- 
tellectually inferior to the European, 
his experience on the whole was satis- 
factory, and his enthusiasm for the 
mental alertness of young Americans 
boundless. 

‘I left New York,’’ he said, ‘‘with 
the idea of delivering one lecture at 
each college on my itinerary. That 
purpose underwent a change. Instead 
of the hour’s talk I expected to give, 
the session extended to three, four and 
five and in two places'to six hours. 
The students wanted to know more 
than could be told in the period set 
and stayed on and on, asking ques- 
tions. Never in my life have I had to 
depend on my memory to such an 
extent.

‘Inasmuch as I had been present 
at every peace conference beginning 
with that of Versailles, I could 
hark back to personal’ observations 
and conversations with the men who 
are today making Europe. That was 
highly valuable, for I found that your 
American youth wanted facts of real- 
ity more than facts of theory. I spoke 
to them not as°a German but as a 
European, emphasizing no national 
resentment, no national ill-feeling, for 
the Germany of. today, young Ger- 
many, knows no resentment of ill- 
feeling. It is too heavily engrossed 
in the constructive work of building 


}the Germany of the future. 


“I found that some undergraduates 
had become familiar with insignificant 
Communist movements and’ had ex- 
aggerated their importance far beyond 
belief. In’ other words, the trivial, the 
passing, the unimportant things, were 
known and talked about; but the big 
things, the significant, were but lit- 
tle understood. Not that I am criticiz- 
ing this; the big things are new and 
their work has not yet spread and 
grown sufficiently to be known here. 
‘To spread information of them, in a 
large measure, was my work. 

“When I say the student body was 
not conversant with the important 
movements in Germany, I do not 
mean to imply that they weren’t*curi- 
ous about them:-* For they were, and 
to a degree that was amazing. They 
were interested in the politics of to- 
operation and agreement. They asked |

I gave them these. Often in the course 
of my talks I quoted Woodrow Wil- 
son, and each time I had to stop until 
the cheering ended. 

“‘These outbursts substantiated my 
belief that Wilson’s importance will 
be appreciated by the generations that 
are growing up to a far greater de-: 
gree than by the generation ‘that 
knew him, History will give him the 
rightful place in its annals. It will 
forget his mistakes, political, tempera~ 
mental, pérsonal, and remember that 
it was he who established the ma- 
chinery for world peace. It is imper- 
fect machinery,.to be sure; it was 
a war child, but nevertheless, it is the 
first mechanism established for bring- 
ing about new international. relation- 
ships. It was the wedge that made’ 
Locarno possible. 

“The students were deeply inter- 
ested in my description of the new 
Germany. They were amazed when 
I told them that many of our former 
generals, men who had led ou: armies 
during the war, were now the leaders 
of a pacifist movement, going about 
the country writing and speaking 
against the horrors‘of ‘war and the 
need ‘of building a constructive peace. 
This is' a. fact. These men are. indi- 
viduals with thinking caps, not mere 
figureheads. For their pacifist work 
many of them have been highly con- 
demned by their friends and in some 
instances, cast out by thei families, 

‘It was strange and amusing to 
find that in very many instances the 
undergraduate bodies did not like this 
word ‘pacifism.’ ‘Pacifism,’ they told

resistance. You must use the word 
‘peace’ they told me. ‘Pacifism,’ they 
said, was the énemy of peace. Per- 
haps their differentiation is correct. 

‘*The old pacifism, perhaps, was the 
enemy of peace, disregarding the facts 
of.the world. Peace, as the basis of 
right, liberty and happiness, is the 
better term. The old pacifism, as ex- 
plained by the young mén and .women 
I talked with, was weak and futile, 
built of theory that did not take re- 
ality into consideration, giving nothing 
constructive, but indulging mostly in 
an attitude of. negation.

Often, when I have 
asked a boy or girl what he or she is 
going to do, the answer has been, ‘Oh, 
Ull decide when I get out.’ 

“In Germany or France the boy 
going to college has decided upon his 
career before collegiate work is taken 
up. The-very fact that he has entered 
the university shows that study there 
is going to be bent. to an intellectual 
end. When the son of a mechanic or 
a tradesman, goes ‘to the university it 
means that the boy has unusual abil- 
ity and intellectual curiosity; he de- 
sires with all his heart to saturate 
himself’ with the learning and the 
thought that only a collegiate course 
can give him. The university years 
are more than the preparation for the 
career which is already mapped out, 
they are almost the career itself. 

Alert Brains. 

“Generalitations are foolish and I 
do not like to make them. Although 
on the surface your student body 
does not seem as scholarly as the Eu- 
ropean, you probably have proportion- 
ay as mer eplendid types as can 





be found anywhere. In each Ameri- 
can college community I gave usually 
three lectures. The first. was -semi- 
public, consisting of the. student ‘body 
and thespeople who lived in the town. 
The second was given, as a rule, in 
the college chapel, Here the history, 
the ecdnomics, the psychology stud- 
ents gathered to hear about the Ger- 
many of today. And then there was 
a third talk, not a lecture, that was 
to me the most inspiring. In nearly 
every college I found an international 
relations club, made up of students 
who. were anxious to study world af- 
fairs. Invariably this club invited me 
to speak to them separately. 

“Often there- were no more than a 
Score of students among them and we 
sat round a fire talking informally. 
Here it was that-I found the best 
brains of young America working. 
Their questions were direct and defi- 
nite. They knew what they wanted 
and youth, praise be, has no respect 
for position and dares argue frankly 
and openly. These boys and girls were 
splendid. America is quite safe with 
that kind of youth growing up. Often 
at 2 o'clock in the morning, after a 
session of five hours or more, I had 
to ask them to go; my brain was too 


tired to keep up the pace they set

VIRGINIA COLLEGE PLANS 
MEXICO SUMMER COURSE 


American students with a 
mind to combining travel and 
study are gazing across the At- 

lantic. But. at least one college is 
turning its eyes, instead, southward 
toward Mexico. William and Mary 
CoMege, in Virginia, has announced a 
Summer School to be held at the Na- 
tional University of Mexico. Thus the 
second oldest college in the United 
States sits at the feet of the oldest in- 
stitution of higher learning in the two 
Americas. 

The plan is not altogether untried. 
Last year a group of students, under 
the auspices of William and. Mary and 
in charge of one of its professors, 
launched the experiment in Mexico 
City. Their colleagues, headed for a 
Summer in Europe, considered them 
somewhat rash. But they brought 
back glowing accounts. 

Mexico City, perched on its plateau 
7,500 feet. above sea_level, at the foot 
of two snow-capped volcanoes, proved 
a picturesque and comfortable Summer 
resort. They had .the advantages of 
a metropolis, with mountain climbing y 





and swimming resorts at their com-/ 


mand. Everywhere were romantic re- 
minders of history or archaeological 
lore. . 

This year the plans embrace some 
elaborations. An innovation will be the 
first lecture course ever delivered by 
American -women in the Summer 
School of the National University. 
This’ will be given by Mrs. Louise B. 
Hill, Professor of Political Science of 
the Bennett School, Millbrook, N. Y., 
who will act as Dean of women of the 
William and Mary Summer School in 
Mexico. 

The arrangement with the “Mexican 
institution considers especially the in- 
terest of those students who seek pro- 
ficiency in Spanish. But those who 
speak it poorly or not at all will find 
a place as well. The courses have 
been worked out through painstaking 
cooperation. Those in Spanish, given 
by professors of the National Univer- 
sity, cover language, literature, his- 
tory. geography, archaeology, folklore, 
music, national dances, education and 
business. Students not able to avail 
themselves of these, and Mexican stu- 
dents who wish tofimprove their Eng- 
lish, will find other courses given by 
professors from William’ and. Mary. 
Some will deal with contemporary lit- 
erature and drama. Others will have 
the specific purpose of stimulating in- 
terest in the Mexican environment. 

The subject of one series of lectures 
will be diplomatic relations between the 
United States and Latin America; of 
another, Governments of Latin Amer- 
ica; of still another, effects on Spain 
of the decline of the Roman Empire. 

The National Museum, the Industrial 
Museum and the Museum of the School 
of Chemical Sciences, as well as a 
number of‘private art collections, ‘will 
furnish broad fields. of study. The Ar- 
chaeological Museum of Mexico is said 
to be one of the finest in the world. 
Outside trips for the Americans while 
in residence in Mexico City will stress 
particularly the industrial development 
of the country. Visits will be made to 
textile factories, foundries, mines and 
paper mills. On the way to and from 
Mexico City stops will be made by the 
party at Havana, Vera Cruz, Orizaba, 
Puebla, San Juan Teotihuacan, Guada= 
lupe, Cuervaca, the: Desert of the 
Lions and Queretaro.

Rights of the Federal Govenchivent and the State of New

In regard to Representative: La- 
Guardia’s resolution for the return of 
Governors Island‘ to the State of New 
York. by the United States, it may be 
of interest to adduce that portion of 
the act of the New York Legisgature 
which limited the tenure. of the land 
by the United States. 

It may be stated at the outset that 
the United States is prohibited by law 
from purchasing land typm a State on 
the coast for any military or naval 
purpose. The act of Congress of March 
20, 1794, “‘an act to provide for the 
defense of certain. ports and harbors 
of the United States,” expressly stipu- 
lates “‘that'no purchase shall be made 
where such lands are. the property of a 
State.” This. provision acted as an 
estoppage on the United States from 
acquiring absolute title from any sea- 
board State to a military or, naval sta- 
‘tion on: its coast, even if the State 
Were willing to sell its public domain 
so situated. As a matter ‘of fact, the 
States were not only averse to any 
outright sale and transfer of their 
sovereignty to the United States but 
circumscribed their various cessions 
for. purposes of occupancy only by 
definite and positive limitations. These 
acts of cession were merely contracts 
between the State and the United 
States+contracts limited not by time 
but by occupancy by the United States 
for a specific purpose. When the 
United States failed to carry out that 
specific purpose, either from lapse of 
cause or of desire or for any other rea- 
gon induced by 
stances or necessity, the contract ex- 
pired at once by limitation.” And when 
the United States voided the contract 
by non-performance the land auto- 
matically reverted to the State, which 
had never surrendered its sovereignty 
over it and had virtually leased it in 
consideration of a certain service the 
United States was to render. Natural- 
ly this ground rent, not in money but 
in kind, havihg ceased to be paid, the 
lessee was no longer entitled to remain 
in occupancy and the sovereign owner 
resumed physical possession.: Such is 
the very plain and explicit reading of 
these real estate contracts—for that is 
all they were—mere leases, with no 
feature whatever of a deed of con- 
‘veyance. 

The act of the New York Legisla- 
ture ceding the Brooklyn Navy: ‘Xard 
to the United States reads in eR. as 
follows: a 

The United States are to rosie 
such use and jurisdiction, so long..as 
gaid tract shall be applied to the 
defense and safety of the city and 
pért of New York, afd no longer. 

*« *.*, But. the jurisdiction hereby 

ceded and the exemption from taxa- 

tion herein granted shall continue in 

Tespect to said property, and to each 

portion thereof, so long as the same 

shall remain the property of the 

United States and be used for the - 

purposes aforesaid, and no longer. 

The act. ge the land for the 
‘Watervliet arsenal is in the same or 
equivalent terms, but instead of ‘‘de- 
fense and safety of the City and Port 
of New’ York,’’ the compensatory pro- 
vision is “defense and safety of the 
said State and no longer.’’ 

Although I have not at hand _ the 
Revised. Statutes at Large of New 
York, the -contract undoubtedly em- 
bodies the same terms and. the same 
provision for ouster for dereliction. 


It will be noted that New York in 
these contracts provided in no wise 
for national defense, but merely for 
defense of the State itself and its. port 
and harbor. 


Massachusetts was quite cautious in 
her cession to the United. States, pro- 
tecting herself against any possible 
lodgment of absolute Federal power 
-within her borders by the general 
blanket provision: 

The sovereignty and jurisdiction 
of the Commonwealth extend to 
all places.within the boundaries 
thereof, subject only to such rights 
of concurrent jurisdiction as have 
been or may be granted over; any 
places ceded by the Commonwealth 
to the United States. 


It will ‘be observed therefore that 
the United States has only concur- 
rent and not absolute jurisdiction over 
Fort. Warren and ‘Charlestown Navy 

‘ Yard; the’ State exercising equal ju- 
risdiction along with the United States 
—a partnérship as it were, which acts. 
as a limitation’ on the United States 
in its conduct as lessee or occupant. 


Virginia, on the other hand, in ced- 
ing Old Point Comfort and the Rip 
Raps took a much broader and less 
provincial view of the matter, as may.

years’ specified time or, for that mat- 
ter, by 1861, Major Anderson occupied 
a piece of property that the United 
States had not the vestige of a right 
to occupy. and which was under the 
ownership, jurisdiction and sovereign- 
ty of the State of South Carolina ex- 
clusively. In other words, he invaded 
the State of South Carolina with his 
troops—unwittingly, it is true, and on 
orders, but in fact, at any rate. Ad- 
verse possession even could not lie 
here in behalf of ‘the United States, 
since the United States had not garri- 
soned it. 


As to Mr. LaGuardia’s resolution, 
since the War Department, which is, 
of course, authoritative in such mat- 
ters and whose judgment must be 
taken as final and decisive, has de- 
clared that Governors Island is useless 
for military purposés and is no longer 
used for the, defense of the port or 
harbor, I should think, a resolution 
would be sufficient citing this fact and 
the original act of cession and requir- 
ing th War Department to vacate the 
island within a given time, since it 
has reverted to the State. The United 
States cannot cede to New York a 
tract of land it has never owned.

SPEECH WITHOUT VOCAL CORDS 





oe 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

There seems to be some considerable 
excitement over a case reported by Dr. 
Marafioti in which a patient has been 
taught to speak and sing without using 
his vocal cords. The doctor argues 
from this that the vocal cords are of 
slight importance and‘that in teaching 
speech and song practically all of the 
attention should be directed to ‘‘the 
organs of articulation and to the reso- 
nating chambers as the central power 
of the voice.’* Some thirty-five or 
more years ago, my friend Dr, E. 
Fletcher Ingalls of Chicago, one of the 
first men to practice laryngology in 
this country, reported a case in which 
the larynx had been extirpated for a 
cancerous growth. All connection be- 
between the lungs and the pharynx, 
mouth and nose was severed, Yet the 
man learned to speak in such a way 
as to be easily understood, although 
I do not think he ever succeeded in 
getting a position with the Metropol- 
itan Opera Company. t 

To my mind this case is much more 
wonderful than the one reported by 
Dr.. Marafioti as this man had to sup- 
ply not only the vibrator but the bel- 
lows.as well, From what Dr. Mara- 
fioti says about the size of the tube 
as being “much smaller than the ordi- 
nary breathing organs,’’ the physics in 
this case would seem quite clear—an 
‘air blade’’ is formed just above the 
tubes. . This air blade acts as the 
vibrator and the resonance cavities 
select certain pitches produced by this 
blade and reinforce them, and sound 
is the result. The same statement 
would apply to the production of tone 
in the flue pipe of the organ and to 
many other wind instruments, to the 
whistle, to the production of all noise 
sounds of speech such as s, t, k, 
&c., and to the production of the 


whisper. Playing a tune by snapping 
the cheek with the finger is another 
illustration of the same sort, 


The principal objection to publicity 
of, this character 1s the spreading of 
the tdea that in teaching voice pro- 
duction little attention should be paid 
to the action of the vocal cords.. After 
forty years of intensive study of the 
voice mechanism and the laws which 
govern its action, twenty years of that 
time in collaboration with the late 
Professor William Hallock, Professor 
of Physics at Columbia University, the 
greatest acoustician of this or any age, 
the conclusion has-been forced upon 
me that a free vibration of the vocal 
cords is the sine qua non of correct 
voice production in speech and song, 
that anything which hampers the ac- 
tion of the vocal cords is fatal to the 
use of all the capabilities of the vocal 
structures, that the task of. freeing the 
vocal cords in speech and song is far 
greater than that of getting the proper 
use of the resonance cavities, that 
hampering the action of the -vocal 
cords is the sine qua non of correct 
fects, including stuttering and- stam-<- 
mering, that it is the paramount fac- 
tor in the production of poor tone 
quality and that this hampering is 
practically, universal. 

The writer has for many years em- 
phasized the importance of resonance 
in sound production, but a resonator is 
not of much_use unless we have the 
proper combination of air waves to 
put into it, and in the voice tone such 
a combination can come only from the 
free action of the vocal cords.

The question of whether Muscle oF 
Mussel Shoals is the correct spelling’ 
has been raised in letters published. én 
THE TIMES, The ‘following informa-' 
tion’ is offered in the belief that it will 
assist in clearing up the confusion that 
appears to exist on this subject. 

The word ‘‘mussel’* is of. British 
origin and applies properly to the slen- 
der, dark-colored bivalves so well 
known to all who visit Coney Island, 
it being probably the commonest shell 
found along our seashores.. Its Latin 
name is Mytilus edulis, the latter part 
indicating that it is edible. - The bi- 
valve after which the famous Muscle 
Shoals are named is an entirely dif- 
ferent creature, belonging to the genus 
Anodonta, and bears no resemblance 
whatever to:'the Mytilus. Whereas the 
latter rarely attains a length of more 
than two inches, the Anodonta are 
large and clam shaped, often measur- 
ing as._much as eight and ten inches 
over all,; and the writer has found 
even larger ones along the Tennessee 
River. 

‘Says the Encyclopaedia Britannica: 
‘It is not obvious why these fresh- 
water forms have been associated pop- 
ularly’ with the Mytilacea under the 


:|name mussel unless it be on account 


of the frequently very dark color of 
their shells. They are. somewhat: re- 
mote from the sea mussels in structure 
and have not even a common economic 
importance.’’ 

If the author who wrote these lines 
would. have investigated a little he 
would have found the_following: 

Our early settlers in the South is 
Middle West named the various spe- 
cies of Anodonta ‘‘muscle shells’’ be- 
cause of the powerful muscles that 
hold the valves together. Indeed, any 
one who has worn out his jackknif 
opening these big shells while hunting 
for fresh-water pearls will know, chat 
the muscles frequently are from’ an: 


inch to an inch and a half across @ 
exceedingly tough. The accounts’o 


early explorers along the Tenn ae =f 


River rain back @ century and con- 
tain, frequent references to these large 
shellsand invariably the name muscle 
shellsis given, and in at least. one 
‘instance. has come to thé writer’s 
notice ‘reference was made to the fact 
that the bivalve was ‘so named because 
of its muscles. 

That this’ was for a long time the 
authorized spelling is confirmed by 
our early American dictionaries. ‘There 
is a woodcut of the fresh-water bivalve 
in the 1875 edition of Webster's Dic- 
tionary, which gives thé only form of 
spelling as muscle shelli In later edi- 
tions both forms of spelling appear. 
About 1895 mussel shell became the 
preferred form. The latest editions of 
Funk & Wagnalls’s New Standard Dic- 
tionary and Webster’s ‘New Interna- 
tional Dictionary. still mention under 
mussel the old form muscle. In short, 
the evidence plainly is that in. the 
course of ‘the last fifty years the orig- 
inal American name of muscle shell for 
our river mollusk was gradually cor- 
rupted into the British mussel shell, 
and .as a result two widely differing 
and in no wise related bivalves have 
become known, under one common 
name. This is indeed confusing; * 

Now as regards the advisability of 
renamigg the Muscle Shoals. This 
was the original name given this local- 
ity more than a century ago for rea- 
sons that will now appear entirely log- 
ical in view of what has preceded. Al- 
ready in 1832 a map had been prepared 
of the shoals by officers of what was 
a4hen known as the Corps of Topo- 
graphical Engineers, U. S.-A., for the 
purpose of planning a canal with 
locks around the shoals, to enable 
navigators to pass this dangerous 
stretch of river. This map, which the 
writer has’ seen, gives the spelling 
Muscle Shoals consistently with the 
‘usage then in vogue. It may be add- 
ed. that the canal was built and is 
‘still in existence, though now obsolete,

In 1910 the society erected 
its own meeting house on Central 
Park West, which, together with the 
Ethical Culture School, occupies the 
entire block between Sixty-third and 
Sixty-fourth Streets, 


Meanwhile the ethical oulture move- 
ment was spreading. to other cities. 
dier was frequently called away 
from the New York platform to set 
forth the principles of the movement 
in distant parts of the country. He 
went to Cincinnati, St. Louis, Chicago 
and San Francisco and expounded the 
ethical ideas and ideals. This activity 
was not long in having practical con- 
sequences. As early as 1883 the Chi- 
cago Bthical Society was formed. Its 
first leader was William M.,. Salter. 
In memory, of its first -President, 
Judge Henry Booth, stands a settle- 
ment in Chicago bearing the name, 
Henry Booth House. 

Philadelphia followed, in 1884, with 
an ethical society under the direction 
of S. Burns Weston. St. Louis fell 
into line the next year with a-society 
led by the late "Walter L. Sheldon, 
later succetded by Percival Chubb, the 
present leader.

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ITALY AND PAPACY 


ARE NEAR ACCORD 





| Mussolini Revises Laws That the Papacy Has 
Resented Since the Seventies—Church 
Modifies Its Attitude. 


By EDWIN Ww. eae sas a 
Rog. 
FTER nearly three-quarters of a 
century of intense rivalry, 
which at times has shaken the 
foundations of Italy and once 
threatened to split the nation .in two, 
the Vatican and the Italian Govern- 
ment ate moving toward a reconcilia- 
tion. A 

The gradual rapprochement, one of 
the two most important political de- 
velopments'in Italy since the Fascisti 
seized power, has “been going on 
steadily for two years. Recent un- 
official _ negotiations, -plus policy-re- 
vealing actions by both sides, have 
brought the subject squarely into the 
foreground, and well ted political 
observers agree that the final phase of 
the diplomatic word play is now in 
progress. 

When the gulf between the two rival 
forces will fully be bridged is difficult 
to predict, owing to the peculiar psy- 
chological background of this politico- 
religious issue. Some Italians believe 
an agreement may be reached this 
year. 
irreconcilable Papists of the old school 
assert that the next two years should 
see final peace in Rome and the Pope 
no ‘longer a **prisoner”’ in his self- 
imposed prison. 


Official Reconciliation Board. 


At the moment an official commis- 
sion, created a short time ago, is en- 
gaged in preparing a revision ef the 
old guaranty laws (the codes regu- 
lating relations between Church and 
State which have been bitterly op- 
posed by the Vatican since their orig- 
inal enactment, half a century ago) 
for possible presentation to Parlia- 
ment. Unofficial observers from the 
Vatican are cooperating in this work 
with the Government jurists. 

So rapidly did events move during 
the first two months of this year 
and so much publicity did the situation 
receive, that the Vatican grew alarmed 
at the prospect of a premature climax, 
and felt impelled to issue several pub- 
lic statements designed to calm popu- 
lar excitement. These utterances 
pointed out that the Government com- 
mission did not contain any authorized 
and official representation from the 
Church; hence its findings would not 
be ‘‘binding.’’ The ‘‘children of the 
Church’’ were also assured that the 
Church would never recognize such 
findings, as long as the ‘present in- 
justice of the Church’s position con- 
tintied,"? or ‘‘unless’’ the findings 
were the conclusions of a body in 
which the Church had a regular place. 

In appraising this statement, which 
may seem ‘cool on its surface, it must 
be borne in mind that it is couched in 
Old World political phraseology. The 
Italian Government is ready to give 
the Vatican an official place in the 
committee and to cooperate with it in 
recasting the laws—a proviso which 
the Pope mentions as a condition for 
recognizing an award. Until recently 
the Vatican has not only refused to 
recognize any action of the State, but 
declined to enter into parleys with it 
except, on the basis of virtual conces- 
sions of its claims in advance. 


Fascism Makes Approaches. 


Although reconciliation between the 
Church and the State has been an 
objective of a number of Italian 
statesmen since tthe union of the 
Italian ProvMces under the kingdom 
in 1870, and although the roots of the 
present situation have their origin in 
international development subsequent 
to the World War, ‘the chief impetus 
has been supplied by the Fascist! 
since their. coup d’état. Mussolini's 
vision of a stronger Italy involved a 
policy not only of appealing to pride 
in its powerful past, but in making 
the most of the circumstances that 
part of Italian history was that of the 
Church, 

The most~ striking revelation . of 
change in the -Vatican’s attitude 
toward the Quirinal, was called forth 
early this year by the death of the 
Queen Mother, whose father-in-law, 
King- Victor ‘Emmanuel II, was the 
chief cause of the breach. For the 
first time in sixty-six years the Holy 
See participated officially in the na- 
tional ceremonies commemorating the 
death of an Italian sovereign. 

“The Pope ordered memorial services 
to be held in every metropolitan church 
in Italy. Acting on instructions from 
the Vatican, Cardinals in regions along 
the route taken by the funeral train/ 
went to the stations and entered the 
funeral coach, invoking peace for the 
Queen’s soul. For the first time since 
the present dynasty was set up two 
génerations ago, the College’of Cardi- 
nals at the Vatican took part in a 
royal funeral at Rome—the ceremonial 
of the Queen’s interment in the Pan- 
theon.

In a word, the Vatican has intimated 
that: it would not be averse to recog- 
nizing the terhporal authority of the 
Italian Government in Italy, and even 
to accepting the so-called guarantee 
laws,. provided. (1). the Government

It is not believed, however, that the 
Italian. Government will grant the 
Pope’s demand for a free port. (Since 
this was written two cables from Rome 
reported that Mussolini’s plan was to 
offer an independent strip of territory 
to the Vatican, giving it access to the 
sea, as an international institution.) 
The revision of the ‘‘guarantee laws,” 
which among other things provide for 
a ‘‘stipend” or appropriation for the 
Vatican, is not expected to offer seri- 
ous difficulty. The Government is 
now willing to cooperate with the 
Church in the revision. 

In return the Italian Government 
would reap an important: gain in pop- 
ular prestige and in the removal of an 
issue which has disturbed internal af- 
fairs ever since the collapse in 1840 
of the attempt to form: a federal 
union in Italy under the ere 
of the Pope. 


Confiscation of Lands. 


The antagonism between the royal 
House of Savoy and the Popes began 
as early as the first half ofthe nine- 
teenth century, when the Kings of 
Piedmont, a principality in Northérn 
Italy, first put forward their plan for 
a united Italy, with Rome as its‘ cap- 
{tal. This opposition was further 
stirred in 1856, when the Piedmontian 
ruler appropriated certain lands be- 
longing to the Catholic Bishops and 
monasteries, taking ovér some of the 
buildings themselves for purposes. of 
State. The King’s Government. took 
the. position - that the Church ' was 
already topheavy with possessions and 
that the nation needed the. properties 
for administrative or public use. The 
State offered the Church an indemnity, 
plus annual ‘‘stipends,’’ to be paid to 
the priests themselves.-The Vatican, 
however, denied the sécular Govern- 
ment’s right to condemn the prop- 
erty, and insisted that the compensa- 
tion was so small that the act amount- 
ed to robbery. 


When, in 1870, after a number of 
international diplomatic manoeuvres, 
King Victor Emmanuel finally sent his 
troops, to occupy Rome by force, the 
Pope withdrew into the Vatican and 
refused to have any relations with the 
new Italian Government or to recog- 
nize its authority, as a protest against 
its ‘‘usurpation” of the rights of the 
Holy See.. Although the King’s troops

In the political entourage of the Vat- 
ican. there survived ‘a stiffness of will 
which nothing could bend, and an 
adeptness in the technique of political 
manoeuvre that made itself felt in nu- 
merous ways to the~-discomfiture of 
the temporal authorities. With the 
royal Italian State at, its back door, so 
to speak, the Vatican turned :to other 
strong Catholic: powers abroad for 
“‘protection,”* and soon the Pope had 
drawn around himself a diplomatic 
barricade which continued up to the 
World. War, = 

To the millions of Italians, nearly. 
all of whom were Catholics, the clash 
was something poignant.. It- was a 
situation that literally divided - the 
hearts of millions between the Pope, 
for whom they had a feeling of spirit- 
ual loyalty as. head of their Church, 
and the King, to whom went their 
fealty as Italian citizens. Italy: was 
a country divided within: Itself, and 
the suppressed \force of this struggle 
between the centres of spiritual and 
temporal authority touched in o 


fgrm or other all phases of poh 6 


life. 

Until the restriction was removed 
by Pope Pius X Catholics were for- 
bidden to hold civil office in the State. 
Even as late as the beginning of this 
century society was split into two 
factions—those who sided with the 
Vatican and those who stood by the 
Kingdom. The common people were 
confused. In the intellectual circles 
a Government partisan could hot min- 
gle freely with clerical sympathizers 
without incurring the suspicion of 
faint-heartedhess in his sentiment to- 
ward the Government. 

Priests, going to confer the last sac- 


rament ‘upon’ pro-Government Catho-- 


lics, covered their ecclesiastic yobes 
with the black robe of everyday wear 
when passing through the streets, lest 
their action be noted and looked upon 
as.a sign of quasi-disloyalty to the 
cause of the Church. For humani- 
tarlan reasons the Church tolerated 
the practice of administering the sac- 
rament to dying anti-clericals. As late 
as 1910 men died under ex-communi- 
eation—the severest penalty a Church 
can impose—for having purchased 
parcels of the land which the State 
had seized from the Church. Until 
the World War the Italian flag was 
not permitted inside a church. 
The Masonry Question. 

Another important phase of the sit- 
uation was the so-called ‘‘Free Mason 
question.” Since before the defeat of 
Garibaldi in 1867 (he was a Mason), 
many of the principal military and

tion had been held by Masons. In 
Italy, as in all Latin countries, Ma- 
sonry is the centre of anti-Cathdlic 
activities. This.circumstance helped 
at once to stiffen the back of the Gov- 
ernment and to increase the coolness 
of the clericals.

AUSTRALIAN FORCED VOTE 
TALKED OF FOR ENGLAND 





Increase of Balloting at Elections of Obeaicn. 
wealth Interests Britain 


LONDON. 
RITAIN harbors citizens who do 
B not trouble to vote, hence Lord 
Burnham’s_ recent suggestion 
that the Australian compulsory bal- 
lot system should be consideréd in the 
mother country. 

The satisfactory .results obtained by 
Australia at the last~election, at the 
close of 1925, when the compulsory 
ballot was cast for the first time; ‘has 
roused the enthusiasm of British ob- 
servers. While Lord Burnham’s mo- 
tion that the House of Lords set up 
a select GOmmittee to consider the 
Australian scheme was denied,,. yet 
the discussion of his motion indicates 
that Britain is not satisfied with its 
present electoral system. : 

The first Australian State to adopt 
compulsory voting was Queensland. 
Before 1915, when the act was passed 
in that State, only 52 per cent. of 
the citizens voted, while after the 
act became operative the number in- 
creased to 82 per cent. 

After careful consideration, the plan 
credited to Queensland was adopted 
for the whole Commonwealth last 
July. Out of some 3,200,000 enrolled 
voters in the- Senatorial election of 
Novemiber, 3,015,000. voted. The 
averages in the six States of the 
Commonwealth ranged from 88.7 per 
cent. in Tasmania to 92.98 per cent. 
in Victoria. At the last preceding 
Federal election in the Common- 
wealth, in 1922, when voting was op 
tional, out of an enrolled list of some 
3,200,000 voters only 1/700,000—a 
percentage of 57.90—voted. Before 
then the highest average of votes cast 
in the Commonwealth was in 1917, 
two years after compulsory voting 
went into force in. the State of 
Queensland, when the total'number 
of votes cast was 77 per cent. of the 
entire population. 

In 1922, with optional voting, the 
women’s vote cast. in the Common- 

ith was 13 per cent. below that of 

© males. But under the compulsory 

electoral system applied last Novem- 

ber the women’s vote. was only 1 per 

cent. below that of the men, and in 
one State it was, much higher,

The Re- 
turning Officer sends each delinquent 
a notice demanding explanation for his 
or her abstention, and the culprit must 
answer within twenty-one days from 
the date of the summons. If, for any 
valid reason, the delinquent cannot 
reply personally to this demand the 
law allows ‘‘any other elector who has 
personal knowledge ofthe facts’’ to 
fill oyg and sign the declaration. 

A fine of $10 is imposed on all 
who cannot give a valid reason for 
abstention from voting, on those who 
are party to a false declaration on the 
part of any such deliquent; and on 
those who ignored the notice of the 
Returning Officer. This fine is opera- 
tive as regards compulsory enrolment 
as well as compulsory voting. 

Such immediate results are not 
wholly ‘ascribed to the fact of com- 
pulsion by political observers. There 
has been a politica] awakening in the 
Commonwealth since 1910. It is point- 
ed out that five of the six States of 
the Commonwealth at the time of 
the Federal election last November 
were dominated by labor. 

Other Vote Stimulants. 

The issues of the merits of rail- 
road nationalization and other indus- 
trial problems inseparable from a 
new, rapidly developing country, to- 
gether with the sharply defined party 
alignments in these questions, almost 
literally reinfranchised the population 
of the Commonwealth, without “such 
incentive. as the compulsory voting 
measure, :

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{BRITAIN STRUGGLES WITH A CRUCIAL ISSUE — 


Origin of the Social and Economic Dispute That Caused the Revolutionary Upheaval—Coal Industry, 


_Weakened by Post;War Conditions, Is a Sore Spot

T is in the simplest and most di- 
rect terms that one cah best ex- 
plain the economic and social is- 
sues involved in the reyolutionary 

‘wepheaval that, during the past week, 
. plunged Great Britain into chaos. 
The crisis was brought about by: 


1. A lockout of miners—or what 
amounts to be a lo¢kofit—in the coal 
industry, involving 1,200,000 men, 
who refuse to submit either to a cut 
in their wages or to a lengthening 
of their hours of labor. 


2. A “sympathetic” strike 6n the |

Let us begin, then, with a diagnosis 
ef the actual condition in the mines, 
where the trouble developed. 

British industries are described today 
as sheltered and unsheltered. The 
pheltered industries include the police, 
the railways, the teachers, the agri- 
@ultural laborers and all other callings 
mot subject to foreign competition. 


‘ 
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The unsheltered industries include cot- 
ton, iron, wool and manufactures that 
have to face that competition. 

If the United States had no tariff at 
all, coal would be here a sheltered in- 
dustry. The oceans act as an eco- 
nomic frontier. But Britain exports 
every year about one-third of her coal 
output, and this fact means that the 
price she gets forthe coal is not na- 
tional; it is European, It is a price 
determined by the daily supply and 
demand in Germany, France, Italy and 


¥ Belgium. Unless Britain sélis at the 


international price, much of her: coal 
will not be sold at all. Im the year 
1913 her export of coal was 103,472,- 
000 tons; in 1924 it was only 86,768,- 
000, while in 1925 the export fell to 
73.576.000 tons. 


Confusion in Mining Industry. 


Two years ago a Labor Government 
was in power. France occupied the 
Ruhr and Britain was immune from 
that competition. ‘“‘Emperor’’ Cook, 
the miners’ Secretary, boasts that he 
obtained additions to the miners’ 
wages amounting annually to £15,- 
000,000. It is this burden that the 
mines have had to support on a mar- 
ket into which Germany and France 
have entered as alert competitors, 

The mining industry is in inextri- 
cable statistical confusion. The sys- 
tem of computing wages runs to two 
places of decimals and is, in itself, 
endugh to drive accountants to quit 
work. After months of inquiry, the 
mine owners and miners are not yet 
agreed as to what wages are ey 
paid. 

But in the first quarter of 1925 ‘the 
industry is said to have received £52,- 





600,000 for its coal. The total profit

was only £1,400,000,’ This meant that 
many mines were run at a loss. In 
six months the Welsh collieries alone 
had Jaid off 18,000 men, with a fur- 
ther 40,000 themployed or under no- 
tice. In the whole industry the num- 
ber of unemployed was 200,000. Evi- 
dence was overwhelming that British 
#oal was not holding its own in the 
international market. 

The owners therefore proposed a cut 
in wages and the conflict between 
capital and labor came to a head in 
July of last year. In order to pre- 
vent a lockout in the mines Prime 


‘Minister Baldwin granted a subsidy 


that should enable the mines as a 
whole to be carried on. This subsidy 
was to be for nine months. It has 
worked out at about three shillings a 
ton or, roughly, £22,000,000. Under 
the influence of the subsidy, unem- 


ployment in the coal trade fell from’ 


25 per cent. in. June last to 10 per 
cent. in January. 

During the period of the subsidy a 
royal commission, over which Sir 
Herbert Samuel presided, issued a 
masterly report on ‘the coal trade. 
This report did three things: 

(1) It condemned the subsidy. 

(2) It insisted that the entire in- 

dustry must be reorganized. 
~~ (3) In the meantime,; it stated 

that wages must be reduced.

The Strike Committee Seen as a Rival Government That

Many of the great staple trades of 
England, especially the staple trades 
like shipbuilding and engineering, 
which had exceedingly flourished—are 
now-in part closed down. And where 
they are carried on, the men are re- 
ceiving wages of less real value than 
they received in 1914. Now must we 
forget the million unemployed. 

When the Labor Government came 
into office in 1924, great expectations 
were raised. But after nine months 
of office, this Labor Government was 
thrown out by an immense majority, 
consisting largely of the newly en- 
franchised women electors. This is 
why the workers turned away from 
Parliament to listen to those who 
preached ‘‘direct action.’’ 

‘The workers were told that it was 
they.who made all the wealth of the 
country and that by refusing to work 
they could force the rich and the idlers 
to surrender the money to them. 

These were the circumstances that 
explain the psychology of the trade 
unionists—that psychology . without 
which the general strike would have 
been impossible. At the. critical mo- 
ment, the demand for a general strike 
was found to be irresistible, 

Former Prime Minister MacDonald, 
his colleague J. H. Thomas, formerly 
Colonial. Secretary and now Secretary 
of the Railwaymen’s Union, and all 
those Labor leaders who believed ‘that 
social evils could be redressed through 
Parliament, were compelied.to fali in 
‘behind those who preached defiance 
of Parliamentary Government. These 


{the mines ought to be brought under 
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its conclusions have not been seriously 
challenged, After all, why should a 
shipwright earning $11 a week pay 
taxes in aid of a miner earning $15 
@ week? And if one industry is sub- 
sidized, why not every industry? 

On the other hand, if the subsidy 
were to be allowed to expire, it fol- 
lowed that the coal mines must be con- 
ducted on a paying basis. 

The case for reducing costs of pro- 
duction, which had been strong in 
June, wag overwhelming in the month 
of March last, The report stated that 
in the fourth quarter of 1925 there 
was an actual loss of one shilling and 
sixpence, taking an average, on every 
ton of coal mined; it was only the sub- 
sidy of 8 shillings a ton that turned 
this loss into a profit. In Northum- 
berland 99 per cent. of the coal was 
produced at a loss of over a shilling a 
ton. 

The commission’s report was pub- 
lished on March 11. Presumably, the 
Government was aware of its probable 
tenor at a much‘ earlier date. There 
were thus fully two months in which 
it was possible to forestall this crisis. 
A crucial question is» What-use of 
those months was made by the Gov- 

rnment? CA 

The:Prime Minister called upon the 
ownérs ‘and miners to meet. They 
met, as they had met a hundred times 
before. As before, the owners called 
for a reduction of wages, which the 
miners refused. The Prime Minister 
then intervened, as Prime Ministers 
have frequently intervened during the 
past twenty years. . But his interven- 
tion left the deadlock. precisely where 
it was. On hours and wages neither 
side would budge an inch, 

Wages of the Miners. 

The subsidy was.to expire on April 
80. It was not until this date actual- 
ly arrived that the owners tabled their 
proposals. So, at least, the miners as- 
sert. The lockout had already begun 
in certain areas. 

About the severity of the cuts pro- 
posed there will be no two opinions 
Roughly speaking, a British miner 
earns $10 to $16 a week. In South 
Wales a‘ hewer’s wage per shift un- 
derground was to be reduced from 
$2.34 to $1.78. A laborer was to re- 
ceive $1.60 per 'shift instead of $1.93. 
These figures are typical, but they 
must be taken as subject to a compli- 
cated system of calculation, which the 
experts themselves scarcely under- 
stand, : 

No such cuts could be accepted 
without: discussion, -and for discussion 
no time was tHen available. It was 
under these ciftumstances that the 
general strike was called. 

The British miners use two argu-~ 
ments.” ~First, they say that if they 
agree to a reduction it will be used 
in France, Germany and Belgium to 
force similar reductions. The entire 
standard of living.in Europe will thus 
suffer. . 

Secondly, they insist that if wages 
are to be reduced‘the management of

It. may seem to be academic to 
discuss a réconstruction of the mines— 
in view of the fact that a general 
Strike was called.

The coal mines are conducted by 1,500 
companies: The number of\mines is 
8,000. Royalties on cdal extracted are 
paid to 4,000 Jandowners. Before the 
hwar the number of miners was 1,048,- 
000. Today, for an output of coal that 
has not increased, the number of min- 
ers js 1,156,000. ‘In ‘other words, 
eleven men are living out of a produc- 
tion that previously had only to sus- 
tain ten men. This production (about 
250,000,000 tons a year) represents 
only 250 tons a year per man, or 
thereabouts. It is roughly one-third 
the production per man in the United 
States. 


Nationalization Proposed. 


In the year 1919 a royal commis-

The 
adoption of coal-cutting machinery, 
the release of barrier coal between 
pits, the use of the nearest shafts and 
ventilating arrangements, and ade- 
quate provision of-transit for coal un- 
der ground will be among the more 
technical subjects dealt with. 

Here there arises a question of prin- 
ciple. Some pits and areas are strong. 
Others are weak. The owners, there- 


national minimum as a basis of wages 
and substitute district settlements, ad- 
justing wages to a capacity to pay. 

The miners resist the idea, urging 
that the way to help weak mines‘ is 
not to cut wages but to pool profits 
earned by strong mines—a decree that 
could only be applied after State pur- 
chase. The question how far it is 
worth while to perpetuate the working 
of uneconomic mines is one that will 
have to be decided. Until it is de- 
cided, Lord Oxford and Asquith’ has 
told the peers, there can be no peace. 

The Samuel commission proposes 
that the royalty. holders be bought out 
by the State. The cost would be a 
maximum of £100,000,000, for which 
the ‘State, would receive an immediate 
revenue of, say, £5,000,000, and com- 
plete ‘possession of all unworked coal.

With the Government insisting only 
on a cut in wages and on the termi- 
nation of the subsidy and leaving to 
an indefinite future the-task of regon.

Not Really ‘‘General.’’ . 


Let us first delimit the precise ex- 
tent or the trouble. It is called a 
general strike. But the word ‘“‘gen- 
éral’’ is an exaggeration. The British 
nation consists of 43,000,000 ‘persons, 
all told, Of these about 15,000,000 
persons, men and women, boys and 
**employed.” 
The membership of the unions fluctu- 
ates, but may be put at 5,000,000, or 
one-third of the industrial army.

The extremists real- 
ized that in the House of Commons 
they could effect nothing.» They had 
every reason to know that the Labor 
Party included many people of wealth. 
and title. MacDonald's acceptance of 
an automobile from an important cap- 
italist completed the disilitision. 

A New Instrument, 

Hence, the advanced wing of the 
Trade Union Congress has sought to 
develop a new instrument capable of 
more direct action than is Parliament. 
This instrument is the General Com- 
mittee, consisting of thirty members, 
all representing unions. At Scarbor- 
ough last September a resolution was 
moved by the extremists stating that 
“the time is now ripe for definite 
powers to be given to the General 
Council.’” These powers were to in- 
clude the right ‘‘to call for a stoppage 
of work by an affiliated organization 
or part thereof in order to assist a 
union defending a vital trade union 
principle’’—or, briefly, to order a gen- 
eral strike. The resolution was not 
actually carried. But it was not de- 
feated. All that the moderates could 
secure was @ dilatory decision to refer 
the matter back to the General Coun- 
cil, with instructions to consult the 
unions. The correspondent of The 
London Times at Riga cabled ‘to his 
newspaper: ‘‘Moscow is jubilant over 





the resiilts of the Trade Union Con- 
gress at Scarborough, which the Bol- 





shevists call the greatest event of re- 
cent times.’’ 

The general strike resulted from 
the trend, manifest at Scarborough, 
toward what, in the United States, 
would be called this One Big Union. 
It was the General Committee that

The committee contains certain ent 
erates—for instance, J. H. Thomas 
ard Miss Margaret Bondfield—but. it 
was, swept. off its feet.

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THE CASE FOR THE STRIKE 





By RENNIE SMITH, M. P. 

OME have taken the view that 

@ general strike ts merely a 
S continuance in a somewhat wider 

form of an industrial. struggle, 
which, unhappily, has proved to be 
necessary and inevitable for more than 
a century. They do not, therefore, 
Place a general strike in any separate 
social category. Others have regarded 
the general strike as a prelude to the 
dissolution of society and releasing of 
all forces of anarchy and chaos. The 
third group have conceived the general 
strike as an instrument for achieving 
profound economic. and political 
changes in the course of the progress 
of civilization. 

I do’ not wish to enter the lists of 
contention with regard to these va- 
rious points of view. I content my- 
self with trying to live in an atmos- 
phere of realism. Whatever may be 
our political preconceptions, it is worth 
while to remember that all general 


strike. ‘There is, for example, a pro- 
found difference between the general 
strike in Germany in 1920 and the 
general strike of the past week in 
Great Britain. The one was essentially 
& political strike aimed at destroying a 
reactionary political ‘evil, the Kapp 
Putsch, the insidious attempt to re- 
store the old political order in Ger- 
thany. The British general strike has 
been essentially. for an economic pur- 
pose. It has aimed solely and ex- 
clusively at warding off certain threat- 
enéd evils which have been hanging 
over the lives of the wage edrners of 
Great Britain. 

No — - of aevet ee or 
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battalions of infantry, no improvised 
use of airships, or cooperation of 
Fascisti with the-Government could 
hide this one supreme and essential 
fact. The dispute ls economic. The 
settlement will be economic. It has 
concerned the fortunes of a single 
basic and vital industry. It has con- 
cerned immediately * the threatened 
standards of life of more than a 
million workingmen and their families. 
“They Deceive Themselves.’’ 

Attempts are made by men with 
other motives -to obscure this central 
issue. They may try to describe this 
labor movement in terms -of Bolshev- 
ism. They may paint. this drama as 
an attempt to undermine Parliamen- 
tary institutions and ‘to. bring demo- 
cratic practice and tradition into the 
dust of tyranny, but all such men, 
and they are not many, deceive them- 
selves, or what is worse, they try to

What is at the bottom of the trouble? 
For more than a century in Britain 
the modern industrialism has been in 
a@ process of continuous development. 
Throughout the whole period there 
have been two dominartt discords. One 
has been the ‘way in which that ‘grow- 
ing industrial system has contrived to 
distribute its wealth; the other has 
been the perpetual conflict between 
capital and labor as to the govern- 
ment of labor. 

In the handling of these two major 
problems in: British induStrial society, . 
great adventures have already, in the 
course of the past’ century, been un-: 
dertaken. A century ago the situation 
was one of unbridled individualism; 
but, stage by stage, a corporate life 
and a corporate will have been bullt 
up in industry. Employers began to 
recognize certain moral and ecqnumic 
claims made by wage earners in tneir 
corporate capacity. The habit of ne- 
gotiation and round-table conferences 
steadily permeated the whole indus- . 
trial system. ‘The age of collective 
agreements began. In it both sides 
developed a high sense of honor and 
moral obligation. _ 

The State has also played a part as 
the expression of the will of the com- 
munity, and has made a ‘progressive 
contribution to the solution of these — 
two great problems. Since 1850 the 
State has steadily enforced certain

LTHOUGH New York’s fame is 
lodged largely in its supper 
clubs its restless lights and 
other ‘trivolous features- the 

city’s educational interests are of a 
scope that merits national note. Among 
the assorted institutions of learning 
that its slightly more than a million 
students attend are 602 elementary 
schools, 37 high schools, 8 universities 
and 4 barber colleges. 

Three of the four academies where 
tonsorial technique is taught are situ- 
ated on the Bowery, between Chatham 
and Cooper Squares. This location 
compels the colleges to forego an elm- 
lined campus, but it provides them 
with a fertile field for material for 
the laboratory lessons. The guests of 
the humble hotels in the vicinity 
@re most generous in offering their 
grizzled countenances to aid the stu- 
dents in acquiring shaving skill.. The 
more proficient pupils snip and scrape 
the chair occupants, who pay the pre- 
vailing prices of 10 cents for @ haircut} 
and 5 cents for a shave. as ( 

In each of the schools there is a de 
partment devoted to gratuitous groom- 
ing. Here the faltering freshmen are 
permitted to make mistakes, correc- 
tion of which comprises the curricu- 
lum. When an occasional shortage 
of subjects occurs the pupils run their 
razors over each other’s faces. 

This student body is composed chiefly 
of men with previous and protracted 
experience in some other occupation, 
according to the Dean of the barber 
college on Cooper Square between 
Fifth and Sixth Streets. Bricklayers, 
conductors, ironworkers, waiters, 
butchers, shipping clerks, miners and 
chauffeurs are includéd among those 
who are taking the course in this in- 
stitution. . 

‘“‘We have a pretty tough job mak- 
ing barbers out of men who are used 
to handling girders or bricks,’’ he 
observes. ‘It’s not hard to see that 
these fellows don’t usually have the 
light touch that is absolutely neces- 
sary for success in the barbering busi- 
ness. They find that there's a big 
difference between pressing a rivet- 
gun to a bolt and applying a razor. 

*‘Outdoor workers take up the ton- 
sorial trade as a Winter vocation in 
Many cases. It helps them stay in 
out of the cold and to escape the 
slack season in their own line, Many 
of. the clerks who enroll with us are 
young married men who find that 
they can’t make enough at their desk 
job to meet expenses. When they fin- 
ish our course they work evening 
and Saturdays and Sundays until they 
are good enough to become full-time 
barbers. 

“Quite a few of our students are 
giving up other occupations to be- 
come barbers because they want to 
travel. A capable barber is almost 
always sure of a position anywhere in 
the world—except China.” 








Getting Weighed 








IS steady patrons and not the 
i H transients’ enable him to main-

HE strange. story of the 

Mayas—the “first Ameri- 

cans”—and of: the latest 
discoveries about them is told in 
the following article. The writer 
has just returned from Yucatan, 
where, with Dr. Herbert J. Spin- 
den of Harvard, an eminent au- 
thority on the Mayas, he has 
spent three months in explora- 
tion of territory previously un- 
searched by archaeologists. 

In this, the first of several 
articles by Mr. Mason, the find- 
ings of the expeditions are out- 
lined anil the known history of 
the Mayas is told. In subse- 
quent articles Mr. Mason will 
desctibe more fully the signifi- 
cant discoveries made in the 
course of the explorations. Thus 
there will be: presented a vivid 
panorama of the splendid civili- 
zation that oncé flourished on 

-the other side of the Gulf of 
Mexico.

CIENCE is making rapid strides 
. toward solving the riddle of the 
Mayas. Before many years the 
world may know the secret of 
the mysterious race which built up in 
Central America a civilization higher 
in many ways than that of Egypt— 

and then vanished abruptly. 

New light on the history and the 
life of the Mayas was obtained. by Dr. 
Spinden and myself in the course of 
our. recent expedition to Central 
America. Our explorations led us into 
territory never before penetrated by 


‘ e@rchaeologists and we were amply re-: 
4S. warded. 


We discovered seven. cities and sev- 
eral lesser sites—towns or, better still, 
suburbs, for the Mayas were a city- 
dwelling people and the country they 
fmhabited was once probably the most 
thickly populated portion of the globe. 

We found many interesting and im- 
portant variations in Maya art forms. 
We found the Maya Indians of the 
Yucatan of toddy using the temples of 
the ancient builders for ceremonies, 
which are a combination of Catholi- 
ecism and the rites of the ancient 
Mayas. 


Their Culture Began.in Mexico. 


Thus, chapter by chapter, line by 
line, the story of these brilliant ‘‘first 
Americans" is being written by sci- 
ence. Of that story much has been 
learned, but much more remains hid- 
@en..  * : 
Archaeologists deplore such gaudy 
fancies as those attributing the ori- 
gin of the Mayas to Asia, Africa or 
the mythical Atlantis. They believe 
that the Maya civilization had its be- 
ginnings on the highlands of Mexico, 
where exist traces of primitive hu- 
man culture three thousand years old. 

For reasons not yet determined the 
Mayas emigrated to Central America. 
Their first stone cities and monu- 
ments are found in what is now Hon- 
, @urag and Guatemala, and the earliest 

ot these splendid structures date from 

the. first two centuries of the Chris- 
tian, era, although the beginnings of 
. the wonderful Maya calendar must be 
carried back*to dates between 613 and 
630 BL CL « \ 

By the. end of the sixth century 
after Christ, these southern Maya 
cities had sunk into decay, and what 
is now Yucatan was being filled with 
new temples and palaces of the rii-

ilization was already virtually dead, 
Tradition is silent as to what killed 
it. Scientists have vainly questioned 
the modern. Indians of Yucatan for 
light on this question. T most 
poignant part. of the riddfe. of. the 
| Mayas relates to this mysterious dis> 
appearance of a great people and a 
great culture. 

To gain light on it, we chose ‘east- 
ern Yucatan as the field for our ex- 
pedition, because it was here that the 
Mayas last flourished and it was here 
that Europeans had their first con- 
tacts with the broken remnants of this 
high American civilization, 

Our findings show that an extensive 
segment of the east coast of Yucatan 
was in past times virtually one con- 
tinuous_ settlemeft. Not,, counting 
Tulum, which by virtue of its size and 
conspicuous location on‘a, sea cliff has 
been known for-years, we discovered 
nearly as many buildings and rem- 
nants of human occupancy on the 
east coast of Yucatan as all previous 
expeditions combined. 


Remarkable Discoveries. 


We sailed our schooner where thé 
high-pooped vessels of the daring 
Grijalva, Cordoba,’ Montejo and- Cortes 
ence sailed, and in our dinghies with 
outboard motors we penetrated lakes, 
lagoons and canals unexplored since 
they were last used by the commercial 
flotillas of the Mayas and their con- 
voys of war canoes 

Wallis borne down by the trunks and 
torn apart by the roots of zapote and 


‘|! ramon trees ‘told us a tale as illuminat- 


ing as any to be found in a volume of 
history. A great trade route once ex- 
isted on this coast where the forerun- 
ners of the dugouts of the degenerate 
modern Indians carried the fragile 
pottery and delicate textiles of Yucatan 
to southern Central América, coming 
back loaded. with emeralds, gold, jade, 
pearls and the iridescent feathers of 
the sacred quetzal bird. 


Many were the interesting features 
of architecture which we found, in- 
cluding proof that in several respects 
the builders of this last efflorescence 
of Maya: culture were more skilled 
than. archaeologists had previously 
believed. 


As we look back at this phasé of the 
trip, the features that stand out most 
sharply are the extraordinary sub- 
terranean. temple at Muyil, the mysti- 
fying rovnd tower at Paalmul—once 
devoted to who knows what occult 
rites—the statues guarding temples on 
Cozumel Island with right hands raised 
as if forbidding entrance, the hidden 
Cty of Xkaret with its protecting wall 
and its lovely lagoon entrance, and the 
fine. characteristically Maya pyramid 
temples of Muyil and Okop. 
masonry mound of-the latter is higher 
even than the mounds which support 
the highest temples of the famous 
cities of Chichen Itza and Uxmal. 


New Painting Found. 


Architecture is the art in which the 
? aya cunning was most widely exer- 
cised, but our expedition can add to 
its record the discovery of a type of 
mural painting entirely different from 
anything. heretofore found on the east 
coast of Yucatan,, This is the sort 
of find peculiarly gratifying to the 
student of Maya archaeology. 

for although the past decade has 
witnessed the deciphering of ‘more 
Maya hieroglyphs than any other 
ten years in history, the glyphs are 
still to a large extent a closed book 
and our picture of what these ancient 
American builders were like is pieced 
out largely by studying and compar- 
ing isolated fragments of the early 
Central American creative arts which 
“5 foe weather ant the depredations of 
vandals have spared us, 

- The &xtent of Maya territory re- 
maining unexplored is now greatly re- 
duced as one result of our expedition. 
After our work along the coast had 
been done we made: the first archaeo- 
jogical trip acros& the wild Territory

Last, but by no means least in the 
list of the main achievements we have 
the good fortune to, report, was the 
collection ‘of indisputable proof that 
the Indians who live along the rocky 
coast and in ‘the thick ‘bush of the 
interior today are using the temples 
of their ancestors for ritual purposes. 

All in all it seems fair,to say that 
not since 1842, when the great ex- 
plorers, Stephens and Catherwood, 
finished their labors in Yucatan, has 
any season seen so much exploration 
of the Maya field as the Winter just 
ended. The Carnegie Institution. has 
continued its important excavations at 
Chichen Itza; which is, unfortunately, 
the onjy Maya site where the Mexican 
Government is permitting excavation 
—without which no exhaustive study 
of any ruins can be made. 

This organization cooperated with 
the British archaeologist, Dr. Thomas 
W. F. Gann and Dr. A. V. Kidder of 
Harvard, in an investigation of the 
large City of Coba, in Northwest Yu- 
catan. Although Stephens in 1843 pub- 
‘ished the Mexican Government’s de- 
scription of Coba@a and Dr. Teobert 
Maler photographed these ruins some 
thirty years ago, the place has not 
been appreciated till now, and still 
further exploration will be profitable. 
The paintings Stephens reported were 
not found this year, and may have 
dissolved with crumbling walls. It is 
regrettable how neglected the Maya 
area has been until recently, hierogly- 
phic inscriptions of perhaps inestim- 
ablé value wearing away in the jungle 
while we moderns have been perfect- 
ing bridge whist and the cross-word 
puzzle, 

Dr. Gann found.in southern Quinta- 
na Roo a date corresponding to 333 
A. D., a fact which indicates that the 
area of the first Maya settlements ex- 
tended perhaps a little further north 
than has been heretofore recognized. 
Meanwhile Guatemala’s Uaxactun, 
which Dr, Morley of the Carnegie 
Institution discovered in 1915, has 
been giving up further secrets to his 
colleague, Mr. Ricketson.

Thus, through such expeditions as 
ours, and through the equally impor- 
tant work of men studying the casts 
of hieroglyphs and god faces in mu-

Roughly. speaking, the Maya riddle 
is divided into three questions, as fol- 
lows: 

1. Where did the Mayas originate? 
2. What sort of people were they? 
3. What became of them? 

Our expedition, like others recently, 
has gained more information relating 
to the second and third of these ques- 
tions than relating to the first, as 


+ 
might be expected from the nature of 
the task. Science is not yet able to 
answer any ,one of these questions with 
completeness or indisputable accuracy. 
Nevertheless, intelligent Americans 
are interested in knowing how sciencé 
sums up the available data concerning 
@ great defunct nation that made Cen- 
tral America a conspicuous spot on 
the map of civilization when the Brit- 
ish Isles, for example, were a wilder- 
ness inhabited by savages. 


Mayas an American Race. 


But, for better or worse, in mafy 
human beings a love of romance is 
stronger than a love.of the truth.

There is, good reason to -be- 
lieve that this calendar was invented 
by the Mayas, who developed it to its 
highest point, although the Aztecs 
attribute the calendar to their god, 
Quetzalcoatl. 


Aztecs Gvelamubiaciina: 


The Aztecs were a tribe of Nahuan 
linguistic stock. They happened to be 
ruling the region of what is now Mex- 
ico City when the Spanish conquerors 
arrived. That is to say, the heyday 
of the Aztecs was distinctly later than 
the heyday of the Mayas. The for- 
‘mer were decidedly inferior to the 
latter, moreover, and it is very un- 
fortunate that the high class ‘‘pub- 
licity’’ given to the Aztecs by Prescott 
and other historians has left the mod- 
ern layman with an exaggerated 
opinion of their importance. 

Even by. Aztec legend Quetzalcoatl 
was a god who had come from abroad. 
He was often pictured as a feathered 
serpent, as was the Maya god Kukul- 
can. It seems very likely* that 
Quetzalcoatl was an Aztec adaptation 
of Kukulcan, 

Many other examples might be cited

It so happens that this sur- 
plus must find a market in foreign 
countries where it is sold at the world 
price. Yet the surplus for export is 
not segregated from the domestic con- 
sumption supply.

Farm Relief Bills Seoenet Discuss : eos of Various Proposals 


to meet the» problem—and when T say 
to the Government I jnean the leg- 


branch. What this Government is 
called on to.do is-to do everything 
that is practical in the interest of the 
agricultural industry. 

“If we do not act and if the agricul- 
tural industry does not take its proper 
place in the industrial life of our coun- 
try, the whole country will pay the 
cost, and at no distant date. Per- 
sonally I think the most serious ques- 
tion is: . What can Congress do that 
will prove effective in relieving the 
existing situation?’’ 

There is no Senator better qualified 
to speak for the cotton farmers of the 
South than is Senator. Caraway him- 
self, one of the big farmers of eastern 
Arkansas, Senator Caraway is for 
the Haugen bill, which he insists 18 
the only one of the pending farm 
measures which proposes anything ap- 
proaching real ‘r@lief for the eotton, 
wheat and corn growérs of the nation. 
The Tincher bill, in the opinion of 
Senator Caraway, is just an ‘‘election 
gesture” and nothing more. 
Control of at Stake, 


Incidentally, like a lot of his col- 
leagues, Republicans as well as Demo- 
crats, Senator Caraway is convinced 
that farm legislation is going ‘to be 
the “paramount” issue in the cam- 
paign that is now under way for the 
control of the next Congress. 

“It is entirely proper,’* said Senator 


~| Caraway ironically, “‘for a Republican 








farmer, is to a large extent inope 
tive. -The “effect of the world price 
upon the crop can be removed by re- 
moving thé exportable surplys, so that 
the domestic price will be protected by 
the tariff. 

“We who fayor the Haugen. bill, 
therefore, take the position that ifthe 
costs and risks of loss were distrib- 
utel evenly over an entire agricul- 
tural industry, ~thent cooperative 
agencies could undertake the task of 
stabilization through surplus control 
without danger to themselves. That 
is the object sought ‘through the 
mechanism proposed in this measure. 


A Revolving Fund, 


“The bill provides for a revolving 
fund of $375,000,000. of which: $106,- 


a | 000,000 is set aside for cotton, $250,- 


000,000 for the other basic agricul- 
tural commodities and $25,000,000 for 
loans to coo tive associations han- 
dling other agricultural products and 
for. the purchase of warehousing or 
processing facilities. The bill, if en- 
acted, will establish a Federal farm 
board of twelve members, one from 


-,each Federal land district, 





to be 
named by the President, who will 
make his selectio# from a list of thir- 
ty-six to be submitted by the Federal: 
Farm Advisory Council. 

‘“‘The board will have definite powers 
to assist all producers of agriculture 
commodities so as to make possible or- 
derly marketing. In the case of basic 
industries, cotton, wheat and corn, the 
operations of the -board will be with 
cooperative agencies ereated by the 
producers themselves. or with other 
agencies whefe such cooperatives do 
not exist.’ 

Fighting for the bill that bears his 
name and which has the approval of 
the Administration, Representative J. 
N. Tincher of Kansas says that the 
“most unfair, vicious and vigorous 
lobby’’ that has infested the corridors 
for years is at work in a well orgin- 
ized effort to get the Haugen bill 
through ‘Congress. He thinks the great 
strike that has paralyzed every branch 
of industry in England is due to legis- 
lation of a similar ‘nature; for, he 
argues, England's ‘troubles today are 
the result of the grant of special fa- 








vofs such as he declares Mr. Haugen 
advocates, 

“The plan is a@ Government sub- 
sidy,’” says Mr. Tincher. “That cannot 
be disproved. So far no witness who 


‘has appeared before the House Com- 


mittee on Agriculture l1s endorsed the 
subsidy plan. Representatives of the 
farmers themselves have asserted that 
such legislation as. proposed would in 
the @nd debauch instead.of help the 
agricultural industry of the nation and 
would seriously impair the morale of 
the men.on the farms: . When’ they 
Said that: they told the truth. But 
when they deserted and asked for this 
subsidy they had dahgling before their 
eyes these twelve members of a board 
with the prospect of spénding $375,- 
000,000. 

This bill is Wyong in prificiple. The 
motive of it and the changes made in 
it, by which it. acquired its present 
form, were not the product-of good 
statesmanship. They allocate this 
$875,000,000. . One hundred million 
dollars. goes to cotton. Why? The 
cotton supporters who are for the bill 


say that they don’t need much! Still 


they demand from Mr. Haugen, and 


take as their allocation, $100,000,000. 

‘"The value of the basic commodities, 
other than cotton, mentioned in the 
bill is more than ten dollars to one, 
on an average year’s production, but 
in order to get some votes for this 
monstrosity the division is made: 
$100,000,000 for one-tenth the value 
of the basic agriculfural commodities 
and $250,000,000 for nine-tenths of 
the value of the basic commodities. 
The other $25,000,000 is used as a sop 
to loan to cooperatives handling com- 
modities other than the basie com- 
modities. But the rate of interest 
provided in the bill is as high as*those 
cooperatives have to pay the inter- 
mediate credit banks now. 

“The changes were made; the prin- 
ciples were abandoned, the thing that 
was a vile debauchery yesterday be- 
comes a blooming rose today—for, the 
purpose of getting: votes. Lobbyists 
are going frdm one office to another 
in the House Office Building. -I have 
had as many as twenty-five Congress- 





men come to me and say that Mr. 


Murphy and some one else were in to 
see them, or Mr. Peek or some one 
else was around to see them, deliver- 
ing ultimatums and demanding that 
the members of this House vote for 
this bill, the very thing that they 
themselves denounced.” 

There are not, declares Mr. Tin- 
cher, a dozen members of the House 
who are at heart in favor of the Hau- 
gen bill. He insists that when the 
last word is said the Haugen bill will 
be decisively beaten. 

Representative Loring M. Black of 
Brooklyn is just as positive as Mr. 
Tincher when it comes. to. opposing 
the Haugen bill, as well as the other 
proposed farm relief measures, He 
summed up his position with the re- 
mark that; the pending bills might 
properly be.labeled ‘‘acts to commit 
grand larceny in the first, second and 
third degree’’—acts designed, he ad- 


ded, to make of Uncle Sam ‘‘a gunman 


to-hold -up cofisumers and turn over 
‘the loot te the farmers. playing the 
r6les of fence.’ 

Borah’s Position. 


Senator Borah is for the Haugen 
bill if it can be shown that’ the ma- 
chinery proposed in that bill will 
work. He is for substantial relief for 
the farmers and, if $375,000,000 will 
ease the agricultural situation, he is 
for appropriating the money, and 
more if need be. The farm situation, 
Senator Borah insists, is the biggest 
question now before the Congress and 
it must be met, or else something is 
going to happen on next election day 
which thosé who oppose relief legisla- 
tion have apparently not as yet taken 
into serious consideration. 

‘‘No one,’’ said Senator Borah, 


‘“‘who has given the slightest consid-: 


eration to this subject of farm relief 
can for a moment doubt the serious

Commercial Flying Is Spreading Over the: Anited States— 5 000 Miles of Routes Added ‘This Year, and 
Scheduled Fliers’ Will Cover 17,000 Miles a Day—Ten New Privately. Owned Airplane Lines - 
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By HOWARD MINGOS. 


MERICA is now using more air- 
planes for civil purposes than 
any other country in the world. 
For a long period the United 

States lagged in aviation, but now it 
is moving rapidly to the fore. Amer- 
ican pilots in American machines this 
Summer will be flying nearly 17,000 
miles a day on schedule, and the air 
mail routes in the country have 
reached a total of 8,392 miles. 

Within the Jast few months ten new 
airplane lines, privately owned, have 
been established. Some of them are 
already in operation and~others will 
be flying on daily schedule within a 
few weeks. The routes take in fifty 
important cities and all have contracts 
to carry the mails. 

Thus there have been added 4,881 
miles of air mail routes to the older 
aerial highways, the lines operated by 
the Postoffice Department — 2,757 
miles of daylight route between New 


. York and San Francisco and 754 miles 


of night flying airway between New 
York and Chicago. 


Among transportation men, the pres- 


ent year is already spoken of as open- 
ing the first Gbmmeréial period of the 
aerial age, for efforts, heretofore fu- 
tile, to make’a paying business of fly- 
ing seem about ‘to be realized, and the 
aviation industry begins to be organ- 
ized on a sound financial basis. 

While the planes seen in the air in 
former years were mostly machines 
operated by the Government military 
services, many of the craft flying to- 
day are strictly commercial types, 
cargo planes, large and small, differ- 
fing from the war types and designed 
for economy. of operation rather than 
for speed, 


Hundreds of Cargo Planes. 


In former yearg the national air 
Paces were largely confined td army 
and navy fliers, and few of the tests 
were open for civilians. But the Na- 
tional Aeronautic Association’s sched- 
ule for the event this year, which is 
to be held next September in connec- 
tion with the Sesquicentennial Expo- 
gition at Philadelphia, shows that most 
of the contests will be for civilian 
operators, flying new commercial air- 
eraft, ranging from two-passenger 
Planes to machines carrying ten pas- 
Bengers or a half-ton or more of 
@argo. 

The officials of the national organ- 
fyation arranged those tests on the 
basis of a survey which disclosed that 
in almost every part of _the country 
new types of commercial airplanes are 
being constructed. Some of them are 
already in the air. Hundreds of ma- 
chines representing more than a score 
of different types have been entered 
in the national contests. 

The aircraft manufacturers report 
that they are receiving more orders 
for civilian machines to be- delivered 
this year than have been purchased 
during the entire period since the war. 
They say that within the next few 
months more commercial ‘machines 
will be employed: here than in all Eu- 
ropean countries combined.

The fact that big business, bankers, 
capitalists and transportation leaders 
are now supporting the industry 
without direct ‘subsidies from the Fed- 
eral Government indicates how well 
we are forging ahead.

The Ford Motor Company operates 
two contract routes out of Detroit— 
one to Chicago, the other to Cleveland. 
Ford planes fly daily both ways, and 
the mail is transported to those ter- 
minals inside of two hours, The West- 
ern Air Express is flying Douglas 
planes both ways daily over 660 miles 
of the old covered-wagon trails be- 
tween Los Angeles and Salt Lake City. 
The average flight takes about seven. 
hours. At Salt Lake the mail goes 
on the Federal trancontinental route, 
this system bringing Los’ Angeles and 
neighboring towns within thirty hours 
of New York. 

Unique Fiying History. 

Walter T. Varney of San Francisco 
is operating six Swallow planes over 
435 miles between Pasco, Wash., and 
the transcontinental station at. Elko, 
Nevada. Varney’s flying history is 
unique. It embodies almost every 
phase of the struggle made by aviators 
to develop commercial aviation, and in 
a sense is typical. He is a reserve 
military aviator and operates a flying 
school at San Mateo, Cah*He ran’ an. 
experimental express service daily ‘for 
two months, some time ago, and made. 
every flight between San Francisco 
and Modesto, Cal., on schedule. For 
three months he tried operating an air 
mail line in Nicaragua. 


Varney’s headquarters are now at 
Boise, Idaho, where the City Govern-, 
ment and the. American Legion have 
built an airport so that his mail 
planes may stop en route. All of Var- 
ney’s pilots are products of his owr 
flying schook His line not only feeds 
the Federal air mail system but also 
serves the entire Pacific Northwest. 
Seattle. Portland, Tacoma, Spokane 
and other cities are brought within 40 
hours of New York. Letters go to 
Pasco by train and leave on the mail 
plane at 6 A. M. Five hours later 
they are in Elko, where the Federal 
planes take on the pouches bound east 


and west. The rates vary. The cost | 


of this fast.service from the North- 
west to New York is now 28 cents an 
ounce. 


Fast Time to St. Louis. 


The Robinson Aircraft Corporation 
began last month to fly Curtiss Orioles 
and remodelled D. H.-4 planes over the 
278 miles between Chicago and S&t. 
Louis, Mail and express leaving the 
New York terminal at 9:40 in the 
evening arrive in St. Louis at 9:15 
A. M.. next day: Mail leaving St. 
Louis at 4 in the afternoon is delivered 
in New York early the next morning. 

The Pacific Air* Transport opened 
its Seattle-Los Angeles route this 
month, flying Ryan monoplanes, each 
carrying 240,000 létters or their equiv- 
alent in cargo over the 1,120 miles of 
coast line. They stop at Portland. 
Medford, Ore., Sacramento, San Fran- 
cisco, Bakersfield and Los Angeles.

The, Florida Airways, which began 
Operations last month between Jack- 
sonville and Miami, will extend its 
service to Atlanta within the next 
four weeks, The first plane to make 
the Jacksonville-Miami flight carried 
12,000 letters. This line is the offly 
contract route in operation that does 
not feed the Federal coast-to-coast 
system. 
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American Planes and Amefican Air Routes. 
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The ten lines are using bout sixty 
airplanes especially constructed for 
cargo-carrying. They. are different 
from the old war types with which 
aviation has been struggling along 
heretofore with indifferent success. 


Still, they represent only a beginning. 

New ‘machines are now being pro- 
duced in a number of factories scat- 
tered between the coasts. The other 
night one of these planes, designed 
for mail-carrying, flew from Cleve- 


land to New York in 2 hours.and 30 
minutes. Within two months the 
transcontinental route and the New 
York-Chicago night_ route will be 
flown by these modern craft, carrying 
twice the present foads and nee 
the time. 

The Postoffice Department, mean- 
while, has projected a number of new 
routes which will be let to private 
congractors, connecting cities as far 
south as Montgomery, Ala., and New 
Orleans with centres on the Great 
Lakes. 


Pioneer Pilots. 


The fact that the contract routes 
are just now starting operations does 
not mean that they- are the first. to 
undertake commercial aviation. About 
400 airplane operators in this country 
have been doing pioneering work on 
a small scale for several years, Last 


.J year -these pilots flew a total of 


7,000,000 miles. Some of them are 
known as gypsy pilots, others as 
fixed-base operators. Most of them 
have done business on a small scale. 
Much of the present knowledge con- 
cerning commercial flying -must be 
credited to them.

example. They have blazed the trail. 
Since the transcontinental route was 


| opened several years ago they have 


carried hundreds of millions of letters 
between the Atlantic and the Pacific. 
Such is their record for efficiency that 
all shipments, can now be insured at 
rates similar to those charged for rail- 
way transport. All air mail, letters or 
packages, can be insured by the Gov- 
ernment and hy private companies. 

Some of these pilots have flown an 
average of 50,000 miles a year on 
their regular runs in all kinds of 
weather, night and day. In addition, 
they have conducted tests aiid experi- 
ments with various kinds of new eqyip- 
ment, discarding the faulty, suggest- 
ing alterations and improvements in 
machines, instruments .and other ac- 
cessories. 

Civilian manufacturers, designers, 
inventors, promoters and others have 
brought their stuff to the Air Mail 
pilots, who have applied the ‘acid test. 
In seven years thirty-two of them 
have lost their lives because the équip- 
ment was either inadequate or faulty. 
They have tested new navigating ‘in- 
struments, flying through fog and 
storms over the. Pénnsylvania moun- 
tains at night. They have crashed in 
burning planes, landing in the moun- 
tains and on the deserts because a 
part of the machine failed. 


This experience has forced continu- 
ous improvements. Today the manu- 
facturer seldom starts producing cargo 
planes in quantity until the Air Mail 
pilots have had opportunities to test 
them. 


They Keep Aviation Alive. 


After the ground officials finished 
laying out the lighted airway on the 
New York-Chicago route last year, 
two pilots flew over it on a test flight. 
When they. returned, they stipulated 
that certain fields should be moved, 
that.some of the beacons should be 
transferred to other points and that a 
number of other changes should be 
made before they were asked to fly 
regularly. 

The Federal mail pilots have never 
numbered more than sixty at one time, 
yet they are responsible-for presery- 
ing a living Wage in that thazardous 
profession, They formed an. associa- 
tion and refised.to fly fon than 
a stipulated minimum The 
results are manifold, The average air 
mail pilot receives from $6,000 to 
$8,500 a year, the actual amount de- 
pending on his giijeage. The cer- 
tainty that they would’ be able to earn 
at. least as much, if not more, led 
some. of the best civilian pilots to re- 
main in aviation at a time when sell- 
ing shoe laces or carpet tacks was 
more remunerative. 

Today there is no lack of trained 
pilots. . The erstwhile ‘gypsy pilot is- 
now &vailable for the regular com- 
mercial lines. That fact accounts in 
part for the readiness with which 
capitalists and others have invested 
money in commercial aviation. 

Throughout the country are other 
pilots, war veterans, who ‘are equally 
accountable for the present develop- 
ment. These fliers, settling down in 
various. communities and earning a 
living in other lines, have propagated 
the flying gospel among local boards 
of | trade and other civic bodies, such 
as the Rotary clubs which have been 
most active: The result is that air- 
ports are being established whqeever: 
they can be used. re

the vicinity of Chicago. They became 
favorably known about the flying field 
as “oil_men,’’ so when they had ac- 
complished their object and arrived 
back in Kansas City, it was a simple 
matter for them to hire passage for a 
small town in Oklahoma...

How the Public Helps.

Marvels in Wave Transmission—Photographs 


Coming Regularly Across the Atlantic

ADIO hag just had a fortnight of 
tremendous development. A 
group of achievements, all oc- 

- cufring within a few days, has 

opened & new future for radio. The 
prophets of science are compelled to 
torture their imaginations to keep 
pace with the realities. 

In New York a church organ and a 
hotel orchestra five miles apart ac+ 
‘companied each other in perfect tim 
by radio, giving promise of future 
world concerts by massed orchestras 
of Burope and America, each conduc- 
tor heating all the other orchestras as 
he directs his own. . 

Between London and New York the 
*‘air’’ carried a heavy traffic of ad- 
vértisements and news photographs. 
Designs of Paris hats, portraits of H, 
R. H., London street seenes, certified 
checks and other important ‘yisual .im- 
ages, which formerly. crept over in 
five. or six days by steamer, weré 
arched across the Atlantic by radio at 
the rate of twenty: minutes each. 

A man in New Rochelle took the re- 
ceiver down from his home telephone, 
called up a friend in a London apart- 
ment and they talked as if face to 
face. Radio abolished the Atlantic 
Ocean, 

While the‘ radiating of still photo- 
graphs from London to New York be- 
came an ordinary commercial service, 
with a tariff of $50 a picture, the 
radiating of animated scenes was re- 
ported again from London and Paris, 
adding further to the claims that tele- 
vision is emerging gradually from the 


the field of practical accomplishment. 
Quick Contracts Possible. 


Facsimiles of contracts were.shot to 

Europe by radio, autographed and re- 
turned to demonstrate the quick meth- 
od of handling, emergency business 
abroad. A,European singer or bat- 
tler who becomes famous over night 
can by'radio be signed up by an Amer- 
ican promoter in the course of a morn: 
ing. An impulsive American publisher 
can in an hour or two contract with a 
King for the royal confessions, and ;a 
‘quick-thinking producer can in at 
equal space of time obtain the stage 
and movie rights on the next explo- 
sion of turpitude in high life. 

In addition to achievements -in its 
own field, radio contributed to impor- 
tant developments in motion pictures. 
and the phonograph. io, tele- 
phone,: phonograph and movie engi-

neers cooperated to produce a speak- 
ing movie of superior quality. 

This is not the first time that radio 
has aided riyal industries. A’ year 
ago, just as it was threatening to 
make the phonograph an archaecologi- 
cal object, radio indirectly came to the 
rescue and helped to restore that in- 
strument to popularity. The by-prod- 
ucts of radio research aided in bring- 
ing about an immeasurable improve- 
ment in the phonograph. 

In a similar way radio science has 
contributed to the development of the 
speaking movie. Better loud-speakers, 


improved Processes for delicate tone | noons, 


recording, more exact synchronization 


methods have come from the radio- 


and telephone laboratories. They have 
made it possible to harmonize picture 
and sound, They have neatly fitted 
together film action with canned dia- 
logue. A concerted attack will be made 
on ear and eye. The great moments 
on’ the screen will be accompanied 
by high-power sentences.. Motion pic- 
ture audien will hear shouts, sobs 
the rustle of 
silks, the clink of cold steel, the tire- 
less rat-tat-tat of ‘the two- -gun men, 
soft weeping, bursting log jams,’ howl- 
ing winds and thundering seas, 
Niagaras of Sound. - 

Radio is teaching the dumb’ drama 
Not only to speak but also to release 
Niagaras of sourid. In making the 
speaking movies, one difficulty has 
been that of adjusting the size of 
the voice in the phonograph to the 
size of thé face on the screen. The 
It sees nothing wrong 
in a close-up showing a face ten feet 
in diameter. The film enthusiast sees 
only a dainty little maiden when he 
looks on features bigger than those of 
the Goddess of Liberty. But the 
ear is a skeptic and expects a colossus 
to speak like a colossus. 

The ear is greatly upset when an 
ordinary human voice seems to issue 
from a half-acre of face. But a long 
study of the differences between the 
logic of the eye and the logic of the 
ear, together with much -refinement 
of talkie-movie technique, is said to

Television is still. in the, twilight 
zone of claims and prophecies. The 
motion pictures that have been broad- 
cast so far are very crude, consisting

These are offered as 
pledges that some time we shall have 
radio movies of the world’s series, the 
Derby, the Durbar and other national 
and international spectacles. You will 
step into the nearest motion picture 
house any evening to see and hear 
the performance of the Opera Comique 
in Paris or to enjoy Wagnerian opera 
at Baireuth. George Bernard Shaw 
and other celebrities, who do not like 
to travel, can. do lecture tours of 
America in one night. without. leav- 
ing home.

Obstacles in the Way. 

These and a multitude of other mar- 
vels will be commonplace when tele- 
vision is perfected, But, in the mean- 
time, there are a few difficulties to 
be overcome. These difficulties can be 
strikingly illustrated by comparing the 
ideal of television with the present 
state of practical accomplishment in 
the art of radiating pictures. At 
least twenty minutes is required at 
present for sending-a single photo- 
graph by radio. In the movies pic- 
tures are flashed on the screen at the 
rate of twenty a sécond, That is 24,000 
times as fast as pictures are now sent 
by-Tadio._ 

For television purposes ‘tt will be 
‘necessary to cut up the scene to be 
proadcast into about: 100,000 different 
parts. The variations of light and 
shadow must be translated into varia- 
tions of electrical strength. The 
changes in. each of the 100,000 parts 
must be transmitted separately and 
reassembled, each part in its own 
place, at the distant television theatre. 

The difficulties in thé way of tele- 
vision are so formidable that great 
companies, like the American Tele- 
phone and Telegraph Company, after 
a consideration of the problem, have 
décided that the time is not ripe to 
start experimental work on it. Many 
scientists consider television a dream 
as far removed from reality as are 
conversations with Mars and trips to 
the moon. Others are cautious about 


ttaking a bearish position on any ques- 


tion connected with radio. 

“After the -accomplishments of thé 
past few years, it is considered rash to 
deny that anything will happen. No- 
body is selling science short. Even 
if television be never achieved, work 
on the problem is not wasted. The 
study of the problem has already pro- 


duced important discoveries in radio 


Much of modern scientific knowl

is the by-product of. lost causes of the 
old exp ntal philosophera. Chem- 
istry is’ founded on thé search for’ 
elixirs of life and systems of making 
gold from other substances. Efforts 
to square the circle and to invent per- 
petual motion machines have contrib- 
uted enormously to mathematics and 
physics. 


Radiating ‘Photographs. 


Sending: pictures across the Atlantic 
in twenty’ migfutes is a modést per- 
formance compared with the goal of 


just the same. A picture can be,yadi- 
ated for a short distance atid then re- 
produced almost perfectly. But-it is 
another matter to get the picture 
through:the*static storms and the in- 
terference of 3,000 miles of ocean. 
When the directors’ of the Radio 
Corporation of America decided to 
spend’the money necessary to develop 
radio picture transmission, the engi- 
neers of the company knew that it 
could be dane in the laboratory and 
over short distances. They were doubt- 
ful whether they could find a means 
of shooting -pictures through the 
Static showers of the Atlantic. After 
trying “different -methods, Captain 
R. H. Ranger finally developed the 
present system, which is successful’ in 
the face of severe atmospheric dis- 
turbances. Under the Ranger method 
each picture is translated into a few 


each one of standard strength. 

Roughly speaking, the picture is 
first, traced in light. The ‘light ‘is 
converted into electrical current. The 
current is stepped up a few million 
times and broadcast. That part of 
the process occurs on the London side. 
Over here the radio signals are. picked 
up and converted again into electrical 
\current, The current wiggles a foun- 
tain pen loaded with hot red wax. As 
the picture is slowly traced by the 
pencil of light on the London side, it 
is resketched by the wax pen on this 
side. 


Cylinder and Eye of Light. 
The first step in the process is that 


shape of a cylinder. The cylinder 
is adjusted on the sending apparatus 
and started rotating in front of a pen- 
cil or ‘‘eye’’ of light. This point of 
light is 1-128 part of an inch in 
diameter where it strikes the film. 

At the first revolution of the film, 
the light translates into electrical cur- 
rent a line 1-128 of an inch wide 
running from the top of the film to 
the bottom on the left-hand side. On 
the second revolution -the light and 
shade of a parallel line of the same 
width are translated into current and 
/broadeast.. Each picture is in this 
wey divided into 600 lines. 

The photographic value of each line 
determines the number of radio sig- 
‘hals.it sends. If the line is absolutely 
white, no signals are transmitted 
from London, andthe pen-is not 
jogged in New York. «If the line is 
solid black, the pen-is held in contact 
with the paper ‘throughout the whole

The dot and dash méthod is coarse. 
Finer effects thay be obtained by an- 
other process, ‘which reproduces the 
picture in unbroken lines. Pictures. 
are telegraphed in this' way. . They 
can be radiated by this process over 
short distances. But the dot and dash 
méthod is the only way found so far 
of crashing its way. through 3,000 
miles of space. Efforts have been 
made to send pictures this. distance 
on a continuous stream of . Yradio 
waves, varying in intensity with the 
pattern of the photograph. Static, 
however, kept blotting out the deli- 
cate shadés, 


A Tube Filled With Argon. 


The photo-electric cell is the basis of 
all systems of picture-transmission. 
For more .than half'a century it has 
been known that electrical current is 
produced when light falls on certain 
substances. In recefit years cells of 
marvelous sensitiveness have been de- 





vised, so that the minutest change in 


the intensity of light is registered in 


a change of current. 

The cell used in shooting pictures 
across ,the Atlantic is a tube filled 
with argon, the inner surface coated 
with potassium. The tube is kept in 
an electrical field of a.strength that 
is carefully measured to keep. the 
potassium atoms in‘a state of agita- 
tion. "Hach atom‘is on the verge’ of 
throwing off electrons, the units of 
electrical current. 


P -What the Process Is. 


The pencil of light, passing through 
the photograph film, enters the photo- 
electric cells. If the light is’ strong, 
it produces a strong current; if feeble, 
a feeble current. This current is de- 
liberatély.dammed up until a certain 
amount has béen stored. It is held in 
a reservoir. ‘When the reservoir is 
filled up its electrical content is sud- 
denly discharged: This Teleases a 
powerful radio signal—a signal dot 
powerful enough to cross the Atlantic 
and jog the fountain pen in New York. 

At times the..reservoir is filled up 
and discharged so rapidly that the 
dots aré fused into dashes or broken 
lines. At other times the reservoir is 
slow to be filled up.

Famous Anniversaries. 


There is a controversy about the ex- 
act date of the first phonograph. The 
French put it 100 years ago and re- 
cently celebrated the centenary. The 
fiftieth birthday of the telephone 
came a few weeks ago. Almost ex- 
actly half a century ago Thomas A. 
Edison caused sound waves to record 
themselves on tinfoil and to reproduce 
themselves by means of the phono- 
graph needle. It is within a few 
months of the half-century since Muy- 
bridge performed his pioneer motion- 
picture record. 

Leland Stanford wanted photo- 
graphic evidence that should settle the 
age-old controversy as to the order 
in which a running horse places his 
hoofs on the ground. Muybridge set 
up ,® long row of cameras, whose 
shutters were operated electrically by 
the passage of the horse in front of 
them, and thus obtained the first mo- 
tion-picture record. 

It is forty years since Hertz discov- 
ered the nature of radio waves. 
Joseph Henry, Edison and others had 
previously noticed that an electrical 
spark could magnetize needles and 
produce effects at a distance. In 1885 
Helmholtz interested his. pupil, Hertz, 
in this problem... In 1886 and 1887 
Hertz conducted the experiments es- 
tablishing that. the discharge. of

NEW. YORK-PARIS. FLIGHT

NE afternoon late in ‘June or 

early in July a ‘powerful 

Sikersky airplane witlf three 

drumming motors will také the 
air at Roosevelt Field, L. I. Its des- 
tination wilt be Paris, with no infer- 
yvening steps. The commanding of- 
ficer of the ship will be Captain Rene 
-Fonck, the premier pilot of France 
and the hero of a hundréd air battles. 
With Fonck will be two Americans, 
©ne a navigator, the other a radio ex- 
pert. Both will be comperent to stand 
their trick at the’ controls. 

Fonck and, his companions will fly 
@ver a mapped course of 3,633 miles. 
If a speed of a hundred miles an hour 
is maintained, the voyage will be ac- 
complished in virtually thirty-six 
hours. The task they have set them- 
selves involves a flight almost twice 
as. long as any previous successful 
non-stop voyage by airplane. 

At the take-off, the plane and its 
cargo will:weigh 24,000 pounds—a full 
twelve tons. The ship will be an en- 
gineering feat of construction, made 
entirely of metal and carrying suffi- 
cient gasoline and oil to give the plane 
the extraordinary cruising radius of 
4,330 miles, The three engines will 
aggregate 1,200-1,500 horse-power. In 
every respect, the builders say, the 
Sikorsky will be the most remarkable 


of meeting the great test to which its 
motors and fabric will be put. 


Route of the Fliers. 


~ The course of the flight will take 
the giant air,cruiser from Westbury, 
L. I., over New York and along the 
north Atlantic coast to Boston, Hali- 
fax, Cape Breton and Cape Bonavista. 
The adventurers will bid good-bye at 
Newfoundland to the new world and 
set out across the North Atlantic over 
“what is known as the Great Circle, 
virtually the North Atlantic steamship 
lane. Reaching the other side, the 
plane will cut the coast of Ireland at 
the tip—Cape Clear—then sail over 
Cornwall, England, and the English 
channel, reaching France at Cherbourg 
and passing over Havre to Paris. 

The handling of the three motors 
will play an important part in carry-: 
ing out the enterprise. At the outset 
their combined power will be -neces- 
sary to lift and support their heavy 
burden. The plans call for all three 
engines to operate from the start of 
the. trip until Newfoundland is 
reached, ufjlizing all available motor | 
energy for this 1,200 miles. The long | 
end dangerous Atlantic crossing, a 
further distance of 2,000 miles, will 
require only two motors. After reach- 
ing Ireland the: burden of gasoline 
and oil will be so reduced that a single 
engine will enable the plane to con- 
tinue at undiminished speed for the 
final lap of about 600 miles. 7 

The chances of success will thus 
gradually increase during the flight. 
While but two engines are needed, any 
two can be alternately put into opera- 
tion and repairs or adjustments to the 
third may be-made, while the plane, 
moreover, grows lighter and lighter. 

How Flight Was Planned. .

American Plane on a Record Non-Stop Transatlantic 
Trial Early in the Coming Summer 


of 450 cubic feet. The plane is of all- 
metal construction, finished beauti- 
fully inside and fitted with triplex 
glass windows. The walls, floor spaces 
and all convenient points have heen 
stuffed with air-bags, capable of buoy- 
ing up the airplane indefinitely should 
it be forced to land on the water. 


Ease of Operation. 

Most of the instruments are located 
on the pilot’s dashboard in the front 
cockpit... The exact amount of fuel in 
the various tanks can be determined 
by the pilot without moving from his 
seat, due to a visible glass gauge. In 
the cabin another gauge makes it pos- 
sible to compare gasoline consumption 
with the mileage done. A distribution 
of fuel can be. accomplished by either 
the pilot.er by means of the fuel con- 
trol board in the cabin proper. 

One feature of the pilot’s cockpit is 
the arrangement for opening and clos- 
ing the protecting covering either on 
top or at the sides at the will of the 
pilot. This is in the nature of an 
automobile cover, while the top above 
-the pilot’s head will slide back. Du- 
ralumin windows, operating on brass 
Tunways and accentuated by .a hand 
lever, will permit these operations 
with great freedom and facility. 


Sea Landing Provided For. 

Visibility is almost perfect. From 
the pilot’s seat he can see forward 
over the front motor, down and back- 
ward over the side, or' straight back 
across the fusilage. Pumps’ to equal- 
ize the gas level will aid in maintain- 
ing the plane’s stability. 

In case of a landing at sea, the per- 
sonal equipment of the fliers will 
amply protect them in all sorts of 
weather, The plane will be provided 
with radio, rockets and Very pistols. 
A collapsible mast, floating upright, 
irrespective of the ship or storm con- 
ditions, is provided. Waterproof bat- 
teries will permit visual signaling at 
night and rubber air-bags, similar to 
those fitted into the wings and sides 
of the plane, will be available for the 
crew, as well as three collapsible can- 
vas rafts, similar to those used by 
Commander Byrd and other Arctic 
explorers, 

The three Gnome Rhone Jupiter 
engines are of the air-cooled type, 
each developing 425 horsepower. These 
motors have been selected because of 
their great reliability, low fuel con- 
sumption and accessibility in actual 
flight. It will be a simple matter for 
any of the crew to crawl out on the 
dower wing and make minor adjust- 
ments while in the air. 

The speed range of the plane nor- 
Mally is from 140 to 160 miles an 
hour. Extension wings with auxil- 
fary gas tanks will be fitted on before 
the take-off, however, reducing the 
speed to 115 miles an hour cruising 
and 125 maximum. 


Long and Short Waves. 


-Both normal and short wave radio 
sets will be employed. The total 
weight of this equipment is 160 
pounds. It will be possible.to send 
and receive on the normal wave length 
for a distance of 100 miles over water 
by day; on the short wave greater dis- 
tance will be achieved. It is planned 
to operate both the short wave and 
the long wave at definite periods dur- 
ing the flight. At all times the plane 
will be in communication with Amert- 
can and French.naval units that are 
to cooperate with the fliers. 

Sixteen different types of instru- 
ments will record the engine and fue! 
conditions, altitude, wind velocity and 
other technical facts. For the actual 
navigation in addition to radio there 
will be employed the earth inductor 
and octant, the latter a special air 
type of sextant, besides several com- 
passes. | : 

The time. of the take-off will prob- 
ably be about § o’clock in the after- 
noon. This hour ig selected for many 
different. reasons, The chances of 
meeting a head wind along the coast 
will be reduced. Off shore local storms 
are less frequent at this hour. Beacon 
and lighthouse signals along the shore 
will help in navigation and Newfound- 
land should be reached early the fol- 
lowing morning. A day and night 
flight: over the Atlantic should permit 
arrival in Paris about 11 o'clock on 
the morning of the second day. This 
hour, it is believed, allows plenty of 
leeway for the varying problems of 
the long flight. 

What Flight Is to Prove. 

The five-hour difference in time be- 
tween the two cities has been taken 
into consideration. Departure at dawn 
would probably. add the difficulty of 
‘a night landing in Paris to the hard- 
ships of the flight, while a take-off 
late in the evening allows a whole day 
for arrival. It will be necessary to 
leave either in the early morning or 
evening, for the light Summer air 
during the day may not be sufficient 
to permit the weight of 24,000 pounds 
to rise without mishap. 

The main. purpose of the flight will 
be to .demonstrate that practical and 
long flights may be taken safely in 
aircraft and that a pay-load—one ac- 
tually of value in dollars and. cents— 
may-be transported with ease, If a 
non-stop flight from New.

‘Father of Psychoanalysis Continues to’ Expand and Alter 


_ The Theories That Have Made Him a. 


~- By JOSEPH WOOD KRUTCH. 


IGMUND -FRUED, father of the 
theory of psychoanalysis, who is, 
with the possible exception of 

' Binstein, perhaps the most talked of 
scientist alive today, celebrated his 
geventieth birthday in Vienna on 
Thursday. Threescore and ten found 
him still at work. Age has neces- 
/gitated some curtailmént of his phys- 
fcal activities, but his mental proc- 
esses go on at the old impetuous rate. 

He takes few patients now and ap- 
* pears in public, even to lecture, but 
little, yet he’ continues to elaborate 
his theories and to add steadily to his 
already voluminous works. Additions 
te and modifications of his theories 
continue to absorb him, and this year 
he has already published a small vol- 
ume dealing particularly with the 
origin of anxieties which is considered 
by his disciples to constitute a con- 
siderable advance in his work. 

The mere outline of Freud's career 
‘gives little indication of its stormy 
character. He was born at Freiburg, 
in Moravia, and, he took his doctor’s 
degree at Vienna in 1881. Having’ 
” ‘been particularly interested in psychi- 
atry there he proceeded to France to 
‘ ‘wtudy in the Yamous school of Char- 
cot and’ Janet, the virtual founders 
, of modern abnormal psychology. Af- 
" ter remaining there for a year he re- 
turned to Vienna, where he became a 
professor extraordinary in 1902. 

Broke From French Teachers. 

. « But he was never one to follow the 
routine course of orderly progress un-~- 
der the patronage of his masters. He 
left his. Paris teachers, plunged into 
@ wholly new. investigation of neurotic 
disorders and emerged: with a theory 
and a method so new that Janet re- 
mains his most uncompromising ene- 
my, accusing him of perverting the 
erthodox doctrine of the schools and 
ef introducing wholly unwarranted as- 
sumptions. 

Several of his own. most famous 
pupils in their turn, notably C. G. 
Jung and Alfred Adler, have diverged 
from him almost as widely as he di- 
verged from the French school. The 
entire subsequent deyelopment of psy- 
choanalysis has proceeded in the midst 
of controversies often acrimonious in 
the extreme. 

This fact, which has not been with- 
out its unfortunate consequences, is in 
part the inevitable result of the de- 
velopment of any new, far reaching, 
science and in part the result of 

‘Freud’s own boldly ulative mind. 
Though a physician “and a -psychi- 
atrist, it is said that he had little 
knowledge of academic psychology 
proper and that he built his system 
with little reference to it. He is 
. Charged with introducing a bewilder- 
ing number of new terms and concep- 
tions with little regard to their rela- 
tionship to either the language or 
ideas of ‘conventional psychology, 
thereby angering the academic psy- 
chologists, who saw their systems 
somewhat cavalierly ignored. 

Certain of his fundamental concep- 
tions—for example the famous ‘‘Cen- 
sor’ supposed to stand before the door 
leading from unconsciousness to the 
conscious—were declared to be, at 
best, mere metaphors. No sanction 

_ could be found for them in what was 
known of the nervous system on the 
Physical side. And so in general he 
met with the resistance generally ac- 
corded to the neretic. 
Twofold Criticism of Him. 

Freud was’ not by temperament, 
however, a man inclined to. gompro- 
mise, He has won his way largely by 
@ stubborn insistence which usually 
had the tendency either completely ‘to 

“alienate his associates or to transform 
them almost into disciples. 

The history of the criticism. of 
Freud and his theories may be di- 
vided into two periods. The first was 
marked by violent prejudice, due part- 
ly to the natural inertia which resists 
mew conceptions and partly to an out- 
Taged moral sense. The second stage, 
which is still in progress, is marked 
essentially by critical study which has 
@s its aim the perfection rather than 
the destruction of the method which 
he initiated. 

There are, of course, even today, 
the behaviorists and other uncompro- 
mising anti-Freudians; but it is safe 
to say that the influence of his chief 
conceptions is reflected more and more 

_ strongly in the writings of most of the 
important psychologists and _ psy- 
ehiatrists. Certain phases of his theory 
@re under constant fire, but the debt 
owed to him by the majorty of the 
workers in the field of abnormal 
| psychology is readily acknowledged. 
Freud Stresses the Will. 

The layman, aware of the attacks.on 
Freud, is not likely to realize fully 
the extent to which a fundamental 
agreement exists. Just as it was. 
maid that “‘scienfists disagree about 
evolution’’ so it might be said that 
ecientists disagree about Freudian- 

”* without proper acknowledgment 
of the fact that in most cases the 
accepted are more fundamenta! 

than those in dispute. 


©. ‘The éentral tact of Freud’s psycho- 


logical system is. the stress which it 
lays upon the element of will or de- 
 gire in determining the processes of 
the mind, Previous to his entrance 
into the field, psychology had been 
_ overwhelmingly “intellectual,”’ It had 
, Pegarded images, perceptions and ideas 
as the fundamental factors in menta) 
sad and it had gathered much in-

study of the mind of an individual 
from the. standpoint of its needs and 
desires he introduced a dynamic ele- 
ment ‘which set the whole in motion. 
He conceived of man as ‘a willing 
rather than a thinking animal. The 
fruitfulness of his conception was im- 
mediately revealed by the ease with 
which it made possible’the formula- 
tion of illuminating theories in many 
other fields of thought. 

It made clear the meaning of the 
delusions and phantasies of the deé- 
ranged mind by showing how they 
re®resented the fulfillment of desires. 
It gave’ a key to.the significance of 
dreams, which.up to that.time had 
remained as completely a mystery as 
it had. been for thousands of years, 
and it proved equally useful in under- 
standing the processes of the normal 
mind. 

Combined with the theory of the 
unconscious it made.plain the solution 
of some of the. most. baffling prob- 
lems of personality,.and it afforded a 
new approach to the study of all the 
products of the. human mind,. includ- 
ing, especially, mythdlogy and liter- 
ature. 


Rapid Spread of Doctrine. 

The almost. incredibly rapid spread 
of the» Freudian conceptions, their 
adoption by workers in fields appar- 
ently widely separated from that of 
psychiatry, in which they were first 
developed; and even the widespread, 
if’ superficial, popular interest: in 
them, is now held up as proof not 
only of their fundamental importance 
but of the fact that they fit in with 
the general drift of thought in many 
different departments today. Whether 
or not Freud was directly influenced 
by them, both Schopenhauer and Von 
Hartmann. perceived the importance 
of both the will and the ynconscious- 
ness. Their philosophic *conceptions 
were to some extent taken up by 
Nietzsche, and through him they were 
popularized. .So Freud’s contributions 
served to bring many scattered 
thoughts. to a focus and to provide 
the world with an intellectual tool the 
need of which it had already per- 
ceived. 

Time alone can arbitrate between 
Freud, and those who have introduced 
modifications into his theory; whether 
or not ‘he has, as many maintain, 
overstressed the sexual and underesti- 
mated other sources of desire. But 
whether his doctrines are modified 
much or little, his name must. con- 





tinue to be the one most closely asso- 


ciated with the development of one 
of the great conceptions of science. 


Freud ha’ himself seen with some 
alarm the too rapid spread- and too 
reckless use of his theory. He has 
warned the world against the quack 
analyst by declaring that an analysis 
is ‘‘a major surgical operation ‘per- 
formed without an anesthetic,” and 
he has not always viewed. with favor 
attempts to extend the application of 
his doctrines. 


It must be said, however, that the 
movement with which his name is the 
one most generally associated is of 
too far-reaching importance to remain 
under his exclusive control. He de- 
clared upon one occasion that he- had 
never dreamed that he would attract 
during his own lifetime more than a 
very modest following; but he has, in 
a way, paid the penalty of succeeding 
better than he had hoped. Instead of 
merely founding another school of 
psychopathology he planted a seed 
from which in a marvelously short 
time has sprung up a whole forest. 
He is thus in the position of a man 
who can no longer control what was 
once him. He has, however, shown 
some disposition to wish to maintain 
such control, and it is undoubtedly 
one of his defects that though he is 
not averse to modifying his own con- 
ceptions from time to time he shows 
little. disposition to accept either 
criticism or suggestion from others. 


Two Other Chief Schools. 
Aside from his own there are today 


two chief schools of psychoanalysis. |' 


One is headed by Adler, whose system 
of ‘‘Individual Psychology” is par- 
ticularly concerned with the study of 
the effects in the individual of con- 
flict between a sense of inferiority 
and the egotistic impulses. Another, 
headed by Jung, has devoted itself to 
an investigation of the chief psycho- 
logical types into which humanity 
may be divided. 

To the general public it is probably 
less the applications of psychaanalysis 
to the abnormal than to the normal’ 
mental phenomena which is of the 
greatest interest, and one may not 
read much contemporary history, biog- 
raphy, criticism, sociology..or even 
belles lettres without meeting many 
examples of its influence. Aside from 
the studies in all thése fields, which 
are definitely Freudian, influences of 
his work are strongly present in the 
most diverse kinds of. writing. In 
criticism, for example, one May men- 





STATE MAKES IT UNLAWFUL 
TO DESTROY WILD FLOWERS 





HE New York Legislature has en- 

listed in the campaign for the 

preservation of flowers, feathery 
ferns and showy shrubs growing wild 
along the highways, byways, in. the 
fields, forests and the swampy lands. 
Both houses at Albany recently passed 
an amendment to the Conservation act 
making it unlawful willfully to destroy 
trailing arbutus, flowering dogwood, 
mountain laurel and pink lady’s slip- 
per. 

This legislation is welcomed by the 
Wild. Flower Preservation Society of 
‘America in the fight it is carrying on 
all over the nation to check wanton 
destruction of wild plant life, a van- 
dalism which has been increasing since 
the automobile came into general use. 
Some city folk seem .to think that 
everything in what they call. ‘the 
country” is free for the taking. City 
joy riders who will stop their automo- 
bile in front of a farmer’s home, walk 
through the gate and brazenly pick 
the flowers in the front yard are not 
likely to hesitate to regard wild flow- 
ers as legitimate game. 

There is grave danger, members of 
the_Preservation Society say, that if 
the practice of robbing wild plants of 
their blossoms is not stopped the lands 
bordering dn public roads will soon be 
destitute of nature’s gay, ornamental 
coloring. Many motorists gather arms- 
ful of wild flowers without considering 
the injury done to the plant and are 
oblivious, apparently, of the fact that 


will wither ‘long before the despoilers 
reach their city homes. 


Some Seed Biennially. 


Dr. C. Stuart Gager and Dr. Arthur 
H. Graves of the Brooklyn Botanical 
Gardens point out that some of the 
most beautiful wild flowers are bien- 
Mials, that is, they seed only in the 
second year. ‘The picking of a flower 
from these plants means the absence 
of just so many seeds over a consid- 
erable period of time. The fringed 
gentian, a magnificent blue bloom witb 
petals an inch across, is a biennial, yet 
it is. ruthlessly robbed by. persons ig- 
norant of its habits. - 

The holly,-Dr. Gager says, is_rapidly 
disappearing from Long Island. Very 
little of it is left except at the extreme 
east end of the island. It is still fairly 
plentiful in certain parts of New Jer- 
sey. Apprehension is felt by Ic vers of 
wild flowers respecting a rare yariety 
of fern, the hart's tongue, which 
grows wild in only’ two “laces in the 
.eastern. ‘part: of the United States, 
Onondaga and Madison Counties, New 
York, and in par#s of Tennessee. This 
fern has.a dark green, strap-shaped 
leaf on @ plant about a foot- high. “In 
an effort .to’ preserve this. fern the 
Brooklyn ' Gardens . are ‘propagating, 
1,000 of the plants, which will be dis-

Nature Societies to Convene Here to Plan 
Further Checks on Vandalism 


Time was, not many years ago—at 
the beginning of the ‘‘auto era’’—when 
the small pink flowers of the profusely 
blossoming trailing arbutus abounded 
in season on Long Island. The blooms 
gave forth a very delicate perfume 
which made them exceedingly popular 
—too popular, because it was this fas- 
cinating odor that led to their ready 
sale.in bouquets on city streets and by. 
country boys and gir on the out-of- 
town highways. Dr. Gager suggests! 
that lovers of wild: flowers refuse to 
buy arbutus bloss: ms and so discour- 
age the itinerant hawkers. This, he 
thinks, would contribute to the preser- 
vation of the plants; 


Meeting to Check Vandalism. 


The arbutus needs all the- State’s 
watchfulness if it to be preserved. 
It has. become rarer, season by sea- 
son, Now it is found only in places 
distant from train traveled roads. The 
same is reported of the flowerirg dog- 
wood, formerly common along the 
highways, The flowers of the dog- 
wood wilt within a few minutes of 
plucking and there is no justification 
for picking them. The bloom of the 
wild geranium, too, fades shortly after 
it is picked; Other flowers under the 
trotecting eye of the Preservation So- 
ciety are red columbine, lotus, cardinal 
flower, white trillium, lady’s slipper, 
Dutchman’s breeches, blood-root and 
meidenhair fern, 

The picking of a flower does not 
necessarily destroy. the plant; it is the” 
manner of the picking, that does the 
damage. Many persons jerk the deli- 
cate blossoms violently from the stems, 
often disturbing the roots of the 
nlant or leaving wounds which ‘invite 
fungous growth and disease. Flowers 
are properly cut from woody plants 
only near the base and plenty of 
blooms should be left to go to seed 
and so provide new plants the follow- 
ing season, 

A meeting of the leading flower and 
botanical associations in the East has 
been called for May 28 in New York 
to discuss plans for further. checking 
of vandalism in the fields. Among the 
organizations to be represented at this 
gathering are The Torrey Botanical 
Club, The New. York Bird and Tree

Consider what this means to the 
Aretice explorer. With a portable re- 
ceiving set he can pick up a large part 
of the daily international program of 
weather reports, either directly as 
broadcast. from long-range stations in 
the temperate zone or as relayed for 
hig special benefit from more norther- 
ly points. Maps drawn from these re- 
ports, even though they relate mainly 
te remote regions of the world, fre- 
quently show the development and 
movements of storms and other condi- 
tions that exterid their influence far 
within the Arctic zone.

Moreover, many weather stations re- 
porting by radio are located within 
the ¢ircumpolar area itself. Such sta- 
tions have been established in North- 
ern. Alaska, Canada, Scandinavia, 
Siberia, Spitzbergen, Jan Mayen, Ice- 
land and Greenland. This radio has 
put the Arctic on the weather map 
and has put the weather map into the 
hands of Arctic explorers. 


outstanding facts of Arctic meteorol- 
ogy. These facts are obviously of 
the utmost tmportance to the men en- 
gaged in the renewed campaign of po- 
lar exploration; they are of perennial 
romantic interest to the world at 
large; and, as we are coming more 
and more to realize, they have prac- 
tical bearings upon’ the affairs of 
people who never go within a thousand 
miles of the Arctic Circle. The atmos- 
phere is the biggest piece of conveying 
machinery on earth. Like the endless 
belts of a factory, it is continually 
moving its freight — weather — from 
one place to another. Much of our 
American weather comes from the far 
North. Indeed, according to a belief 
that has lately takén a firm hold on 
the minds of meteorologists, the 
weather of the temperate zone is 
mostly a mixture of polar and equa- 
torial weather, in which now one ele- 
ment and now the other predominates. 

The so-called polar front hypothesis, 
which” embodies this idea, ascribes 
most of our storms and day-to-day 
weather changes to an incessant in- 
terplay of polar and equatorial air 
currents, differing markedly from 
each ‘other in temperature and hu- 
midity. One of the Arctic expeditions 
projected for the present year—that 
which Professor W. H. “obbs of the 
University of Michigan is organizing 
—ts expected by its promoter to dem- 
onstrate that an intimate relation ex- 
ists between the winds of Greenland 
and the storms of Western Europe. 
Professor Hobbs’s views on this subject 
were set forth in THe New YorK 
Times of Feb. 14. 


Warmth in Arctic Circle. 


Many attempts have been miade in 
recent years by popular expositors— 
with what success I am unable to say 
—to disabuse the public mind of the 
old-fashioned delusive notion that the 
polar regions are always and every- 
where extremely cold in comparison 
with. the rest of the world. One writer 
who has often dealt with this delusion, 
as with many others relating to his 
happy hunting ground, is Vilhjalmur 
Stefansson. Describing one of his ex- 
periences in the “trpeen” North, he 
says: 

“I spent the Summer of 1910 from 
fifty to seventy-five miles north of the 
Arctic Circle in Canada, northeast of 
Great Bear Lake, and for six weeks 
the tempera ure rose to the vicinity 
of 90 degrees in the shade nearly every 
day. Neither-.did it fall low at night, 
fer im that region the sun does not 
set and there is no respite through 
the cooling darkness. The sun™ beat 
down on us-from a cloudless sky as 
it ‘continued its monotonous circling, 
and all of my party agreed we had 
never in our experience. suffered as 
much from cold as we suffered from 
heat that Summer. The distress was 
augmented by the unbelievable num- 
ber of pests of the insect world— 


Now let us glance at some of the/ 





mosquitos, sandflies, horseflies. and 
80 on.** 

By way of contrast to this .experi- 
ence I may mention that I once spent 
nine months at Colon, on the Isthmus 
of Panama, in charge of a meteoro- 
logical station, and during that time 
never once recorded a temperature 
above 89 degrees. Thus, temperature 
does not depend wholly or even chiefly 
upon latitude, though of course lati- 
tude has something to do with it. 

Meteorological Paradoxes. 

The facts about heat and cold in the 
Arctic as set forth in scientific litera- 
ture are rather more sensational than 
the fables that have been handed 
down on the same subject. Suppose, 
for example, you are traveling north in 
midsummer from latitude 60 (the lati- 
tude of Southern Norway) to the Pole. 
The meridian altitude of the sun will 
steadily diminish as you proceed, 
and the more and more acute angle of 
the sun’s rays will tend to diminish 
your supply of solar heat; but the ef- 
fect of the increasing length of .the 
day—and of the continuous day north 
of the Arctic Circle—is so much more 
important that you will actually get 
more heat per twenty-four hours the 
further north you go. 

One of the most remarkable of scien- 
tific paradoxes is that at the Summer 
solstice the North Pole receives a 
larger share of heat per day from the 
sun than is received by any other 
part of the earth at any time of the 
year—except the South Pole at the 
Winter solstice. This does not mean, 
however, that the weather at either 
pole is particularly warm in Summer. 
The air is kept cold by the ice-covered 
land or sea beneath it. According to 
Mohn’s charts, the mean temperature 
at the Nerth Pole in July is a little 
below the freezing point (82 degrees 
Fahrenheit), as compared with a mean 
of 40 degrees below zero at the same 
place in January. Warm sunshine is 
found everywhere in the Arctic on 
clear Summer days. The dryness of 
the air, moreover, permits free passage 
of the ultra-violet rays that cause 
sunburn, especially at the levels trav- 
eled by aircraft. 

Another curious fact about Arctic 


temperature is that the coldest Winter 


weather does not occur anywhere near 
the Pole, but close to the Arctic Cifcle, 
in Northern Siberia. The village of 
Verkhoyansk, formerly utilized by the 
Russians as a penal settlement; reg- 
isters lower temperatures than any 


other place on earth ate which mete- | 


orological observations are maintained. 
Though this place has warm Sum- 
mers, ‘with occasional temperatures 
above 90, the thermometer has read 
as low as 90 degrees below zero there 
in ,Winter. Professor Hobbs thinks 
that even colder weather occurs in 
Winter on the summit of the Green- 
land ice cap, where the great altitude 
must hive a marked effect in depress- 
ing the temperature, but we have as 
yet no positive knowledge on this 
point. 

One of the most important facts 
bearing upon the temperature of the 
Arctic is that the larger part of this 
area is occupied by a deep ocean. It 
is not frozen, except to a slight extent 
at the surface, and therefore its tem- 
perature cannot be lower than the 
freezing point of sea water—say about 
80 degrees Fahrenheit: This enormots 
reservoir of relatively warm water is 
comparable in its effects to the het- 
water heating system, of a house, 

The layer of six or eight feet of ice 
that covers more or Jess of the polar 
sea, according to season, though not 
a good conductor of heat, is by. no 
means an absolute insulator; it per- 
mits the steady passage. of ~ heat 
through it. Dr. H. A. Sverdrup, who 
had charge of the scientific work :on 
board the Maud during her recent

**"The veterans of the ‘allied oni 
diated nations engaged in the World 
War are not entangled with politics. 

“They can take a clearer and more 

’ direct view of international affairs 
than politicians working for party 
ends. War is the sternest school of 
reality. there is, so you will find. that 
the: veterans of the world struggle 
‘want reality and not make-believe ta 

. international affairs. Fidac is work- 
Sing definitely to prevent the recur- 
rence of any such calamity as the 
World War.”’ 

In those words Lieut. Col. leila 
R. Crosfield, D. S. O., President of 
Fidac, described the viewpoint of the 
interaliied organization the other day. 
He had just arrived in this ceuntry 
from England for the purpose of fur- 
ther stimulating the support of Anier- 
ican veterans in the work for endur- 
ing world peace. ‘*I look on the Amer- 
ican Légion as a tremendous force: for 
good,”” he said, “but it will surpass 
all its previous efforts if it throws 
itself with all its remarkable energy 
into the cause of the preservation of 
universal concord.’ 

. Fidac Relieves Tensions. 

The ‘European veterans’ legions 
composing Fidac may be regarded as 
a miniature League of Nations already 
in active operation, tp judge from 
some of the results which Colonel Cros- 
field describes. 

“We are working in the cause of 
_ friendship, to keep up the comrade- 
* ship of the battlefield which was such 
a precious asset in the dark days of 
1914-18," he said. ‘*Do you want an 
example of how the tie that binds 
veterans together can have its effect 
on their respective nations? Three 
“years ago, at the time of the Fidac 
convention in Brussels, the tension be- 
tween Great Britain and France was 
very great over the Ruhr situation. 
The British and French ex-soldiers of 
Fidac got right down to the proposi- 
tion and thrashed out the viewpoints 
of the opposing nations in the spirit 
of comrades, not of politicians. As a 
result all friction and misunderstand- 
ing was removed without difficulty. 

“The agreement which the Fidac 
veterans réached got back to the pub- 
lic of both Great Britain and France 
through their organizations, and almost 
immediately afterward the political 
tension between the two countries dis- 
appeared. I feel very strongly that 
this work of the veterans improved 
the international climate and allowed 
the statesmen to reap an excellent 
harvest. 

“Not so long ago a good deal of 
trouble was being caused in Yugo- 
slavia between the hotheads of that 
country and those of Italy over the 
Dalmatian coast. It looked as though 
trouble—serious trouble—might de- 
velop at almost any moment. Once 
More it seemed time for Fidac to ex- 
tend whatever assistance lay in its 
power. The head of the Serbian 
veterans’ association told me of the 
situation a few months ago and 
declared that if the Italian veterans’ 
organization would do its best to re- 
atrain the hotheads among its natfon- 
als the Serbian ex-soldiers would 4 
the same. The Italian organization, 
which is a splendid one, went imme- 
@iately to work and the Yugoslav 
association attended to its part of the 
bargain. Within a short space of time 
Italy and Yugoslavia concluded a defi- 
mite peace treaty, and there were no 
more signs of the turbulence over the 
Dalmatian coast question.”’

Fidac Blinks No Facts. 

“Germany has formed numerous so- 
cieties of specialists—rifle corps, avia- 
tion groups, engineers and so forth. 
It is estimated that the rifle associa- 
tions have a membership of 420,000; 
volunteer aviation  sotieties have 
reached the number of 147, and the 
engineering auxiliary bodies total 90,- 
000 men. There also are officers’ and 
patriotic organizations that have en- 
rolled 2,000,000. Fidac is not but 
against Germany, but we are definitely 
against the aggréssive party in Ger- 
many. We point to its existence and 
ask this question: Is it not necessary 
for the war veterans of.the Allies to 
remain united so that our countries 
will likewise remain united? 

“If Human means can accomplish 
it, the veterans of Fidac’ intend to 
see that the world is free from the 
menace of. any such catastrophe as 
Swept over it in the years of the war. 
We believe that if the allied veterans 
remain solidly together it will be one 
of the best and most practical means 
of preventing war parties in what- 
ever land they exist from breaking 
the peace. Fidac has no desire to 
stir up hatred against any nation or 
nations. The veterans are consistent- 
ly striving to promote good-will be- 
tween the various peoples. However; 
we have no intention of. blinking any 
facts when we come across them. 


To Confer with Germans. 


“A war party—and a powerful war 
party—existe today in Germany. It is 
quite true that Germany has been dis- 
armed materially, but none the less a 
large section of her people have not 
yet been disarmed mentally. An ag- 
gressive war spirit is especially notice- 
able among the members of the rising 
generation and, above all, in the stu- 
de..t classes. 

‘‘The entrance of Germany into the 
League of Nations and the ratification 
of the Locarno pact will doubtless 
promote the cause of international 
peace in a most substantial manner. 
Still, the allied war veterans do not 
believe in running any risks. They are 
bent on showing a united front to this

Italy lost .650,000 men. The United

the tremendous sum of £664,000,000, 
a figure larger. than the whole pre- 
war debt of the empire; she has 
2,000,000 beneficiaries of war pen- 
sions, 330,000 war arphans, -40,000 
men with either a leg or an arm gone 
and 1,744-blind veterans. Those are 
a few figures of what war can cost 
a nation.

day for the first time in a little settle- 
ment called Belroil, in Gloucester 
County, Va., where his father, a 
Methodist minister, had a charge in 
1851. Walter was still a mere babe 
however, when the father was mov 
to the Harrisonburg charge by the 
Methodist Conference. That early re- 
moval from the scene of Walter’s 
birth is undoubtedly the cause for 
error made by biographers as to the 
place of Dr. Reed’s nativity. 
Americans in future will have no

Fame a Bore to Novelist Spurning This Year’s Prize—Others 
Include Son of Creator of “Uncle Remus” and 
Playwright Who Dislikes Theatre 


By STEUART M. EMERY. 
HE personalities behind the 
works honored Iast week by the 
1925 Pulitzer prizes in ‘jout- 
nalism and letters leap forth in 
vivid-incidents“and flashing sidélights 
that have seldom been equaled sirice 
the establishment of the award. 
Not the least vivid incident was the 
refusal of the author of the prize-win- 
ning novel to accept his award. He 
fis a celebrity who has declared that 
“being famous is a good joke, but 
sometimes it’s a great bore.’’ The au- 
thor of the play selected by the Pulit- 
zer Committee of Award locked himself 
in a dressing room the night of its 
tumultuous premiére and refused to’ be 
drawn forth to receive the applause 
of the audience. 
The poetry prize was given to a 
leader of the ‘‘new verse’’ movement 
almost a year to a day after. her 
death. The recipient of the award for 
the best example during 1925 of a 
reporter’s work risked his life hour 
after hour while he fought to save 
the life of a trapped man. The 
biographer honored presented to the 
world. an illuminating study of the 
famous physician who suffered as few 
prominent men have suffered through 
being the victim of garbled accounts 
of a speech which reported him as 
declaring that all men over 60 should 
be chloroformed. 
The fighting editor. whose newspa- 
_per received a gold medal for ‘‘the 
most disinterested ana meritorious 
public service” of 1925 is the son of 
Joel Chandler Harris, whose ‘‘Uncle 
Remus’’ will never be forgotten. And 
\the writer of the prize-winning edi- 
torial learned the art of stirring read- 
ers’ thoughts and sympathies under 
the great Charles A. Dana. 
**Arrowsmith’s’’ Author, 
Sinclair Lewis, who wrote ‘‘Main 
Street’’ and ‘“Babbitt’’ and. - then 
spurned the Pulitzer prize for ‘‘Arrow- 
smith,’’ stood in a Kansas City pulpit 
not long ago, and, drawing forth his 


watch, challenged God to ‘strike him |- 


dead. ‘‘Here is a lovely chance for 

God to show what He can do if he is 

a Fundamentalist God,” he was quot-, 

ed as saying. Lewis isa novalist who 

when he gestures does so vigorously. 

“Main Street’? made him . ous, 

“Babbitt” added to this fame and 

rowsmith’’ fixed his position as a _mas- 

ter of social satire and a wielder of 
the bludgeon against the complacency 
of America. 

In **Main Street’’ it was the small 
town he depicted with photographic 
realism. ~ ‘‘Babbitt’’ deftly . removed 
the epidermis of the business man of 
the Zenith City type. Now comes the 
practiced pen that is turned into a 
scalpel in “Arrowsmith,’’ an attack 
upon the commercialism of medical 
men who seek to exploit the latest 
discoveries for their own profit. 

At 34, George Kelly is also a celeb- 
rity—one who shuns the limelight on 
all occasions and cannot be persuaded 
to ascend the stéps of the lecture 
platform or even address club gath- 
erings. He has been acting since he 
was 19 and writing since he was 24. 
The ‘*Torch-Bearers'’ was a shining 
beacon when it arrived on Broadway 
a few seasons back. ‘*The Show-Off’’ 
was recommended by the 1924 Pulit- 
ger play jury for the prize, but they 
were overruled by the advisory board. 
‘Then came ‘‘Craig’s Wife,’’ which 
won the Pulitzer award this year. 

A Composite Character. 

‘‘Craig’s Wife’’ is a study of a wo- 
man whose one aim in life is to attain 
security through her marriage. She 
wants a house, the comforts of life, 
and she has every intertion of getting 
them. Harriet Craig’s efforts are di- 
‘rected to bringing her husband com- 

» pletely under her domination and by so 
doing to rule their home. She dis- 
likes his friends and rhe is fiercely 
jealous of every woman who enters 
the door. In the end her husband 
learns the -truth and leaves her, the 
servants depart, her niece joins the 
general exit and she is alone in her 
victory—the possession of a house that 
is .hers, to be sure, but in which she 
is the sole tenant. 

“‘Who .. Mrs. Craig?’’. 

“She is a composite character,’’ said 
George Kelly. “I have seen hundreds 
of them in real life. When they 
marry they want to know one thing 
and one thing only: Where do I get 
off in this partnership? If you ever 

hear’ a man remarking, “My wife 

_ Bays,’ then you may be sure you are 
in the presence of Mrs. Craig’s hus- 
band.’’ 

Kelly’s Letters. 

Hundreds of letters have come to 
Mr. Kelly asking him to tell how he 
writes his plays.

negro and against lynching.’’ 


Story of a Bitter Fight. 

The story of the fight of Mr. Harris 
against the Klan and other evils is 
best told in his own words: 

‘*From the moment I assumed edi- 
torship of The Enquirer-Sun the origi- 
nal program of a fight against the 
cowardly masked gang was broadened 
out. My first editorial was entitled 
‘Putting Out < Fire With Gasoline,’ 
and criticized adversely Judge George 
F. Munro in connection with the 
change in venue for a murder case. I 
was arrested and brought before the 
Court on the charge of contempt and 


‘| there stated my views on what a news- 


paper should stand for and the im- 
perative need for a free press. I was 
dismissed with a warning; the Judge 
was defeated at the next election. 

‘*For more than five years The En- 
quirer-Sun has fought the Klan, de- 
nouncing it-as 100 per cent. un-Ameri- 
can and as a cowardly masked gang, 
which attempted to usurp the rights of

anonymous threats.

Gentiles," ‘Down with .the Jews,’

and.efforts to get any strength have 
failed.

“Along with the fight against the 
Klan The Enguirer-Sun took up the 
cudgels ‘for religious tolerance and jus- 
tice to the negro. In the face of what 
I call a banal and overworked slogan 
of ‘It’s Great to Be a Georgian,’ Which 
the present Governor either originated 


for adopted, The Enquirer-Sun has told 


without reserve what it believes to be 
the truth about the State, using such 
captions as ‘The Empire State of Illit- 
eracy,’ ‘The Invisible Empire State,’ 
‘The Lynching of a Lunatic Negro’ 
and ‘Thirteen Little King Canutes.’ 
The last caption was the opening gun 
The Enquirer-Sun’s campaign 
against the anti-evolution bill which 
was recommended for passage by the 
so-called legtslative committee on edu- 
cation, 

“Georgia legislators. made a feeble 
flutter in 1925-to bring up the bill to 
prohibit.the teaching of the theory of 
evolution, but so many Georgia news- 
papers opened fire on them that the 
matter was dropped. Nothing was 
heard of it. in the extra session just 
ended. 

“It was The Enquirer-Sun which 
uncovered the fact that Governor CHf- 
ford Walker of Georgia,.after publicly 
announcing that he was going to Phil- 
adelphia for a rest, had sneaked to 
Kansas.

Nerves and React to Shock md Stimulants

ROM India comes Sir_Jagadis 
Chandra. Bose, scientist, to re- 
veal.to the world the strange 
knowledge thai the life of the 


_ vegetable kingdom is more nearly like}. 


the life of the animal ‘kingdom than 
men have supposed. It is his thesis 
that the heart.of a wayside flower is 
not a mere figment of the poet’s imag- 


ination, but exists in' reality es a pul- 


gating physical organ. 


-@handra Bose, the most famous sci- 
éntist that India has produced, lec- 
tures before learned audiences on the 
new. marvels his research has dis- 
closed. But if one visits him in his 
temporary laboratory in London in the 
hope of seeing a flower expressing pain 
or pleasure or of witnessing the effects 


ef alcohol and drugs on carrots and |' 


turnips, one is disappointed. This new 
wise man from the East is reticent. 

One of his most important experi- 
ments is concerned with the action of 
snake poison, the venom of the deadly 
cobra, on the heartbeats of a plant. 
For Sir Jagadis showed long ago that 
plants. have a heart in. many ways 
similar ‘to the elongated heart found 
in the lower orders of life, such as 
the earthworm. By-a device of mar- 
velous delicacy, the crescograph, he 
is able to observe the reactions of the 
vegetable heart to minute doses of the 
poison, and has discovered that it 
behaves almost as gn animal’s heart 
behaves under the same conditions. 

By this startling discovery the scien- 
tist has taken a great stride toward 
substantiating his belief that plants 
are akin to man and the animals in 
possessing pulsating hearts, which 
serve a function like that of our own 
and are sensitive to stimulants and 
Poisons. He teaches, too, that ner- 
vous «ystems capable of experiencing 
gensations of pleasure and pain are 
@n essential part in the’ physical make- 
up of members of the Tomine king- 
dom. 

Plants and Alcohol. 


In his laboratory at the Bose Re- 
gearch Institute in Calcutta, an in- 
stitution famous wherever scientists 
gather, Sir Jagadis. has conducted ex- 
periments which show that. alcohol, 

» administered in small dosés, .will aid 
the oxygen formation in-a flower or 
shrub, but that once the plant over- 
steps the margin of propriety :and 
drinks to excess its growth becomes 
at once retarded.

A dose of thyroid 
extract at a dilution of one in a bil- 
lion has increased the vitality..of a 
plant by 40 per ceft., while a dilution 
of ten times that strength caused 100 
per cent. increase in vitality.”

As far back as.1919 Chandra Bose 
announced the discovery of a degree 
of sensitiveness in a plant far surpass- 
ing the sensitiveness of animals or 
human beings. He had discovered 
that the long ether. waves used in 
radio signalling are received by plants, 
which give measurable reactions to 

. these electric impulses.

This tree, 
which was known among the. natives 
of the place as the “praying palm,’’ 
made a practice every evening, at the 
time when the temple bells were. call- 
ing the people to prayer, of: bowing 
itself toward the ground as if in an 
act of religious devotion.

The Palm Tree’s Secret. 

Considerable diffictilty was experi- 
enced by Sir Jagadis in obtaining per- 
mission to investigate the mystery, As 
it was feared that the . miraculdéus 
power might be dissipated. But whéti 
it was shown that the instrument‘ te 
be used -had been made in the sciéfi- 
tist’s own laboratory, and that the 
assistant who would attach it -to thé 
tree. was himself the son of a priest, 
all objection vanished.

But that plants- do indulge in rest- 
ful naps like human beings he. has 
also proved. *A. special. instrument 
was devised which gave to a mimosa 
plant a shock every hour throughout: 
the twenty-four and recorded the're- 
sponse of the plant. Then the lazy 
habit of the mimosa was found out. 
It is a very late riser, lying long abed 
in’ the mornings and not becoming 
fully alert.until midday. It stays up 
late, too, not retiring before midnight, 
when it becomes letHargic, although it 
does not really begin to sleep until the 
early hours of the morning. 


He Seeks No Profit. 

Such are-a few of the discoveries 

of this wizard who has broken through 
the supposed barriers between animal 
life and. the so-called inanimate things 
of nature. They are the discoveries of 
@ man who in his appearance has far 
more of the poet and dreamer than of 
the scientist. His face is the face of a 
Lvisionary who burns continually with 
some inner fire of idealism. He has, 
in fact, been accused of being an ideal- 
ist unpractical in the extreme, for he 
has time and again refused to make 
for himself the profits -which should 
justly accrue to him from the ap- 
paratus-he has invented. In one in- 
stance, when he himself refused to 
patent a new instrument a friend took 
out the American patent rights in “Sir 
Jagadis’s “name, but the migTDe CF 
would not take advantage of his rig 
and allowed the patent to lapse.

This colossal struggle, then, has 
been going on for a century.

With possiblé exception of used 
care that have been employed as dem- 
@nstrators? the wares of the second- 
hand motor mart require special at- 
“tention wntil they are properly sea- 
fponed and acclimated to\their new en- 

vironment. This may be a new view 

in oar ownership, but the need for 
better service and «are for used cars 
is as old as the-first trade-in. : 
A car may be in excellent shape 
from the viewpoint of the neéds of thé 
Original owner, but it may be a com- 
failure In the hands of the sec- 
(ond owner until adjusted to his style 
of transportation. This was illustrated 
in the case of an original owner who 
_ kept the engine timed and adjusted 
for speed. In a demonstration of the 
“ear to the second owner speed was 
emphasized and the buyer was deeply 
_-\ampressed. But speed was not his 
meed. When he got the car he kept 
the speedometer calm, thereby con- 
ecentrating upon a range of ‘the car's 
performance. It did not produce the 
best results and he felt that he had 
gotten the poor end of the bargain. 
Study Used Car Carefully. 

If he had studied the car carefully 
and tuned it up, instead of assuming 
, that because it had been in use it was 
" primed for work, he would have -dis- 
covered wherein his particular trans- 
portation needs necessitated a change 
in. adjustment. He would have had 
the engine timed a little slower. 

There are many instances. where 
used cars have undergone major .re- 
pair work of a nature that requires 
the utmost care on the part of the 
new owner. Suppose, for instance, 
that the engine block has been re- 





been tightened and new oversize pis- 


tons instalied-in the’ cylinders. Is it 
reasonable for the new Owner to ex- 
pect to get normal results the mo- 
ment he takes the wheel? 

Breaking in a car with a rebored 
cylinder block requires. skill if the 
life of the-engine is to be considered. 
It is a moré difficult task than break- 
ing a brand new engine, becauge fac- 
tory precision is not available in the 
average run of repair shops and there 
is trot such a wide assortment of parte 
to select from. The chances of in- 
stalling an oversize piston which is a 
trifle too large are great. The tight 
piston, combined with the new own- 


er’s mistaken idea that a used car is, 


ready for hard work, may be suffi- 
cient to score a cylinder and mee the 
Job. 

“Because drivers have their puchtine’ 
ities there is no reason to expect that 
if a car has been a success in the 
hands of the original owner it will be 
an equal success in the hands of the 
new possessor. There are instances 
where drivers have gone 15,000 miles 
or more without a single adjustment 
of the clutch and where with the same 
driver at tle wheel another 10,000 
trouble-nroof miles could be expected. 
Yet the m2w owner will take the wheel 
and have clutch trouble’ in no time 
simply because he happens to be the 
sort of. drjver who rides the clutch 
by keeping his foot poised upon it. 
This ts simply an unconscious form 
of slipping the clutch and is even more 
injurious than deliberate attempts to 
help the engine pull the car over the 
top of a steep hill in high by press- 
ing out the clutch a little. 

The used car may be asked to 

operate under a set of circumstances 


far different than when in the hands 


of its original owner. It may make 
daily runs over a hard stretch of 
rough road, straining the steering 
mechanism and bringing to light cer- 


tain matters of adjustment and lubri- | 


cation that were not of great import- 
ance when the car rolled over a smooth 
boulévard. ~ 

Frequently the care that the orig- 
inal owner gave a cat may be of lit- 
tle value to the next owner, One 
rhan may be very careffl to keep the 


leaves free of rust. When the new 

owner comes to make the ‘car get 

down to business these matters quick- 
ly come to. light,

sists that the matter be looked into. 
This step saves: many & "dollar for the 
owner and reputation for the dealer, 
because it frequéntly. happehs that a 
minor adjustment or a replacement 
will ward off ‘serious /trouble. 

But what does the buyer of the used 
car do when something seems to be 
going wrong with his purchase? Does 
Hie take the car to a shop immediately 
and take precautions against serious 
trouble? 


On the contrary, he figures that 
whatever is wrong is simply the pen- 
alty for .buying a uséd product. He 
seems to assume that his new trouble 
was one of the “jokers’’ and that if 
he took the car back to the man who 
#old it to him he would be greeted by 
the statement that he should have 
bought a new car. 

Even where dealers guarantee their 
used cars buyers make this mistake. 
They assumeé that the little things that 
go wrong with their cars are to be ex- 
pected. simply ‘because the cars are 
second-hand. ‘ 

This is a mistake, because minor 
troubles are always insurance against 
Serious breakdowns. Having a small 
thing attended to saves many an im- 
pressive repair bill. A point for used 
car buyers to bear in mind is that 
the parts of their newly. acquired 
property are older than corresponding 
parts in new cars and can stand less 
neglect. 

Wise owners of used cars will see 
that their property goes to the service 
station for the particular make during 
the first thousand miles or so of ser- 
vice during the second lease on life, 
if for no other reason than to be 
sure that everything is receiving 
proper attention.

These 
waves cannot be heard in New York, 
but Australian and South African 
listeners tune in the $2.79-meter pro- 
grams as if they were from a local 
station.

There is also a sidehinontiadd half-wave 
antenna, which, according to reports, 
works better than the vertical wire for 
transmissions north and south. Key 
West gets the signals from the hori- 
zontal wire louder than those from the 
vertical aerial. California noticed no 
difference. It is hoped by the en- 
gineers that the Arctic fliers will -ob- 
serve which aerial projects the mes- 
sages with most intensity into the 
polar regions.

FROM COMPASS STATIONS IN MONTH 





of the radio compass as an aid to 
navigation is revealed in the re- 
port that navy compass stations collec- 
tively, furnished to vessels, during the 
past month, a total of 19,952 bearings, 
of which 1,989 were for naval and 
17,963 were for merchant ships. 

A review of thé reports for the 
month show that Cape Hatteras has 
furnished the greatest number of ra- 
dio bearings, ledding with a total of 
1,337, while Poyners Hill was second 
with 1,240 to its. credit. Cape Look- 
out ranked third, having furnished 
1,019. Pensacola” furnished 78 bear- 
ings to aircraft, while three sos 
-| bearings. were handled by Cape Hen- 
lopen. Only about 4 per cent. of bear- 
ings requested -were not furnished.

ADIO fans in the vicinity of 

New York often ask why the 

programs of WGY. Schenec- 
tady, fade in and out of the metro- 
politan district. 

When asked to account for the 
waxing and waning, Harry Saden- 
water, engineer in charge of the 
technical operations of the station, 
said: ‘‘I am about convinced that 
the Hudson River is responsible. It 
seems to me that the waves travel 
more readily along the water and 
‘perhaps faster than over the land. 
The differences in the speed of the 
water and land waves and possibly 
an interaction between the two 
may cause the fading.’’ 

He said that the same might 
apply. to Long Island Sound and

He sald that when he 
returned home from a dinner engage- 
mént he found the Mayoress greatly 
upset and the Sheriff of the county 
had called up for information. 

The broadcasting company received 
hundreds of letters referring to the 
incident, but the letters of appreciation 
far exceeded the letters of protest. 

It was announced at the beginning 
of the broadcast that it was a farce, 
but the British Broadcasting Company 
ffankly confessed: afterward that the 
possibility of such a misunderstanding 
as actually was created was never 
foreseen.: Every item is edited two or 
three times before it is put on the air 
in England, and the news burlesque 
was censored in the regular way. But 
the difficulty and misunderstanding 
a@fdse when the people tuned in while 
the broadcast was in progress and 
therefore did not appreciate the humor 
Of the event. — ‘

QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS

UESTION—Recently I tuned in a 
Q station which announced repeat- 

edly ‘‘WORD broadcasting a 
watchtower service.” “The _position 
on my dials indicated a wave about 
275 meters, and the hour of broadcast- 
ing would indicate that it was a West- 
ern station. Can you tell me where it 
it located?—E. L. B. Amswer—Ba- 
tavia, TH. 

Question—I have a neutrodyne set 
balanced for five UV-201-A. tubes. 
The tubes test normal. The ‘‘A’’ and 
‘*B’’ batteries are of thé rechargeable 
type. The ground and antenna appear 
to be all right. It operates a loud- 
speaker with good volume, but lately 
stops for a minute or more ahd then 
starts again. It js not fading. caused 
by atrhospherie conditions. Can you 
suggest what might be the trouble? 
oO. S. Answer—Look ovér the entire 
receiving system, including the an- 
tenna and* ground, for a loose ‘con- 





nection. Pay particular attention to 
the contact springs in the sockets and 
jacks. Observe if the antenna or 
lead-in touch any objects that are not 
insulators. Inspect the ‘‘B’’ battery 
for a sediment which may have col- 
lected in the bottom of the cells-caus- 
ing a-short-circuiting effect. Be sure 
that the. ‘‘B’’ battery is properly 
charged. One of the fixed condensers 
in the set may be defective, 


Question—Please give me counsel on 
@ proposed change in my radio re- 
ceiver. I have a 6-tube Hafiscom 
second harmonic | super-heterodyne 
with storage battery tupes. Would it 
not improve the set matériall¥ to take 
out the two Thordarson standard 
8% to 1 ratio transformers and put in 
one new Thordarson R-200 with two 
additional stages of resistance coupled 
amplification and use a UX-112 or CX- 
112 power tube in the last audio 
socket. Would it be & worthwhile im- 
provement?

Question—What is a wave filter?— 
B. V. Answer—A wave filter is a 
system of coils and condensers and ré- 
sisters, or some of them, offering low 
impedence to certain frequeficies and 
higher impedence to other frequen- 
cies. A wave trap is a wave filter. It 
can be made by shunting about sixty 
turns of No. 22 wire wound on a $14- 
inch tube with a twenty-three-plate 
variable condenser. 

Question—I have had some trouble’ 
with my two-stage audio amplifier. It 
has a standard circuit. When the 
amplifier is out of circuit the rest of 
the circuit is O K, but when it ig 
hooked up with the detector there is 
a steady Whistle. I have tried ground. 
ing the cores, putting a condenser in 
several places, but the only way to 
stop the whistle is to put a finger on 
either grid binding post of the ampli- 
fying tubes. It is further improved 
by placing one finger on the grid and 
one on the A—; putting a condenser 
across these points does not stop it. 
The batteries are fresh and the tubes 
are O. K. Neither the tubes nor the 
transformers are too close togéther. 
The detector is the old Journal oné- 
knob circuit. When I throw the send- 
receive switch to send, that is, when I 
disconnect the aerial, the whistlé 
stops. The whistle is not present 
when the detector is being used alone. 
Could you suggest a remedy ?—R.” Pp. 
Jr, Answer—The transformers should 
be mounted at right angles to éach 
other. - Check over the wiring and be 


sure that no wires are too close to- 
gether and parallel, especially the grid 
and plate wires.

Darang Men Atise to Dispute Sir Robes Horne’s Statement 
| That the Unmarried. Male Is a Social Failure— | 
‘A Tax That Was Not Levied eM hey

IR ROBERT HORNE, formerly 
Chancellor of the British Ex- 
;chequer, speaking the other day 
; at the Glasgow Institute of 
Journalists, asserted that~a former 
Premier—the late Andrew Bonar Law 
~~ while Chancellor of the Exchequer— 
~ Nhad seriously considered a tax on 
bachelors and that the matter had 
only Keen dropped owing to the vigor=| 
@us opposition of Sir Robert himself.’ 
And to the Glasgow journalists he 
‘@ave the reason for his stand. A tax 
on bachelors, according to this bach- 
e@lor-financier, is,a tax on failure and 
‘mot. on success. It is a principle of 
taxation to levy dues on the success- 
ful and not on the failures; and to 
leyy them on unmarried men is to 
run contrary to this principle. 
“The statement, in so far as it con- 
Germs the relative success or failure 
of bachelors, is open to the charge of 
being so wide of the truth that it is) 
difficult to know whether Sir Rob- 
ert Horne was speaking seriously. 

If spinsters are to be regarded as 
the most pitied of the human species, 
it may.be no less true that bachelors 
are the. most cordially disliked’ as a 
“class. In all communities and at all 
times they have beer looked upon 
with disfavor, and few, save those 
who hoped to effect an immediate 
capture of one individual specimen, 
have ever had much good to say of 
them. The Spartans, in particular, 
were drastically severe in their at- 

* titude toward unmarriéd men, One of 
the penalties inflicted on them took 
the somewhat singular form of de- 
priving them of the privilege of at- 
tending the gymnastic’ exhibitions 
given by. the Spartan girls—a restric- 
tion, one imagines, which helped to 
defeat its own object. 

Taxes and Restrictions. 


French authorities in the days .of 
the great. revolution were also lack~- 
ing in cordiality in their relations with 
eligible. unmarried men. In 1795. the 
convention voted their exclusion from 
the Conseil des Anciens; a body, more 
or less corresponding to the modern 
French Senate. And across the Chan- 
mel, in England, State animosity to- 
ward bachelors at one e actually 
went to the length of imposing a tax 

on them. Under William TII a tax; 
vatying from 1 shilling to £210s, was 
levied on all unmarried men under 25," 
but the Jaw was revoked in 1706." 
Some years later, however, & form of" 
Gndirect taxation was imposed by 
forcing bachelors to pay heavier dues 
om their. men-servants then, those paid 
by other people, 

The. question has frequently been 
“gaised. since those days, particularly 
in. hard-pressed England, and Sir

cessful bachelors abound. . Many. of 
the greatest men who ever graced 
this globe by their existence went 
through life unwed, and to some the 
bachelor state a condition essen- 
tial to their succdss. Writers, poets, 
scientists, musicians, artists, philoso- 
phers, soldiers, empire  builders— 
names at the very pinnacle of fame 
in each of these fields of human 
greatness—belong to men who, never 

married. 

‘Was Voltaire a success, for exam- 
ple, or was he not? The man who 
helped to bring about the downfall of 
absolutism in France, who fought 
tooth and nail for liberty and tolera- 
tion, whose prose style remairis the 
model of all that is desirable in the 
written expression ot the French 
language—is he to be ranked as a 
failure? 

He was.a bachelor—a very hardened 
Bachelor. ‘We do not hear that he 
éver had the slightest desire to marry. 
It is true that he was for years de- 
voted to the blue-stocking Mme. du 
ChA&telet, but he was attracted by her 
mind as much as by her person; in- 
deed, probably more so, for the liaison 
terminated by the lady:taking another 
lover, the Marquis de St. Lambert, 
whose love was of a more romantic 

( mature than Voltaire’s. The man 
‘who Classes Voltaire as a failure cer- 
‘“tainly has strange standards of suc- 
cess for, judged even from the lowest. 
‘and most material standpoint—that of 
"money making—the great Frenchman 
‘does not fail. 
Flaubert Never Married. 

‘Flaubert—a giant in world literature 

» =never married. He wrote little, but 
with his ‘‘Madame Bovary” he: is 
‘usually considered to have reached 
the pitch of absolute perfection in 

_* novel writing. It might. be supposed 
that this blond Viking-looking man

“TY found her learned without pedan- 
try,’’ he wrote, ‘‘lively in conversa- 
tion, pure in sentiment, ‘and elegant in- 
mannets."* He tells us that ‘‘she 
listened to the voice of truth and 
passion, and I might presume to hope 
that I had made some impression on 
a virtuous heart.’’ But the young 
man's stern father would not hear of 
what he deemed to be so ‘‘strange”’ 
an ‘alliance, and the future author of 
‘The Decline and Fall’’ was curtly 
ordered to. bréak off his engagement. 


Macaulay Never in Love. 


Macaulay is known. never to have 
been in love, and his literary works 
reflect the lack of romance in his life. 
He was affectionate and unselfish in 
his disposition, characteristics by no 
means usual in the ordinary run of 
bachelors; hé loved children and was 
a good friend; but deep emotions were 
unknown to him. Respectable and re- 
spected, he died unwed. Yet, was he 
a failure for that? 

Whatever Sir Robert Horne may 
think about it, it is evident that Ma- 
caulay himself was not weighed down 
-+y any sense of failure. On the con- 
trary, when he reached his fiftieth 
birthday, on Oct. 25, 1859, he wrote: 
**"Well, Ihave had a happy life. I do 
not know that any one whom I have 
seen close has had a happier.’’ 


Other famous literary men who re- 
mained bachelors are Congreve, one 
or two of whose plays recently have 
been revived with such success in New 
York; Otway, Cowber, Pope, Gray, 
\Charles Lamb, Walter. Pater and 
‘Swinburne. Others, like Shakespeare 
and Byron (to mention only two), did 
get married—and, it is legitimate to 
suppose, wished that they had not. 

In acience, those two great figures 
Newton and Galileo were both un- 
married men. Newton had, no love 
affairs, but the Italian astronomer as 
@ young man was devoted to a certain 
Marina Gamba. 

Beethoven loudly Jamented his bach- 
elorhood. ‘‘Oh, God!” he cried, ‘‘let 
me at last find her who is destined to 
be tine and who shall strengthen me 
in virtue.” But the longed-for woman 
eluded him always. Why? It was no 
more difficult for.a man’ to find a wife 


Yet, in spite of. his intense desire to be} 
married, the composer died a bachelor, 
The truth is that Beethoven was 
even more generous than most. men 
in the scope of his perpetual: heart af- 
fairs. It is generally agreed that all 
these affairs were! honorable in their 
nature, but a coffee-house waitress in- 
spired him no less thap a countess, 
‘Women are apt to be distrustful of the 
declarations of passion of a man who 
gives no sign of the slightest discrimi- 
nation in choice or’ moderation in 
quantity. Beethoven was always in 
love—a state of affairs not well calcu- 


“lated to induce women to take him 


seriously. That was the trouble. 

But no one more unlike the typical 
eligible bachelor than Beethoven ever 
lived. The cold, calculating egoism of 
the well-to-do unmarried man, which 
makes him so disliked by the married 
of ‘both. sexes and so unsympathetic 


figure, judged merely as a specimen of 
the human male, was entirely absent 
in the make-up of the composer. Bee- 
thoven was a bachelor in spite of him- 
self, but none the less a success for 
all that. 

Many Bachelors vidtenaiite 

Philosophers are a class of men par- 
ticularly addicted to bachelorhood. 
Descartes betrayed no anxiety to wed, 
and Spencer said that. he had never 
been able to find a woman who was 
at once pretty and intellectual, and he 
would only marry one who was both. 
Schopenhauer was near marriage sev- 
eral times, and, 
agreeable things he said about women, 
was extremely susceptible to them. He 
admitted his loneliness, but insisted 
that his intellectual labors demanded 
solitude. ‘‘Were I a king,” he said, 
‘‘my first command would be ‘leave me 
alone!’ ’’—not a very promising state 
of mind for matrimony. 
was also ‘unmarried, as were Hume, 
Spinoza, Kant-and Bentham. 

Leonardo da Vinci was an unmarried 
man. So.was Turner, the landscape 
painter.‘ As a. young man ‘Turner 
wished to marry a girl of his ac- 
quaintance, but the affair was broken 
off owing to a misunderstanding. 
Reynolds, surely a successful painter 
if ever there was one, never married, 
and the large fortune he made with 
his ‘portraits was bequeathed to-fem- 
inine relations.

LEAGUE LABOR 
TO PASS. 


CONFERENCE 
ON 8-HOUR DAY 





Meeting at Geneva 


IN the eighth session of the 
International Labor Conference 

« of the, League of Nations opens 

in Geneva on May 25, there will be 
present the representatives of various 
Governments, labor unions and em- 
ployers’ associations. They will have 
before them the text of an agreement 
among the Labor Ministers of Great 
Britain, France, Germany, Belgium 
and Italy calculated to facilitate the 
early ratification by their. Govern- 
ments of the Eight-Hour Day Con- 
vention, which was adopted by the 
International Labor Conference at its 
session in Washington in 1919, 

Although the question of hours of 
work is not among the formal agenda 
of the Geneva session, it is expected 
that the London agreement will! come 
up for discussion and will probably be 
informally approved. Albert Thomas, 
Director of the International Labor 
office, attended the London meeting 
and is reported to ha’ e told newspaper 
men in Geneva that the outlook for 
ratification of the modified eight-hour 
convention by the leading European 
States has been greatly improved. 

As was pointed out by Prime Min- 
ister. Baldwin.in welcoming the labor 
ministers to London, workers. since 
the World War have feared that they 
might slip back into an economic con- 
dition lower than the one to which 
they had ‘succeeded in raising them- 
selves before the outbreak of hostili- 
ties. The international labor organiza- 
tion ‘was*set up principally to avoid 
this very: thing and to insure a uni- 


pose of such legislation is to prevent 
the employers of any one country 
using the inferior working conditions 
of another as a lever to effect eco- 
nomic changes injurious to the inter- 
ests of the workers, 


Difference of Opinion.

tion and maintenance workers, how- 
ever, were covered by it. That rail- 
roads come under the convention was 
affirmed, but existing exceptions were 
enlarged to cover almost all emergency 
work .and intermittent employment,,.

A leading bone of contention hin- 
dering the ratification of the eight- 
hour convention by Great Britain and 
Germany has been the interpretation 
of the meaning of Article 14, which 
reads: 

“The provisions of this convention 
may be set aside .in any country by 
the Government in case of a war or 
other events endangering the secur- 
ity of the nation.’’ 


German Reparations Question. ; 
During the discussions within and 
without the Parliaments of Germany 
and Great Britain, as well as of some 
other European countries, on ratifi- 
cation, it has been asserted that the 
necessity “of Germany raising the 
money needed to pay reparations un- 
der the Dawes plan might well be. put 
into the class of emergencies endan- 
ering the security of the ~ nation. 
This would take the railroads out of 
the eight-hour class, {t is argued. 
In. England some of the coal mine 
owners, .moreover, have averred that 
the very life of the empire depended 
upon the prosperity of their industry: 
The agreement reached in London 
reads: 

“Tt is agreed ‘that each Government 
will ‘insert Article 14 in its legisia- 
tion to carry out the convention, — 

“It is agreed (provisionally on: the 
part of Great Britain) that use can 
only be made of Article 14 In case 
of a crisis which affects the national 
economy to such an. extent that it- 
threatens the existence of the life of 
the people. An economic or commer- 
cial crisis, however, h concerns 
only special branches of industry can-

national safety within the meaning“of 
Article 14, so that in this case the 
suspension of the convention would

Water Is Very Rough. 


A day changing from the threat of 
rain to sunshine paid the penalty for 
it, for the wind, which had swept 
away the gray clouds of the morning, 
remained to kick up such a sea that 
the first race, the junior, was started 


an hour late. A false start, when 
Yale missed the starting signal, de- 
layed this another fifteen minutes. 

In the freshman ‘event, which was 
next, the Columbia bow jumped his

Crimson Varsity, Showing Ex- 
cellent Form, Leads Rival 
by Quarter Length. 


TIGER SECOND EIGHT WINS 


Conquers Harvard Juniors by 
Length on Lake Carnegie— 
150-Pound Race to M. I. T.

PRINCETON, N. J.,..May 8.—Har- 
vard’s perfectly trained and beauti- 
fully balanced varsity eight rowed vic- 
toriously across the finish line on Lake 
Carnegie this afternoon, leaving an 
outclassed but gamély fighting Prince- 
ton combination ‘barely a quarter of a 
length behind, 

The varsity time was unusually good, 
Harvard finishing ‘in 9.minutes 19 sec- 
onds and Princeton in 9 minutes 20 2-5 
seconds.

Pimlico Fixture Aiso Will Have Im- 
posing Array—Several Owners 
to Strive for Double. 


Today ushers in the most interesting 
and colorful week in the Spring racing 
season in the United States. Impor- 
tant stakes are to be contested at the 
‘various courses of the East and Middle 
West, all overshadowed, to be sure, by 
the Preakness tomorrow and the Ken- 
tucky Derby next Saturday. These 
historic contests attract the attention 
of horsemen throughout the thorough- 
bred world, not alone because each 
Carries the great sum of $50,000 in 
added money, but for the reason that 


they command the entries of the best 
three-year-olds of the country that are 
ready for the colors and bring to- 
gether as spectators sportsmen and 
sportswomen, members of society and 
leaders in politics and the professions 
, from every corner of the land. 

These two Spring classics of the turf 
@re doubly attractive this year be- 
cause of the quality of last season's 
juveniles. Not in many a year has 
there been such a crop of really good 
two-year-olds as in 1925, and almost 
the entire interest last season was in 
the competition in that division, due to 
the paucity of good three-year-olds and 
the limited number of first-class han- 
dicap horses. 

The three-year-old racing to” date 
has led to the belief that a large num- 
ber. of these youngsters have come on 
and will fight it out all season for the 
championship of their division. It is 
true that a great, many have devel- 
oped slowly and will, be unable to go 
to the post in either event.. Spring 
has been unusually tardy this year 
and weather conditions have precluded 
hurrying large numbers in their train- 
ing. Owners and trainers will take 
no chances with valuable horses by 
rushing them for racing over, a dis- 
tance so early in May, especially in 
view of the fact that there are plenty 
of other three-year-old stakes later in 
the season the winning of which bring 
high honors and much cash. 


First Preakness in 1873. 


The Preakness, to take them in, the 
e@rder in which they will be run, is the 
older of the twa fixtures, having been 
first. run in 1873; but it is. not of con- 
tinuous history, there having been a 
hiatus from 1889 to its revival -in 1909, 
during which time the 
Jockey, Club discontinued racing. The 
Kentucky Derby, on the. other hand, 
has been run without a single break 
since that day in 1875 when Aristides 
came home the winner. In those early | © 
days the Preakness was worth about 
$1,000 and the Derby Jess. than $3,000. 

While Maryland does not go holiday-., 
making on Preakness day, everybody 
in. Baltimore who.can get away ‘is .in 
the stands, in the paddock or. on the 
lawns for the running of the great 
race. at the Pimlico track. Society 
from New York, Philadelphia and 
Washington is in the clubhouse, while 
horsemen from everywhere are in at- 
tendance, many coming long distances 
‘td look over the field with a view: of 
getting a line on likely contenders for 
the Derby Stakes’ later in the week. 

Several horsemen are expected, as 
usual, to shdot for both. Only com- 
mander J. K. L. Ross’s Sir Barton has 
been successful in turning the trick, 
goo ring the double in 1919, with Johnny 

ftus in the saddle on both occasions. 
Indications are that the Preakness will 
be more of an Eastern affair, the 
Westerners concentrating most of 
their efforts on the Derby. Some sta- 
bles will split their forces rather than 
attempt to run their stars in races 
only five —_ apart. This will be 
done by W. R. Coe, who will:shoot at 
the Preakness with his speedy filly 
Black Maria, reserving his champion, 
Pompey, for the Blue Grass fixture.

time between now and 1936 and.take

“Such annexation might be conceiv- 

ble if there were any special reasons 

ior any one who has moved to West- 
chester County in order to get out of 
New York desiring to be taken back 
into New York as part and parcel of 
a wholesale moving day.

Regional Plan Committed Cites Inflax of Popalation Into Nassax 


County and Says Delay in Securing Rights of Way Will 
Prove Costly, in View of Great-Jncrease in Land veloms, 





The Committee on Reslonal Pian of 
New York and. Its Environs has made 
definite proposals for new. main auto- 
mobile - highways on -Long Island, 
connecting existing short stretches of 
road wherever possible for the sake of 
economy, and striking out into terri- 
tory which can be acquired with com- 
paratively little disturbance to existing 
developments. 

Leslie S. Baker, Secretary of the Re- 
gional Plan Organization, explains that | 
the plans call for segregation of com- 

mercial traffic into two separate ex- 
press roads, to be carried through level 
and non-picturesque country, avoiding 
sharp turns and steep grades. These 
express roads could be used by through 
motor shippers as well as local com- 
mercial traffic, which now ‘interferes 
with safe driving along the main high- 
ways. 

Proposes Two Speedways. 

‘The committee also proposes two ad- 
ditional speedways, for passenger cars 
whose drivers are out for a long ride 
or who want to spend their holiday in 
picnics or bathing at distant poin 
These speedways pass through 
attractive country.

"PRIME NERDS OF 
~~ QUEENS BOROUGH 


President Connolly’ Mentions 
Eight Requisites for That 
Community. 


FUNDS SLIGHTLY CURTAILED 


Urges Adequate Highways to Care 
for Increasing Population 
Toward the East. 


By MAURICE E. CONNOLLY, 
President Borough of Queens. 


| There are eight prime necessities for 
the Borough of Queens. In their order 
of importance they are sanitary con- 
weniences, which includes sewers in- 
einerators for destroying refuse, motor 
equipment for the Bureaus of High- 
Ways and Street Cleaning, highways 
- @f adequate width, with rapid transit, 
protection against fire, adequate water 


supply, elimination of grade crossings 
and acquisition of land for\parks and 
playgrounds. 

At the outset of the Administration 
which assumed control of the City 
Government at the beginning of the 
year, it was determined to make a sur- 
vey of the financial condition of the 
city. As a result it was proposed to 
restrict appropriation of funds for pub- 
lic_ improvements in our _ borough. 
Strong protest was made against the 
suggested limitation, and, I am able 
to say, the purse strings have been 
loosened, and, while we may not get 
all that we were led to believe last 
ear we would receive, we have done 

irly well and expect to do better. 

A few years ago there was consider- 
able criticism because we started to 
build sewers 92 inches in diameter. It 
Was argued that pipes considerably 
smaller in diameter would be ade- 
quate, and that it was improper to im- 
pose upon the taxpayers the cost of 
sewers, which, it was asserted, were 
double the size required. I think no 
one would make that argument today. 
Had we not carried out our plans and 
eonstructed large sewers they would 
now be inadequate. 


Great Sewer System. 


At the present time we are construct- 
ing a new sewer system in the Jamaica 
territory which will drain an area of 
seventeen square miles. This is a ter- 


ritory nearly as large as the whole of 
Manhattan, which is about nineteen 
square miles. This system we hope to 
have well on the way to completion by 
the Summer of 1927. -The total cost 
‘will bein excess of $20,000,000 of which 
about $11,000,000 now is available. This 
system includes both sanitary and 
atorm water sewers. 

Residents df the Jamaica section, the 
population of which has increased 
enormously in the past three years, 
have been subjected to the annoyance 
of having their roadways filled with 
water and in many cases their cellars 
flooded. Construction of this sewer 
system will help to do away with these 
conditions. 

The system was planned with great 
eare, and as liquid matter in sewage 
ultimately must reach waterways, we 
have provided against the pollution of 
the waterways contiguous to the bor- 
ough, so there will be no complaint by 
the Federal Government, which has 
realized the danger and loss caused by 
pollution of streams and is taking 
measures, not only to prevent further 
pollution, but to do away with that 
which already exists, 

There are other sanitary measures 
which we need. The time hag come 
when the dumping of refuse in the 
Borough of Queens must stop. We 
have now in operation seven incinera- 
tors. This year we sought to obtain 
money to build four more, The num- 
ber is necessary, but it is possible that 
Wwe may be able to get the funds to 
construct only two. We must dispose 
of our refuse and in the absence of in- 
cinerators a certain proportion of ref- 
use must be deposited in low areas. 
The expenditure for incinerators is an 
investment. 


Gateway te the East. 


Queens is the gateway to Hastern 
Long Island. Beyond ‘our easterly 
border line stretches for more than a 


hundred miles the fertile, rolling lands 
of Nassau and Suffolk Counties. In 
these two counties, particularly along 
the south shore adjacent to the bay 
and ocean fronts, large sums of money 
are being spent by developers. These 
areas in a short time will be covered 
with residences, a large proportion of 
which will represent the expenditure 
of many thousands of dollars. My be- 
lief is that they will be not merely 
Summer homes, but all-year residences. 
Construction will mean increased popu- 
lation, and it is through the Borough 

» of Queens that the residents of these 
adjoining counties must reach their 
homes. 

In consequence of this, Queens must 
have adequate highways, not only to 
gerve our own population, now close 
to a million, but the territory to the 
east. Many of these highways con- 
necting with thoroughfares in Nassau 
County we expected to have well on 
the way to completion by the end of 
this year, but the program of economy 
will cause some delay. I hope not 
much. It is incumbent upon all those 
who are interested in Long Island to 
aid in making known the necessity 
for continuing the work on these high- 
ways. 

Recently we prepared and introduced 
fnto the Board of Aldermen a meas- 
ure providing that there shall be no 
more wood shingled roofs. The adop- 
tion of this will decrease the danger 
from fire, but, in addition, we need 
more water mains of larger size. Our 

reas are fast being built upon, and 

ere should be a united effort on the 
cor of: all interested in the borough 
obtain not only increased water 
supply, but additional fire-fighting 
eompanies and apparatus. 


Subway Benefited. 


Provision has been made’ for the con- 
atruction of a subway line through 
Fifty-third Street in Manhattan, with 


a tube under the East River connect- 
ing with Long Island City, reaching 
lines that will cover what I may gen- 
erally describe as the north side of the 
borough. 

Removal of grade crossings is es- 
gential. The existing crossings not 
only endanger life but depreciate val- 
ues of land so that the expenditure 
for this purpose made by the city con-

REALTY BOARD’S HOME 
TO BE OPENED FRIDAY 


Headquarters Occupy Second and 
Third Floors of New Building 
at 12 East Forty-first Street. 


The official opening of the new home 
of the Real Estate Board of New York 
in .the Real Estate Board Building, 12 
East Forty-first Street, will be held 
on Friday afternoon, May 14, from 2 
to 6 o’clock. Invitations have been sent 
to the members of the board and to 
those who hold the bonds of the new 
building. Séveral public officials have 
also been invited to attend. 

The affair will be made as informal 
as possible with a view to introducing 
the members of the board and their 
friends to the new home, which in re- 
lation to previous quarters occupied by 
the board might be referred to as a 
study in contrasts. 

The official opening is also by way of 
acquainting the public and real estate 
interests generally with the fact that 
the board’s new location in the central 
part of New York City signifies that 
the board itself will be the centre for 
service and information relating to reat 
estate. 

The new quarters occupy the second 
and third floors. These have been 
especially designed to meet in every 
detail the requirements of the services 
which the Real Estate Board provides 
for its members. 

The main room on the second floor 
is the height of the two entire floors, 
so that the third floor is in the nature 
of a mezzanine. This arrangement, in 
addition to providing a flood of light 
for the second floor, furnished an op- 
portunity for decorative effect, which 
the designer has employed to superb 
advantage. The ceiling of the well is 
vaulted and the craftex walls are 
glazed, antiqued and colored. This lofty 
main room, containing the maps and 
records, forms the axis of the board’s 
headquarters. To the north of it on the 
second floor is the members’ lounge, 
representing. in its splendid appoint- 
ments the culmination of thirty years 
‘of planning on the part of the board 
for the adequate accommodation of its 
members. On the gecond floor are also 
the directors’ room, a committee room 
and offices. 

QOccuping the main portion of the 
third, or mezzanine floor, are the éx- 
ecutive offices and another conference 
room, from the arched windows of 
which the lower floor is in full view. 
The remaining portion of the third 
floor is given over to the offices of the 
various bureaus. 

The exterior design of the building is 
Italian Renaissance, the first three 
floors being of a cast granite with 
ornamental bronze window trim. Above 
the ‘third floor the facade is mottle- 
gray face brick relieved by an occa- 
sional touch of cast granite. In the 
architectural treatment of the exterior 
of the second and third floors adequate 
expression is given to the institutional 
nature of the Real Estate Board’s 
work, whereas the motif for the re- 
mainder of the facade places dignified 
emphasis on the commercial character 
of its tenantry.

PAYMENT TO A _ BROKER 


Seller Must Recelve Money From 
Sale Before the Commis- 
sion Is Pald. 


The following unreported decisions 
affecting real estate are published in 
the current number of The New York 
Law Review along with the authorities 
cited : ‘ : 

Brokers—Where a real estate broker 
agrees with the seller before he does 
any work that he is to receive nothing 
for his services unless money is re- 
ceived by the seller in payment in 
whole or in part for the property’ and 
that any payment to him should be 
from such moneys, he is not entitled 
to recover from the seller until the 
seller receives money for the sale. 

Curtesy—A tenant by curtesy is 
not entitled to possession of the pro- 
ceeds of the sale of the real estate in 
which his right of curtesy existed, un- 
less he gives adequate security for 
the protection of the remaindermen, 
his interest being merely in the in- 
come during his lifetime. 


Abutting Owner’s Easement. 


Easements—An abutting owner has 
easements of light, air and access 
which are valuable property rights, 
and of which he may not be deprived 
without payment of just compensa- 
tion. The right of prospect or view is 
included and has long been recognized 
generally in other jurisdictions, and 
interference therewith which injures 
rental value has frequently been en- 
joined. Nor can the maintenance of a 
structure be justified, though erected 
and maintained under municipal per- 
mit, if it in fact constitutes a public 
nuisance injurious to -the plaintiff. 
While it is true that the city is vested 
with the power of control over its 
streets, and may in the public interest 
authorize structures which otherwise 
would be nuisances, it is without 
power to authorize a structure which 
is in fact a public nuisance affecting 
a private right. Easements of light, 
air, access and view are real property, 
and the right to impair or destroy 
such rights can only be acquired by 
prescription by adverse user for 
twenty years. 

Landlord and Tenant—In the absence 
of any waiver, a landlord may enjoin 
the maintenance of a sign by a tenant 
in violation of the terms of the lease. 


Lien Must Be Valid. 


Liens—The sureties upon an under- 
taking given to discharge a «me- 
chanic’s lien are not liable unless the 
lien is valid and enforcible. The 
lienor’s claim against the owner and 
his right to a lien must be determined; 
otherwise the surety cannot be held. 
Judgment may first be obtained} by 
the lienor against the owner, but it 
is not necessary to do so, as the owner 
and surety may both be sued in the 
one action. Where the owner is joined 
with the surety, he must be served. 
In such an action the same parties 
are necessary as defendants as jn an 
action to foreclose the lien where no 
bond has been given. The general rule 
prescribing the procedure when one 
defendant makes a claim against an- 
other defendant is set forth in Sec- 
tion 264 of the Civil Practice act. 
That requires the defendant who 
makes the claim to demand it in his 
answer and to serve a copy of his an- 
swer upon the attorney for each of 
the defendants to be affected by the 
determination and also upon defen- 
dants who would be affected and have 
rot appeared. é 

There seems to be nothing in the 
Lien law that makes the general pro- 
vision of Section 264, Civil Practice 
act, not applicable, except in the one 
case specified in Section 44, where a 
defendant’s lien ‘“‘is admitted in the 
complaint and not contested by an- 
other defendant.” With that exception 
it has been held that the forerunner 
cf Section 264 (Section 521, Code of 
Civil Procedure) was ‘‘particularly ap- 
plicable to actions for the enforcement 
of mechanics’ liens.’”’ If the lien of a 
defendant be admitted in a complaint 
and not contested by any defendant, 
then it is unnecessary for the defen- 
dant having the lien to set it forth 
in his answer, and he will not be 
deemed to have waived it even though 
he fails to do so, but may have judg- 
ment. 

Where a lien is admitted in the com- 
plaint, if any defendant seeks to con- 
test it, he must serve his answer upon 
the defendant owning the lien in ques- 
tion. 


Decision on Mortgages. 


Mortgages—Section 322 ‘of the Real 
Property law, which is entitled ‘‘Re- 
cording Discharge of Mortgage in 
|Counties Embraced in Cities of First 
Class,” provides that no mortgage 
shall ‘be discharged of record unless. 
there shall be presented to the record- 
ing officer for cancellation the original 
mortgage, in addition to the certificate 
provided and required by Section 321, 
which is a certificate signed by the 
mortgagee or his personal representa-

Vendor Conveying Title. 

Real Property—Where a vendor is 
unable to convey title pursuant to the 
terms of the contract, the vendee is 
entitled to recover from: the vendor the 
sum paid as well as the cost of an 
examination of title and reasonable, 
legal expenses. A vendor may compel 
specific performance on the part of 
the vendees’ assignee of a contract for 
the sale of real estate. The fact that 
the City of New York ds to open 
a street through - pro’ the subject 
of a contract of sale is not, under the 
law, an encumbrance sufficient to de- 
feat the title of the vendor and pre- 
vent his carrying out his part of the 
agreement; and the buyer is not there- 
by released from completing his bar- 
gain to purchase. ; 

Trusts and Trustees—A person oc- 
cupying a fiduciary position with re- 
lation to an estate cannot sell to him- 
self and resell estate property without 
the knowledge of those interested, and 
thereby make a profit, A beneficiary 
may follow a trust fund, so long as it 
can be traced, and may reclaim it in 
whatever form it has been invested by 
the trustee, provided e rights of 
bona fide purchasers do’ not intervene.

In 1925 the 
number of. suites had decreased by 
11,096, while the vacancies had in- 
creased to 10,343, or 1.81 per cent.

“That these vacancies are not the reé- 
sult of a general condition in the hous- 
ing field is shown by comparison with 
figures on new-law “apartments.

*“Liaison Officer” Who Courts 
Leaseholders’ Suggestions. 


To USE IN NEW BUILDINGS 


Moclern, Large-Scale Business, He 
Insists, Can End Traditional 
‘Warfare In Apartments. 


Renting am apartment of moderate 
price in \a newly constructed building 
within this metropolitan area recently, 
one of Ma nhattan’s ‘‘white-collared”’ 


>| salary worlgers was astonished to learn 


that he hadi stumbled upon a landlord 


85 | who was actually anxious for him to 
50! make complaints. 


The “‘white-collar’’ man gulped. This 
was a new ome in his experience. The 
amazing landlord was revealed to him 
by. an affable stranger, who called at 
the apartment ane day and introduced 


himself as engaged in a new profes- 
sion... He was 


“liaison officer,”’ a 
go-between for landlord and tenants, 
engaged in Be Ying the interests of 
both. 

“We of the Blank Company really 
pride olirselves on *these apartments,” 
he informed the tergnt, “‘but we’re not 
so goldarned proud of them that we 
can’t bear to hear tham criticized. The 
fact is, we’re going to build some more. 
We're prospering, amd we intend to 
make the next ones we build consid- 
erably better than theme. 

‘When we built these, we thought 
they were just about as nearly perfect 
as could ‘be built and rented—at the 
price. But listen to this” 

He seized the-unresisting and slightly 
dazed tenant by one arm and conduct- 
ed him over to the wall.. ‘‘Put your 
ear there,;’’ he instructed, ‘and the ten- 
ant did.as he was told. ‘‘Don’t you 
hear it,’’ the liaison man demanded. 

“Hear what?” 

‘‘That throbbing.” 


Like Propeller of Sizip. 


Now that it was drawn to his atten- 
tion, the tenant did hear that throb- 
bing for the first time. ‘‘Why, yes,” 
he agreed. “Something like the sound 
you hear in your cabin on a linmer—the 
throb of the propeller.” 

“Just what it is,’’ replied the liaison 
man. “The throb of a wheel in the 


motor which runs your electric icebox. 
Now, we tried to make these walls 
soundproof. We tried to install such 
a motor as would not disturb the ten- 
ants—but there are several apartments 
in this building where the. sound is 
worse than it is here—where it really 
disturbs persons trying to sleep in the 
early morning hours, when everything 
else is still and noises are magnified. 
We never would have known that we 
hadn’t succeeded unless the tenants 
had complained—at our request. Asa 
result of their complaints we’ve not 
only been able to blanket the thing 
considerably, but we are working out 
a scheme with the refrigerator makers 

so that im the next hplece we build we 
won’ t have that throbbing. 

“Now that’s just an instance of what 
we feel we may accomplish by court- 
ing complaints instead of discouraging 
them. We'll go even further than 
that. We're anxious for the tenants 
to give us suggestions about how we 
can make the place better. Several of 
the women here havé shown us how 
we tould improve our Pullman kitchen, 
which was considered so good when 
we built it that magazine articles were 
written about it. We're making some 
alterations—those that are feasible— 
here, and. the next ones we build will 
contain those ideas.’’ 

The liaison man had a very pleasing 
personality. Perhaps that was one 
reason he had his job. Apart from be- 
ing a business caller, he became in a 
few months a welcomed personal caller 
at the ‘white-collar’ tenant’s home. 

‘How does this busjness of constant 
alterations to meet the tenant’s de- 
sires fit in with profit?’ asked the 
tenant. (Being a professional man he 
was supposed to know little of business 
practices.) 


Getting Apartments Filled. 


“When we (>t these apartments filled 
with the persons we want,”’ said the 
liaison officer, ‘‘those tenants will stick 
to us year after year. They will adver- 
tise the virtues of our house—or theirs 
—because it’s theirs as well as ours—to 
all their friends. There will be a wait- 
ing list to get into the place. The 
apartments will always be full. The 
annual moving days in May and Oc- 
tober will mean nothing to this place. 
And with all the apartments filled all 
the time you need not worry about our 
profit. It will be a good one, even with 
the expenses we incur by keeping you 
people pleased. 

“It’s the empty apartments—and the 
constant shift-in tenants with one or 
income Gropped from 
every third or fourth apartment every 
year or two years—that makes a big 
apartment house a losing proposition 
instead of a winning one.” 

“How are you coming along?” asked 
the tenant. He almost said “how are 
we coming along,’’ for he and the 
Maison man, representative of the mar- 
velous absentee landlord, had become 
fairly congenial acquaintances within 
a few months. 

“You can see for yourself. You've 
a lot more neighbors. Don’t you like 
their looks?’ 

The tenant did. He recalled how 
scrupulously the landlord’s agent had 
verified his references before even 
renting, and how he had marveled at 
it, because the building was not cater- 
ing in*-price to the ostentatious 
wealthy.

Real Estate Men Should Join. 
Local Boards -to Assure High 
Standards, Says Mr. Partridge. 


If continued prosperity is to be as- 
sured in the real estate development 
of New York City, according to 
Charles Partridge, President, Brooklyn 
Real Estate Board, metropolitan, real 
estate boards ‘should expand their 
ranks to include all the reliable and 
trustworthy members of the real estate 
profession, particularly those who have 
entered the field too recently to realize 
the value of organized effort. 

Likewise, reputable real estate 
brokers, who wish to bring strength 
and stability to their profession, should 
seek membership in their local board, 
the Brooklyn board head declares. 

Public confidence, in President Par- 
tridge’s opinion, is the basis of all 
real estate activity, and such faith is 
in proportion to the certainty of the 
investing public in the integrity of 
the broker and operator. ‘‘People in- 
vest their money in real estate, or any 
other commodity, according to their 
belief in its seller. When a man con- 
templates putting the savings of a 
lifetime into a home or property he 
seeks to do business with the broker 
who inspires his confidence. The.pub- 
lic mind must believe in the honesty 
of the broker and the operator before 
they are convinced that the property 
for sale is a reliable investment,” 
President Partridge declared. 

“It is only through organized effort,” 
he continued, “that a widespread feel- 
ing of trust may be created toward the 
members of the real estate profession. 
The individual broker may be sincere 
and honest, but his lone efforts to 
build assurance of the buying public 
must be slow and often offset by un- 
scrupulous agents. It is only when 
Mmdividual members are organized into 
one single group, with a high standard 
of ethics, that the real estate profes- 
sion as a whole may build up this 
public faith.” 3
